Resolved,  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, That  the  members  retire  to  the  Finance  Committee  room, 
ixnd  when  their  names  are  drawn,  return  to  Common  Council 
Chamber  and  select  their  seats,  and  deposit  their  card  in  same, 
excepting  the  Chairmen  of  all  Standing  Committees  and 
Messrs.  Iseminger,  Meehan,  Van  Osten  and  R.  S.  Leit- 
head,  who  shall  be  permitted  to  retain  their  old  seats,  and  the 
President  shall  announce  the  name,  that  the  First  Assistant 
Clerk  shall  number  each  member's  name  when  called  ;  that  the 
Pages  shall  immediately  convey  the  card  to  members  when 
called ;  that  no  more  names  shall  be  called  until  the  one  pre- 
viously called  shall  have  chosen  and  taken  his  seat. 
8 
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Also,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to 
see  that  no  cards  are  deposited  in  any  seat  until  after  the 
name  of  member  has  been  called. 

The  resolution  was  twice  read,  and  agreed  to. 

The  title  was  agreed  to. 

The  President  thereupon  drew  slips  of  papers  containing 
the  names  of  the  members,  and  as  he  announced  their  names 
they  selected  their  seats.  ,

The  resolution  was  twice  read,  and  agreed  to. 

The  title  was  agreed  to. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Mayor  was  introduced,  when  he  pre- 
sented a  message  from  the  Mayor,  submitting  a  list  of  ordi- 
nances approved  by  him.     [A^jpendix  JVo.  2.) 

Also,  presented  the  Fourth  Annual  Message  of  the  Mayor. 
(See  Mayor's  Message.) 

Joint  Convention. 

Select  Council  being  introduced,  and  Select  and  Common 
Councils  being  assembled  in  Joint  Convention,  the  President 
of  Select  Council,  Mr.  Miles,  in  the  chair,  who  announced 
that  Select  and  Common  Councils  had  assembled  in  con- 
formity with  the  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  March  10,  1875, 
entitled  "An  Act  fixing  and  regulating  the  terms  of  all  mem- 
bers of  Councils,  and  other  City,  ward,  borough. and  town- 
ship officers,  excepting  school  directors,  elected  by  the  people, 
and  fixing  the  time  of  the  Municipal  Governments  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  the  inauguration  of  the  Mayors  of  all 
the  cities  of  the  same,"  for  the  purpose  of  inaugurating  the 
Mayor-elect. 

Mr.  Patton  (of  Select  Council),  Chairman  of  the  Joint 
Committee  to  make  arrangements  for  the  inauguration,  re- 
ported that  the  committee  had  attended  to  the  duty  assigned 
them,  and  that  the  Hon.  Edwin  S.  Stuart.  Mayor,  and 
Cliarles  F.  Warwick,  Mayor-elect,  were  now  present  with  the 
Hon.  F.  Amedee  Bregy  and  Rev.  Robert  A.  Edwards,  D.  D. 
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The  Mayor  and  Mayor-elect  were  escorted  to  the  Presi- 
dent's platform,  when  the  oath  of  office  was  administered  to 
the  Mayor -elect  by  the  Hon.  Judge  F.  Amedee  Bregy. 

The  Rev.  Robert  A.  Edwards,  D.  D.,  read  a  passage  of 
the  Scripture  and  made  an  appropriate  prayer, 

After  which,  the  Hon.  Charles  F.  Warwick,  Mayor,  deliv- 
ered the  following  address  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

As  I  stand  upon  the  threshold  of  my  administration  and 
look  out  into  the  future,  I  cannot  but  feel  deeply  impressed 
with  the  responsibilities  I  am  about  to  assume.  That  I  may 
be  equal  to  the  task,  is  my  ardent  prayer,  and  I  am  sure  it  is 
your  earnest  desire. 

I  am  confident  that  we  will  work  together  for  the  public 
good ;  it  is  from  your  assistance  my  success  is  to  come ; 
without  your  aid  no  matter  what  may  be  my  intentions  or 
eftorts  they  will  go  for  naught. 

I  take  your  kind  words  of  congratulation  and  encourage- 
ment as  an  assurance  of  your  future  assistance  and  support. 

There  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  unite  our  efforts  and 
help  in  every  possible  way  to  urge  and  advance  the  prosperity 
of  our  beloved  City.  It  is  to  her  that  we  should  give  our 
best  service  ;  it  is  to  her  interests  that  we  are  pledged  by  an 
oath  of  loyalty  and  devotion. 

The  administration  of  my  predecessor  has  been  conducted 
upon  a  high  plane  and  characterized  with  that  integrity  and 
honesty  of  purpose  that  specially  marks  his  term  as  one  of  the 
purest,  most  progressive  and  successful  this  City  has  ever  seen. 
He  retires  from  the  office  he  has  so  ably  and  conscientiously 
filled  with  the  best  wishes  and  the  warmest  commendations  of 
his  fellow  citizens. 

Considerable  public  work  contracted  for  during  his  term 
has  been  left  with  me  for  completion,  and  it  will  be  my  pur- 
pose to  carry  out  the  original  plans  to  a  successful  conclusion. 

The  principle  contained  in  the  Act  of  June  1,  188.3,  is  the 
true  one  as  applied  to  municipal  government.  It  has  been 
long  enough  in  operation  to  prove  to  every  fair-minded  man 
its  usefulness  and  effectiveness.      Centering  and  fixing;  the  re- 
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sponsibility  of  executive  conduct  produces  in  officials  a  self- 
reliance  and,  at  the  same  time,  a  strong  desire  to  discharge 
vitli  courage  and  fidelity  the  duties  that  devolve  upon  them. 
The  Directors  of  the  Departments  are  accountable  to  the 
Mayor,  and  in  turn,  the  Chiefs  of  the  Bureaus  directly 
accountable  to  the  Directors.  This  system  results  in  more 
efficient  service  and  creates  in  each  official  a  keener  sense  of 
personal  responsibility. 

To  have  efficient  service  in  the  Executive  Departments  of 
government  there  must  be  individual  responsibility. 

Commissions  and  Boards  in  the  exercise  of  executive  func- 
tions, as  a  rule,  are  weakened  by  the  division  of  responsibil- 
ity and  the  absence  of  individual  accountability. 

This  is  not  the  occasion  for  me  to  go  too  fully  into  details, 
but  a  few  suggestions  as  to  the  needs  of  the  City  and  an  out- 
line as  to  the  policy  of  the  administration  appear  to  me,  at 
this  time,  to  be  appropriate  and  timely. 

The  City  should  conduct  its  Departments  upon  strict  busi- 
ness principles.  It  should  obtain  materials,  labor  and  service 
as  cheaply  as  any  private  citizen.  Efficiency  and  honesty 
will  be  the  gauge  applied  in  the  selection  of  the  City's  em- 
ployes, and  continuance  of  employment  Avill  be  insured  so 
long  as  devotion  to  the  public  service  is  evinced  or  shown. 
This^s  true  civil  service. 

It  will  be  my  purpose  as  the  Executive  of  this  municipality 
to  enforce  obedience  to  law  and  to  see  that  the  ordinances  of 
the  City  are  observed.  Vice  and  crime  will  be  repressed  at 
all  hazards,  and  the  high  moral  standard  of  this  community 
preserved,  so  far  as  it  lies  in  the  power  of  the  Executive  to 
effect  that  end. 

The  police  force  will  be  maintained  at  the  highest  degree 
of  efficiency.  The  duty,  the  business  of  a  policeman,  is  to 
preserve  the  public  peace  and  to  compel  obedience  to  law. 
He  is  always  on  guard,  and  will  at  all  times  be  expected  and 
required  to  discharge  his  duties  fearlessly  and  impartially. 
This  makes  it  imperative  that  the  police  force  shall  be  entirely 
removed  from  active  participation  in  politics. 

The  Fire  Bureau  of  Philadelphia  to-day  is  an  efficient  and 
well  equipped  organiz  tion.  It  will  be  my  aim  to  maintiin 
iits  present  high  grade  and  to  improve  it  as  far  as  possible. 
JBrave  and  courageous  discharge  of  a  public  duty  in  the  police 
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and  fire  bureaus  will,    in   every  instance,   be   specially   com- 
mended, and,  if  possible,  be  cause  for  promotion. 

In  the  matter  of  the  supply  of  gas,  the  increasing  demand 
resulting  from  the  growth  and  progress  of  the  City  will  require 
careful  consideration  in  the  adoption  of  new  and  improved 
methods  of  production.  The  works  should  be  put  in  the  high- 
est condition  of  efficiency.  It  would,  in  my  judgment,  be  true 
business  economy  to  construct,  in  the  old  City  proper,  new 
mains  and  provide  new  methods  of  distribution.  Waste  would 
thus  be  prevented  and  a  better  supply  and  quality  furnished 
to  the  consumer.  I  have  been  informed  by  those  who  profess 
to  know,  that  the  works  liave  not  kept  pace  with  the  discov- 
eries and  improvements  made  in  the  manuflicture  of  gas.  This 
is  a  question  that  should  receive  the  most  careful  consideration, 
and  the  judgment  to  be  exercised  in  this  matter  should  rest 
upon  the  reports  of  experts  who,  by  actual  experience  and 
study,  are  best  qualified  to  advise. 

Changes  in  the  direction  of  improvements  will  necessarily 
require  a  great  outlay  of  money,  but  the  returns  no  doubt  will 
amply  repay  every  judicious  expenditure.  The  works  should 
never  pass  from  the  absolute  control  and  ownership  of  the 
City  ;  the  plant  is  too  valuable,  and  history  shows  that  when- 
ever such  a  property  passes  into  private  hands  it  in  time  be- 
comes an  extortionate  monopoly.  If  new  and  improved 
methods  of  production  be  introduced  and  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  gas  conducted  on  business  principles.  I  have  no  doubt 
but  that  a  large  revenue  would  result  to  the  City.  I  mainly 
base  this  judgment  on  the  hints  frequently  given  in  the  anx- 
iety and  desire  of  certain  syndicates  and  corporations  in  the 
past  to  obtain  control  of  the  said  works. 

I  concur  in  the  views  of  my  predecessor,  that  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia is  paying  more  for  electric  lighting  than  it  should.  If 
the  City's  finances  warrant  the  establishment  of  a  plant  suf- 
ficient to  supply  the  current  for  the  entire  City,  I  would  be  glad 
to  concur  with  Councils  in  that  direction  ;  but  as  large  sums  of 
money  would  be  required  to  effect  this  object,  it  would  be  well 
to  establish,  somewhere  in  the  central  part  of  the  City,  a  plant 
sufficient  to  light  all  the  lamps  within  that  territory  where  the 
current  can  be  supplied  through  the  City's  underground  sys- 
tem. This  could  be  accomplished  for  a  comparatively  small 
sum  of  money,  and  its  operations  for  a  year  would  conclu- 
sively demonstrate  whether  or  not  the  City  can  furnish  light 
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for  an  amount  less  than  that  paid  to  the  companies  for  the  same 
service. 

Philadelphia  at  this  time  is  the  best  lighted  City  on  the 
American  Continent,  and  nothing  is  more  valuable  in  the  way 
of  protection  to  life  and  limb,  from  accident  and  assault,  than 
street  illumination.  Vice  and  crime  shun  the  light  and  a  bet- 
ter police  protection  could  not  be  provided. 

A  pure  and  generous  water  supply  is  an  absolute  necessity. 
Every  fair-minded  man,  however,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
City  has  almost,  if  not  quite,  reached  the  limit  of  her  borrow- 
ing capacity,  must  admit  that  during  my  administration  it 
will  hardly  be  in  the  possibilities  to  obtain  a  new  source  of 
supply.  The  Schuylkill  river,  if  it  be  kept  comparatively  free 
from  pollution,  is  shown  by  the  statistics  of  our  City,  on  sick- 
ness and  mortality,  to  be  at  least  a  safe  and  healthful  supply. 

Subsiding  reservoirs  of  sufficient  capacity  for  storage,  to- 
gether with  the  adoption  of  some  system  to  cleanse  and  purify 
the  water  before  it  reaches  the  consumer,  will  no  doubt  meet 
the  necessities  of  the  case.  In  the  choice  or  selection  of  the 
system  that  is  to  be  introduced,  whether  it  be  filtration  or  any 
other  m  thod,  the  best  and  most  practical  should  be  secured. 
This  matter  should  receive  the  most  careful  and  conscientious 
consideration  by  those  who  are  best  able  to  judge  from  expe- 
rience and  study  of  the  comparative  merits  of  all  systems.  It 
is  incumbent  upon  the  municipal  authorities  to  adopt  such 
means  as  will  give  to  the  public  pure  water  free  from  every- 
thing that  scientific  research  defines  as  injurious  and  for  which 
chemical  and  scientific  knowledge  now  provides  a  remedy. 
Where  filtration  has  been  adopted  the  results  have  been  so 
satisfactory  that  we  must  be  fconvinced  that  a  trial  should  be 
given  the  system  by  this  City. 

In  order  to  further  protect  the  water  supply,  it  is  desirable 
that  the  separate  sewerage  system  be  extended  along  the  banks 
of  the  Schuylkill  and  its  tributaries,  to  intercept  the  drainage 
of  this  grooving  section.  The  extension  of  the  intercepting 
sewer  to  the  county  lines,  to  divert  the  impurities  from  the 
water  supply  of  the  City,  is,  in  my  judgment,  of  the  utmost 
importance. 

By  the  liberal  appropriations  of  Councils,  many  miles  of 
streets  have  been  paved  and  repaved  throughout  the  City 
during  the  last  few  years.  Nearly  two  hundred  miles  of 
streets  have  been  repaved  by  the  pas-enger  railway  companies. 
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Of  this  great  amount  of  work,  one  hundred  and  fourteen  miles 
of  repaying  was  done  in  the  working  season  of  1894,  and  of 
necessity  was  done  expeditiously.  It  must  be  the  object  of 
the  Bureau  Officers  of  the  City  to  see  that  the  street  pave- 
ments are  kept  in  excellent  condition  at  all  times,  and  it 
should  be  the  desire  of  the  passenger  railway  companies  to 
maintain  the  pavements  of  streets  occupied  by  them  in  a  con- 
dition to  flicilitate  public  travel  over  the  entire  surface  of  the 
highway.  The  great  extent  of  the  repaved  streets  in  the  City 
should  guarantee  clean  highways,  and  the  passage  of  the  recent 
ordinances  for  the  collection  of  garbage  and  offal  and  the  re- 
strictions controlling  the  carting  of  the  same,  should  immedi- 
ately aid  in  securing  better  sanitary  conditions  in  all  locali- 
ties of  the  City. 

Greater  facilities  for  travel  should  be  given  in  the  matter 
of  the  construction  of  bridges  in  the  southwestern  section  of 
the  City,  and  in  this  connection  let  me  specially  urge  that 
early  attention  be  given  to  the  replacing  of  the  Gray's  Ferry 
bridge  with  a  new  and  modern  structure.  The  old  bridge 
does  not  answer  the  necessities  of  to-day. 

Among  the  important  projects  to  be  carried  on  by  the  City 
in  the  near  future  is  the  completion  of  the  work  of  abolishing 
grade  crossings  on  Pennsylvania  avenue,  between  Twelfth  and 
Thirtieth  streets.  This  work  has  been  begun  and  the  sewer- 
age system  made  necessary  by  reason  of  the  changes  of  grade 
has  been  practically  completed.  The  principal  part  of  the 
work  remains  yet  to  be  put  under  contract.  This  can  be 
pushed  to  early  completion,  thereby  removing  a  number  of 
dangerous  grade  crossings  in  the  centre  of  the  City,  and  at 
the  same  time  greatly  improving  and  beautifying'  the  main 
entrance  to  the  Park.  Following  upon  this  work  there  is  a 
necessity  for  abolishing  the  dangerous  grade  crossings  which 
exist  along  the  line  of  Ninth  street  northward  from  Green 
street ;  and  also  the  grade  crossings  on  the  line  of  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Trenton  Railroad,  from  the  Kensington  Depot  to 
Frankford  Junction,  both  of  which  measures  have  been  before 
Councils  Committees,  but  no  legislation  has  as  yet  been  en- 
acted. 

Philadelphia  was  a  pioneer  in  the  matter  of  burying  wires 
for  municipal  service.  The  Avork  has  been  pushed  year  by 
year  until  to-day  we  rank  foremost  among  the  cities  of  this 
country  in  the  number  of  miles  of  wire  laid  in  underground 
■conduits. 
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The  demand  is  continually  increasing,  making  it  imperative 
before  many  years,  that  large  substantial  subways  be  con- 
structed in  the  important  highways  of  the  City,  in  which  all 
the  underground  structures  may  be  located,  from  which,  by 
wise  legislation  and  management,  a  revenue  might  be  obtained 
from  the  rentals  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  invests 
ment  and  at  the  same  time  enable  the  City  to  maintain  its 
streets  intact  at  a  minimum  cost  for  repairs,  and  without  in- 
convenience to  the  people. 

Already  the  experiment  of  putting  down  ducts  to  be  leased, 
to  the  different  companies  has  proved  a  success.     It  has  not 
only  brought  revenue  to  the  City,  but  has  induced  the  tele 
graph  companies  to  remove  overhead  wires  from  some  of  our 
principal  business  streets. 

The  Avork  of  the  health  bureau  intimately  concerns  the 
public  and  it  will  be  my  aim  to  aid  in  the  strengthening  of 
that  bureau  in  every  way  possible.  In  no  profession  has 
science  made  greater  strides  than  in  that  of  preventive  medi- 
cine, and  Philadelphia,  which  has  always  ranked  first  in  her 
medical  schools,  should  be  foremost  in  health  work.  The 
physical  conditions  which  surround  Philadelphia,  make  her 
exceptionally  a  healthful  City.  With  an  efficient  health  corps 
supplied  with  adequate  funds,  her  death  rate  should  be  lower 
than  that  of  any  other  city  in  the  world.  I  will  be  glad  at 
all  times  to  co-operate  with  the  Board  of  Health  toward 
accomplishing  that  result. 

A  due  regard  for  the  public  health  requires  that  the  laws 
relating  to  the  sale  of  milk  should  receive  the  most  careful 
attention.  . 

It  is  the  paramount  duty  of  Councils,  it  is  the  highest  pur- 
pose of  government,  to  save  and  protect  human  life.  In  these 
active  busy  days  we  have  ignored  the  slow  and  cumbersome 
methods  of  conveyance  used  by  our  fathers.  In  this  rapid 
age  we  must  travel  with  the  speed  of  light,  but  we  must  not 
in  our  desire  to  save  time  destroy  a  life,  if  it  can  be  avoided. 
Every  precaution  should  be  taken  rather  than  jeopardize  the 
lives  of  our  citizens. 

The  duty  is  incumbent  upon  us  as  officials  to  see  that  the 
railway  companies  adopt  some  plan  that  will  materially  lessen 
the  dangers  of  rapid  transit.     Either  the  speed  of  travel  must, 
be    regulated   by  ordinance    or    some    contrivance    must    be 
adopted   that  will   insure  comparative  safety   to  our   people.. 
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The  loss  of  a  life,  the  sorrow  and  anguish  of  a  home  outweigh 
all  other  considerations. 

Although  the  executive  officer  of  the  City  has  but  little  to 
do  Avith  the  school  department,  yet  the  education  of  our 
children,  to  every  patriotic  citizen,  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest 
importance.  That  every  child  should  have  at  all  times  the 
benefit  of  our  schools  cannot  be  questioned.  This  requires 
experienced  teachers,  well  selected  and  abundant  supplies,  and 
commodious  school-houses,  with  sufficient  capacity  to  accommo- 
date every  child  who  seeks  admission.  No  applicant  should 
be  kept  standing  at  the  door.  These  advantages  can  be  ob- 
tained only  by  a  wise  and  economical  use  of  the  resources  of 
the  City.  The  question  of  school  management  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  and  above  all  personal  or  party  considera- 
tion. Any  method,  system  or  plan  that  can  give  greater 
efficiency  and  more  intelligent  direction  in  school  matters 
should  at  once  be  accepted  and  adopted.  I  am  strongly  of 
opinion  that  the  bill  recently  introduced  into  the  Legislature 
and  urged  by  the  Civic  Club  of  this  City  meets  the  question, 
and,  if  passed,  will  do  away  with  the  present  cumbersome  and 
involved  system  and  result  in  securing  greater  efficiency  in 
school  work. 

We  should  improve  to  the  utmost  our  wharves  and  land- 
ings, and  in  every  way  help  to  advance  and  secure  the  com- 
mercial pr()Sperity  of  our  City.  The  improvement  of  the- 
water  way  and  water  front  should  receive  every  assistance  it 
is  possible  to  render.  Philadelphia,  if  our  efforts  be  rightly 
directed,  may,  in  comparatively  a  short  time,  reach  the  proud 
position  she  once  held  in  commerce  and  trade.  Energy  and 
public  spirit  upon  the  part  of  our  citizens  will  accomplish 
much,  and  at  all  times  I  stand  ready  to  give  any  assistance  in 
my  power.  Philadelphia,  if  I  may  be  allowed  to  say  so,  lacks- 
in  a  measure,  public  spirit ;  criticism  amounts  to  nothing  unless- 
it  induces  to  action  and  produces  results.  It  is  our  boast  that 
we  have  the  typical  American  city.  We  have  the  most  intel- 
ligent and  law-abiding  community  in  any  leading  municipality 
on  this  continent  We  should  appreciate  the  advantages- 
we  possess  and  enjoy  ;  we  have  no  apologies  to  make  in  com- 
parison with  any  city  in  this  country. 

One  of  the  most  important  pieces  of  public  work  befere  the 
City  to-day,  and  one  which  bears  directly  upon  its  commercial 
prosperity,  is  the  widening  of  the  existing  highway  on  Delaware 
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avenue  ;  the  construction  of  a  bulkhead  and  the  extension  of  city 
piers  on  the  Delaware  river  water-front.  The  necessary  legisla- 
tive enactments  have  been  passed  for  a  portion  of  this  work 
authorizing  the  widening  of  Delaware  avenue,  and  empowering 
the  Mayor  to  negotiate  with  property  owners  so  as  to  provide 
for  the  adjustment  of  claims  for  damages,  as  a  preliminary  to 
the  actual  construction  which  now  awaits  appropriation.  The 
United  States  government,  by  the  expenditure  of  large  sums 
of  money  has  been  for  a  number  of  years  improving  the 
river  channel,  and  other  work  is  being  contracted  for,  to  carry 
out  the  general  scheme  of  improvement.  Councils  have 
already  appropriated  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  towards  the  improvement  of  the  water-ways  of  the  Del- 
aware and  Schuylkill  rivers,  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  this 
will  be  augmented  by  an  appropriation  from  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  thereby  securing  the  removal  of  a  number  of 
shoal  places  in  the  river  which  greatly  interfere  with  large 
vessels  entering  this  port.  With  the  removal  of  these  ob- 
•structions,  the  widening  of  Delaware  avenue,  the  construction 
■of  bulkheads,  and  the  extension  of  city  piers,  we  will  be  fairly 
on  the  way  toward  securing  the  commercial  prosperity  of  the 
city. 

If  the  ship  canal  project  be  carried  to  successful  completion, 
it  will  be  of  the  greatest  advantage  to  the  commercial  interests 
-of  our  city.  Such  a  plan  is  practicable,  and  it  simply  requires 
public  spirit  and  concerted  action  upon  the  part  of  our  busi- 
ness men  and  trade  organizations  to  accomplish  the  result  de 
sired.  It  is  to  be  earnestly  wished  that  in  this  matter,  our 
hopes  will  not  take  the  place  of  the  benefits  they  promise. 

Paying  our  debts  by  mandamus,  which  is  the  only  method 
known  to  the  law  by  Avhich  claims  not  provided  for  by  appro- 
priations can  be  recovered  from  the  city,  is  objectionable  in 
that  it  is  attended  with  the  costs  and  expenses  incident  to  liti- 
gation, and  is  apt  to  lead  to  extravagance.  If  it  be  possible 
to  avoid  it,  no  great  public  improvement  should  be  undertaken 
without  at  least  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  ultimate  cost, 
.and  a  prior  appropriation  to  meet  the  expenditure.  Except 
for  damages  in  road  cases,  very  little  money  is  obtained  by 
this  method.  It  Avould  be  desirable,  in  many  respects,  if 
■some  general  plan  for  opening  streets  could  be  adopted.  I 
think  it  would  be  a  prudent  policy  not  to  open  any  street 
until  the  Board  of  Surveys,  which  has  exclusive  charge  of  the 
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regulation  of  the  plan  of  our  streets,  should  first  examine  and 
report  upon  the  same. 

The  expenditures  for  the  past  four  years,  which  include  in- 
terest on  loans,  mandamuses,  the  several  Sinking  Funds  and 
the  four  per  cent,  loans,  are  as  follows :

The  appropriations  for  1895  to  the  Departments,  after  de- 
ducting the  fixed  charges,  amounted  tof  19,541,118.86,  which 
jou  will  see  is  much  less  than  that  of  the  previous  years. 

In  this  connection  allow  me  to  state  that  our  City  owes 
much  to  Councils  for  the  wisdom  and  judgment  displayed  in 
the  matter  of  providing  appropriations  for  the  great  public 
improvements  that  recently  have  in  every  way  adorned  the 
City  and  have  advanced  her  prosperity. 

And  now,  in  conclusion,  let  me  say,  that  I  approach  the 
discharge  of  the  great  trust  reposed  in  me,  conscious  that  it 
may  not  be  possible  to  accomplish  all  I  hope  to  do,  but  con- 
scious also  of  an  ardent  desire  to  be  worthy  of  the  confidence 
placed  in  me.  Relying  upon  the  charitable  judgment  of  the 
community  which  has  so  long  honored  me.  and  trusting  in 
that  overruling  Providence  which  guides  the  destinies  of  men 
and  nations,  I  enter  upon  the  duties  of  my  office,  and  hope- 
fully accept  its  responsibilities.

Special  Committee  of  Councils  to  secure  the  passage  of  such 
law,"  and  had  appointed  Messrs.  C.  L.  Brown,  Clay,  Anderson, 
McMullen  and  Kendrick  the  Committee  on  the  part  of 
Select  Council,  and  ask  for  the  appointment  of  a  similar  Com  - 
mittee  on  the  part  of  Common  Council.

Sect.  4.  That  the  specifications  shall  require  the  use  of 
the  best  quality  of  Trinidad  asphalt,  or  such  other  asphalt  as 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  be  equal  thereto."

Honorable  Body  rescind  its  patriotic  action  to  send  the  Old 
Liberty  Bell  to  the  Atlanta  Exposition,  I,  for  one,  hope  you 
will  stand  firmly  to  your  resolution. 

When  I  was  laboring,  in  1884,  to  have  it  sent  to  the  New 
Orleans  Exposition  the  two  main  objections  made  were :  1st. 
That  it  was  too  sacred  a  relic  to  be  disturbed,  and,  2d.  That 
the  crack  rendered  its  transportation  too  perilous  for  safety. 

The  latter,  to  all  practical  people,  is  without  foundation,  as 
the  metal  is  so  tough  that  very  heavy  and  continuous  sledging 
would  be  required  to  break  it  up. 

And,  as  for  the  first — the  Bible  was  once  so  sacred  as  to 
be  chained.  So,  what  that  sacred  book  has  done  for  religion 
and  morals  since  being  unchained,  this  sacred  bell  of  ours 
will  do  for  liberty  throughout  the  world,  for  its  next  journey 
will  be  in  1900,  under  convoy  of  a  United  States  and  French 
squadron,  to  France,  the  home  of  La  Fayette — in  whose  fare- 
well welcome  in  1824  it  was  beino;  rung  when  the  break 
occurred  that  silenced  its  voice  forever.

Also,  that  the  Mayor  and 
Director  be  requested  to  re-advertise  for  contracts  that  have 
not  been  or  are  not  being  complied  with  up  to  May  1,  1895, 
and  award  the  same  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  hold 
former  contractors  and  their  bondsmen  responsible  for  any 
difference  or  loss  in  said  contracts,  provided  there  should  be 
any  to  the  City.

Dear  Sir  : — Since  the  beginning  of  my  term  as  City 
Treasurer  there  has  appeared  in  ray  daily  sworn  statement  of 
the  receipts,  balances,  etc.,  of  the  City,  two  items  coming 
under  the  liead  of  "  Suspense  Account,"  standing  as  assets  of 
the  City,  as  follows  : 

Keystone  National  Bank  Deposit $376,800  86 

Spring  Garden  National  Bank,  Proof  of  Claim 118,7111  80 

Total $495,522  66 

As  these  items  show,  the  "  Suspense  Account,"  which  orig- 
inated during  the  term  of  City  'I'reasurer  Wright,  represents 
claims  of  the  city  against  the  Keystone  and  Spring  Garden 
National  Banks,  which  claims,  carried  along  from  day  to  day 
as  assets  of  the  city  on  the  returns,  I  am,  by  ordinance,  re- 
quired to  swear  to,  make  the  City  Fund  appear  to  be  nearly 
half  a  million  dollars  more  than  it  really  is. 

For  instance,  the  balance  in  the  City  Treasury  at  the  close 
of  business  April  loth,  appears  by  my  return  to  be  $3,654,- 
602.84,  whereas  these  figures  include  the  "  Suspense  Account" 
of  $495,522.06,  making  the  real  balance  in  the  treasury  on 
that  date,  $:-!,159,080.18.  * 

In  ^he  present  low  state  of  the  city's  finances  I  do  not  think 
it  advisable  to  carry  along  from  day  to  day  as  an  asset,  an  ac- 
count which  is  misleading  and  which,  so  far  as  the  public 
knows  is,  or  may  become  available. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  value  of  the  "  Suspense  Account," 
I  wrote  on  April  9th,  last,  to  Robert  M.  Yardley,  Esquire, 
Receiver  of  the  Keystone  and  Spring  Garden  National  Banks, 
as  to  the  probability  of  the  settlement  of  these  claims.  Mr. 
Yardlev's  reply  expresses  the  hope  that  in  addition  to  the  first 
and  only  dividend  of  ten  per  cent,  paid  on  the  claim  against 
the  Keystone  National  Bank,  another  dividend  of  "  at  least 
ten  per  cent,  will  eventually  be  paid,"  and  that  in  addition  to 
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the  two  dividends  of  ten  per  cent,  each,  paid  on  the  claim 
against  the  Spring  Garden  Nartional  Bank,  not  more  than  five 
per  cent,  need  be  expected. 

Mr.  Yardley  is  unable  to  say  when  either  of  these  antici- 
pated dividends  will  be  paid,  but  his  statement  shows  that  the 
''Suspense  Account"  of  $495,522.66  does  not  represent  in 
actual  value  over  fifteen    per  cent,  of    that   sum,    or   about 

$75,000. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  do  not  think  I  should  be 
obliged  to  carry  along  from  day  to  day,  as  has  been  done 
since  Treasurer  Wright's  time,  a  "Suspense  Account"  of 
$495,522.66,  which  may  not  net  the  city  more  than  $75,000, 
and  which  may  not  be  collectible  for  months,  or  years  to 
come. 

I  therefore  ask  your  Honorable  Bodies  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  said  "  Suspense  Account  "  from  the  daily  sworn 
returns.  This  need  not  in  any  way  interfere  with  keeping  the 
claims  alive  on  our  books,  nor  can  I  see  how  it  could,  in  any 
manner,  prejudice  the  city's  interests.  It  would  simply  cor- 
rect an  erroneous  impression  which  the  "  Suspense  Account  " 
conveys  as  to,  the  actual  balance  in  my  hands.

RESOLUTION 

Of  request    to   the    General  Assembly  of    Pennsylvania    to 
amend  An  Act  approved  August  5,  1870. 

Whereas,  The  Act  for  the  Erection  of  the  Public  Build- 
ings, approved  August  5,  1870,  recites,  "  that  upon  the  en- 
tire completion  of  the  new  buildings,  all  the  present  buildings 
on  Independence  square,  except  Independence  Hall,  shall  be 
removed,  and  the  ground  placed  in  good  condition  by  said 
Commission  as  part  of  their  duty  under  this  Act,  the  expenses 
of  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  their  general  fund  provided  by 
this  Act,  and  thereupon  the  said  Independence  square  shall 
be  and  remain  a  public  walk  and  green  forever." 

And  Whereas,  The  carrying  out  of  this  Act  will  involve 
the  destruction  of  the  building  at  the  southwest  corner  of 
Fifth  and  Chestnut  streets,  in  which  the  early  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  met,  and  was  presided  over  by  Jay, 
Ellsworth  and  Rutledge,  as  well  as  the  destruction  of  the 
building  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Sixth  and  Chestnut  streets, 
in  which  the  early  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  met,  and  in  which  Washington  and  Adams 
were  inaugurated  Presidents,  and  Jefferson,  Vice  President. 

And  Whereas.  These  buildings  for  ten  years  represented 
the  capitol  of  the  United  States  and  are  good  specimens  of  the 
architecture  of  the  day. 

And  Whereas,  They  are  hallowed  by  associations  con- 
nected with  some  of  the  most  memorable  debates  in  the  his- 
tory of  Congress,  and  in  a  certain  sense  belong  to  the  whole 
American  people,  therefore, 

Resolved,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  Citi/ 
of  Philadelphia^  That  the  General  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania 
be  earnestly  requested  to  amend  said  Public  Building  Com- 
mission Act,  so  as  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  these  historic 
buildings,  in  accordance  with  the  Bill  introduced  by  Senator 
Thomas.

AN    ORDINANCE 

Further  defining  nuisances  and  requiring  footways  and  gutters 
to  be  cleaned  of  snow. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Oouneils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  following  is  declared  to 
be  a  nuisance,  to  permit  or  suffer  snow  to  remain  upon  any 
footway  laid  in  any  street  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  more 
than  six  hours  after  the  snow  had  ceased  to  fall  upon  the  said 
footway  :  Provided,  That  in  computing  the  six  hours,  the 
hours  between  (3  P.  M.  and  6  A.  M.  following  shall  not  be 
counted :  And  provided  further.  That  in  any  case  where 
the  footway,  though  formed,  has  not  been  planked,  flagged  or 
paved,  the  clearing  of  a  passage  way  for  pedestrians  of  at 
least  three  feet  in  width  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  com- 
pliance with  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  occupier  of  the  premises 
in  front  of  which  the  pavement  is  situated  to  remove  the  said 
snow,  but  in  case  the  premises  be  unoccupied  or  occupied  as 
a  tenement  house  or  office  building,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  owner  or  agent  of  the  premises  to  remove  the  snow  : 
Provided,  hoivever.  That  if  the  summons  issued  against  such 
owner  or  agent  be  returned  not  served,  then  and  in  such  event 
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the  tenant  of  that  |)art  of  such  tenement  house  or  office  building 
immediately  adjoining  the  pavement  uncleaned  shall  be  liable 
for  the  penalty.  The  words  ''  tenement  house  "  shall  be  taken 
to  mean  and  include  every  house,  building  or  portion  thereof 
wliich  is  rented,  leased,  let  or  hired  out  to  be  occupied,  or  is 
occupied  as  the  house,  home,  or  residence  of  three  or  more 
families  living  independently  of  one  another  and  doing  their 
cooking  upon  the  premises,  or  by  more  than  two  families 
upon  a  floor  so  living  and  cooking,  but  having  a  common 
right  in  the  halls,  stairways,  yards,  water-closets  or  privies, 
or  some  of  them. 

Sect.  3.  There  shall  be  imposed  for 'each  and  every  viola- 
tion of  this  ordinance  the  sum  of  five  (5)  dollars,  which  sum 
shall  be  recovered  by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  City  before  any 
Magistrate:  Provided,  That  when  the  length  of  pavement 
uncleaned  exceeds  twenty-five  (25)  feet,  the  penalty  of  five 
(5)  dollars  shall  be  imposed  for  each  twenty-five  (2o)  feet  or 
fraction  thereof  of  the  front,  except  where  the  property  is 
assessed  at  less  than  full  City  rates  for  purposes  of  taxation, 
in  which  case  the  penalty  shall  be  imposed  for  each  one  hun- 
dred (100)  feet  or  less  of  fnmt  uncleaned. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  ninth  section  of  an  ordinance  approved 
the  23d  day  of  September,  186J:,  entitled  '-An  Ordinance 
relating  to  nuisances,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

several  departments,  and  find  some  of  them  so  urgently  in 
need  of  funds  that  in  order  to  save  time,  and  thus  enable  the 
departments  to  speedily  push  much  of  the  required  work,  we 
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recommend  as  a  substitute  for  the  original  ordinance,  two  sep- 
arate ordinances  herewith  submitted  ;  first,  An  Ordinance  to 
authorize  the  creation  of  a  temporary  loan  for  one  million  two 
hundred  thousand  (1,200,000)  dollars  for  general  purposes. 
This  loan  will  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  centum, 
and  will  fall  due  at  or  within  four  months  from  its  date  ;  pro- 
visions will  be  made  for  its  redemption  by  the  creation  of  a 
permanent  loan  for  this  amount  hereafter. 

The  second  loan  herewith  presented  is  a  permanent  loan 
for  the  sum  of  one  million  two  hundred  thousand  (1,200,000) 
dollars  for  improved  pavements'  main  sewers,  new  lots  and 
buildings  for  police,  fire  and  school  purposes  and  Avork  of  a 
permanent  character,  to  be  expended  as  Councils  shall  here- 
after direct,  the  loan  being  in  the  usual  form  of  serial  loan  and 
providing  for  payment  of  interest  and  principal  according  to 
law. 

Accompanying  this  latter  loan  is  the  usual  form  of  Resolu- 
tion for  the  publication  of  loan  bills  as  required  by  law,  which 
we  respectfully  recommend  and  ask  its  passage.

The 
principal  of  the  said  loan  shall  be  divided  into  twenty  series  of 
sixty  thousand  (60,000)  dollars  each,  alphabetically  arranged, 
and  each  series  shall  be  paid  annually  on  the  31st  day  of 
December  at  the  said  office,  until  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid, 
commencing  with  series  "A,"  which  shall  be  paid  on  the  31st 
day  of  December,  1905.  The  certificates  of  said  loan  shall  be 
in  the  usual  form,  in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require, 
in  sums  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  and  its  multiple ;  and  it 
shall  be  expressed  in  the  said  certificate  that  the  loan  therein 
mentioned  and  the  interest  thereof,  are  payable  in  lawful 
money  of  the  United  States,  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue  of 
this  ordinance,  there  shall  be  thereafter  annually  appropriated 
out  of  the  income  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  from  the 
money  raised  by  taxation,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
on  said  loan,  and  after  the  loan  shall  become  payable  there 
shall  be  annually  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the  princi- 
pal the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  (60,000)  dollars.

Dear  Sir: — Councils  by  Ordinance  of  10th  April,  1894, 
provided  for  the  inspection  of  elevators  and  authorized  the 
appointment  of  two  elevator  inspectors.  The  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  require  that  every  elevator  in  Philadelphia 
should  be  inspected  quarterly.  By  later  ordinance  the  busi- 
ness of  elevator  inspection  is  transferred  from  the  Bureau  of 
Boiler  inspection  to  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  and 
the  two  inspectors  are  now  a  part  of  the  corps  under  Chief 
Haddock. 

I  have  recently  had  letters  from  some  of  the  prominent 
casualty  companies  of  Philadelphia  asking  whether  we  were 
prepared  to  inspect  a  large  number  of  elevators.  The  last  ot 
these  letters,  that  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Employer's  Mu- 
tual Indemnity  Company,  of  Philadelphia,  I  referred  to  Chief 
Haddock.  I  send  you  herewith  a  copy  of  the  Chief's  reply 
which  shows  that  this  Department  is  absolutely  unable  to  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of  April  10,  1894, 
and  that  it  cannot  be  complied  with  unless  there  be  a  very 
great  increase  in  the  force  of  elevator  inspectors  and  a  large 
increase  in  the  clerical  force  of  that  Bureau.  Unless  the  fees 
to  be  charged  for  inspection  shall  be  fixed  by  ordinance  at  a 
sum  sufficient  to  reimburse  the  City  for  this  service  I  do  not 
believe  the  increased  force  ought  to  be  authorized,  but  the  in- 
crease of  force  ought  to  be  authorized  or  the  Ordinance  ought 
to  be  repeale  1.  It  is  worse  than  useless  to  have  an  ordinance 
in  force  directino;  two  men  to  do  work  which  it  would  take 
forty  men  to  do. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  Coun- 
cils for  such  action  as  they  may  deem  wise  in  the  premises.

Dear  Sir  : — I  would  respectfully  report  upon  the  letter  of 
Mr.  T.  B.  Dallas,  Secretary  of  the  Employer's  Mutual  Indem- 
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nity  Company,  in  which  he  makes  inquiry  as  to  whether  the 
Department  is  prepared  to  receive  reports  and  issue  certificates 
for  three  or  four  hundred  elevators  under  their  charge,  as 
follows  : 

This  Bureau  is  not  prepared  to  do  very  much  work  of  that 
kind  with  the  present  force  of  inspectors.  Since  the  inspectors 
have  been  transferred  to  this  Bureau  they  have  been  develop- 
ing a  system  of  keeping  record  of  inspection  and  preparing 
forms  and  other  papers  to  be  used  in  connection  with  their 
work.  The  form  for  the  first  inspection  is  very  comprehen- 
sive and  is  designed  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  it  on  file  as  a 
matter  of  record.  The  first  inspection  and  the  filling  up  of 
this  form  would  make  work  for  one  whole  day  for  an  inspec- 
tor. The  computations  that  would  have  to  be  made  from  this 
first  inspection  or  report  would  take  another  day.  This  will 
show  how  little  work  can  be  done  by  two  inspectors.  I  have 
made  a  careful  calculation  of  the  number  of  inspectors  it 
would  take  to  properly  inspect  all  the  elevators  in  the  City. 
In  doing  this  I  have  assumed  the  number  of  elevators  in  the 
City  to  be  12,000.  As  stated  it  will  take  one  day  for  the 
first  inspection  of  an  elevator.  After  the  first  inspection  the 
elevator  will  have  to  be  reinspected  quarterly.  I  have  assumed 
that  one  inspector  will  make  the  inspections  subsequent  to  the 
first  at  the  rate  of  four  a  day  (a  very  liberal  estimate).  1 
therefore  find  that  one  inspector  the  first  quarter  will  make 
one  first  inspection  per  day,  making  70  inspections.  The  sec- 
ond quarter  he  will  make  56  first  inspections  and  consume  19 
days  in  making  a  reinspection  of  those  of  the  first  quarter. 
The  third  quarter  he  will  make  52  new  inspections  and  con- 
sume thirty-three  days  in  making  a  reinspection  of  those  in- 
spected in  the  first  and  second  quarters.  The  fourth  quarter 
he  will  make  a  first  inspection  of  2-t  elevators  and  consume  51 
days  in  a  reinspection  of  those  previously  inspected.  This 
will  make  a  total  of  205  first  inspections  and  584  inspections 
for  the  first  year  for  one  inspector.  By  following  this  method 
of  calculation  we  have  a  total  of  270  for  the  second  year  of 
first  inspections  and  1,006  total  inspections  for  the  third  year, 
291  and  1,141  for  the  fourth  year;  297,  and  1,181  for  the 
fifth  year  300  and  1,200. 

You  will  readily  see  that  it  takes  four  years  to  make  the 
first  inspection  of  800  elevators  at  the  rate  of  1  a  day  for  three 
hundred  working  days  and  the  quarterly  inspection  of  those 
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previously  inspected.  Assuming  12,000  as  the  number  of 
elevators  to  be  examined  it  would  take  40  men  five  years  to 
make  the  first  inspection  and  keep  up  the  work  as  required  by 
the  Ordinance.  The  total  inspections  the  first  year  for  each 
inspector  would  be  584  ;  for  40  inspectors  it  would  reach  the 
total  of  23,360.  This  would  mean  that  that  many  entries  to 
be  made  by  the  Clerks  and  this  involves  the  filling  out  of  the 
first  report,  which  will  take  considerable  time.  The  entries 
would  increase  yearly  until  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year  they 
would  reach  48,00'^.  This  latter  number  in  addition  to  new 
elevators  being  introduced  during  the  five  years  would  make  a 
very  large  force  of  Clerks  necessary.  The  issuing  of  certifi- 
cates must  not  be  forgotten  either.  Now  in  addition  to  the 
above  the  first  inspection, involves  a  careful  computation  from 
the  data  collected  of  the  strength  of  the  diff"erent  parts  of  the 
elevator.  The  first  year's  first  reports  of  40  men  would  make 
8,200  elevators  which  would  have  to  be  computed,  or  21 
a  day. 

This  computation  would  have  to  be  made  by  men  connected 
with  the  office  and  who  would  have  to  be  mechanical  en- 
gineers. It  would  not  be  expected  that  more  than  one  a  day 
could  be  completed  by  one  person,  but  as  many  of  the  parts 
of  different  elevators  are  duplicates  where  built  by  the  same 
establishment,  it  might  be  possible  to  do  this  work  by  a  less 
force  than  would  appear  on  the  surface.  Of  course  this  part 
of  the  work  would  diminish  until  the  end  of  the  first  inspec- 
tion and  the  average  for  five  years  would  make  less  than  one 
a  day,  but  would  we  be  justified  in  issuing  a  certificate  until 
the  first  computation  is  made.  I  have  encroached  upon  your 
valuable  time  in  going  to  this  length  in  explanation  of  this 
branch  of  our  Bureau.  The  matter  is  one  of  grave  moment 
with  me  as  elevator  inspection  as  at  present  provided  for  is  a 
farce,  and  it  seems  to  me  it  cannot  be  anything  else  unless  a 
sufficient  force  is  provided  to  carry  the  ordinance  into  effect. 

It  would  be  out  of  the  question  to  expect  of  Councils  such 
a  force  as  this  calculation  would  make  necessary.  It  would 
therefore  depend  upon  how  far  Ave  could  go  in  accepting  the 
certificates  of  the  Casualty  Companies,  but  even  this  involves 
the  clerical  work  above  stated.  In  addition  to  the  above,  if 
40  men  were  appointed  for  this  work,  not  considering  the 
office  help,  the  entire  receipts  for  the  first  year  would  be 
18,200,    for  the  second  year  |10,800,   for   the    third  year 
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$11,600,  for  the  fourth  year  |11,840,  and  the  fifth  year 
$12,000.  This  would  not  go  very  far  toward  defraying  the 
expenses  of  inspection.

While  the  prison  hospitals  might  be  improved  by  enlarge- 
ment and  alteration,  the  Board  feel  that  it  would  be  inexpe- 
dient at  this  time  to  further  encroach  upon  the  cell  room  of  the 
prison  which  is  now  very  much  overtaxed. 

It  is  the  sense  of  the  Board  that  the  present  accommodations, 
which  seem  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  prison,  be  con- 
tinued until  the  occupancy  of  the  New  County  Prison,  when 
if  it  is  desirable  to  make  different  arrangements,  it  may  be 
done  without  detriment  to  any  other  interest  involved. 

The  new  prison  in  course  of  completion  has  been  provided 
with  a  separate  building  for  hospital  purposes,  which  will  be 
equipped  with  all  the  appliances  and  facilities  of  a  regular 
hospital.

Of  request  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  at  Harrisburg,  urging  the 
defeat  of  House  Bill  No.  409. 

Whereas,  There  is  pending  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives a  bill  known  as  House  Bill  No.  409,  which  gives  the 
right  to  Cities  in  the  Commonwealth  to  manufacture  Elec- 
tricity  for  Municipal  or  Commercial  purposes,  but  which 
requires  that,  in  any  municipality  within  which  electric  light 
<?ompanies  are  already  established,  such  municipality  must 
endeavor  to  purchase  the  works  of  such  companies  at  a  price 
to  be  agreed  upon. 

And  Whereas,  It  further  provides,  that  if  the  price  cannot 
be  agreed  on,  and  the  municipality  shall  by  ordinance  provide 
for  the  manufacture  of  electricity  for  municipal  or  commercial 
purposes,  that  then  the  City  shall  present  a  petition  to  the 
Court  and  a  jury  shall  be  appointed,  and  this  jury  shall  ap- 
praise the  property  of  the  company  or  companies  operating  in 
such  municipality  and  its  franchises,  and  shall  further  estimate 
and  determine  what  amount  of  damage  has  been  or  may  be 
sustained  by  such  corporations,  and  the  total  of  such  values 
and  damages  the  City  must  pay. 

And  Whereas,  If  this  Act  passes,  it  will  forever  settle  the 
question  of  the  establishment  of  an  electric-light  plant  in  this 
city  for  street  lighting,  and  would  compel  the  City  to  pay 
electric  light  companies,  if  even  a  street  lighting  plant  were 
established,  a  sum  equal  to  what  they  had  lost  by  reason  of 
the  City  taking  the  contract  for  electric  lighting  away  from 
these  companies  ;  or,  in  other  words,  if,  at  the  high  price  which 
the  City  has  been  paying  these  companies  there  is  a  profit, 
the  City  will  be  compelled  to  give  them  a  sum  equal  to  this 
profit  for  an  indefinite  period ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  respectfully  request  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  to 
defeat  this  bill,  as  it  will  forever  preclude  the  possibility  of 
the  City  establishing  or  operating  an  electric  light  plant,  and 
will  enable  the  present  electric  light  companies  to  make  such 
charges  as,  protected  by  this  Act,  may  seem  to  them  proper.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Sub-Committee,  to  which  was  referred 
an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  granting  permission  to 
the  Pennsylvania  Heat,  Light  and  Power  Company  to  use 
certain  streets  and  allej'^s  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  heat,  light  and  power,  and  regulating 
the  same,"  beg  leave  to  state  that  they  have  carefully  con- 
sidered the  same,  and  submit  the  following  report : 
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Some  years  ago  franchises  of  a  somewhat  similar  character 
were  granted  to  companies  to  use  the  streets  of  Philadelphia 
in  various  places,  but  as  nothing  has  been  done  by  them  to 
carry  out  the  objects  contemplated,  the  problem  may  fairly 
be  considered  at  this  time  a  new  one  so  far  as  Philadelphia  is 
concerned.  Desiring  to  thoroughly  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  subject,  thex'efore,  and  with  the  view  of  ascertaining 
whether  or  not  the  object  proposed  was  a  feasible  one  for 
Philadelphia,  and  if  so,  what  was  the  best  terms  and  condi- 
tions upon  which  it  should  be  granted,  your  Sub  Committee, 
by  authority  of  the  General  Committee  on  Highways,  decided 
to  visit  various  places  where  similar  systems  Avere  in  use. 

Other  Cities. 

By  far  the  largest  and  most  important  plant  for  the  sup- 
plying of  heat  and  power  from  a  central  plant  to  consumers  at 
distant  poirts  is  that  in  the  City  of  New  York.  Not  only  is 
it  the  largest,  but  the  conditions  there  are  more  nearly  similar 
to  those  prevailing  in  our  own  City,  so  that  a  comparison  can 
be  fairly  made  between  New  York  and  our  own  City.  The 
grant  of  the  right  to  use  the  streets  of  New  York  to  the  New 
York  Steam  Company,  as  was  well  said  by  the  President  of 
that  Company,  is  a  free  and  unrestricted  one.  The  only 
consideration  the  Company  pays  to  the  City  for  the  use  of  the 
streets  is  "  the  sum  of  three  cents  per  linear  foot  streetway, 
in  which  its  mains  are  laid,  until  such  pavements  shall  have 
amounted  to  $100,000,  after  which  such  payments  shall  cease 
and  terminate." 

Under  the  terms  of  its  grant  the  Company  is  also  obligated 
to  ''  furnish  to  the  City  such  heat  and  power  as  may  be  re- 
quired for  public  buildings  at  reasonable  prices,  not  exceeding 
those  paid  by  its  most  favored  customers.'' 

Your  committee  had  a  prolonged  interview  with  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  New  York  Steam  Company,  and  also  interviews 
with  numbers  of  the  consumers,  and  are  satisfied  that  the 
practicability  of  supplying  heat,  light  and  power  from  the  central 
stations  is  fully  and  favorably  settled.  Not  only  is  it  feasible 
and  practicable,  but  in  one  instance,  at  least,  the  buildings  of 
the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey,  at  the  foot  of  Liberty 
street,  although  a  large  and  modern  building,  uses  this  system 
to  the  entire  exclusion  of  boilers.  In  other  words,  they  depend 
absolutely  upon  the  Steam  Company  for  their  heat  and  power, 
and  have  no  boilers  whatever  in  their  building. 
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The  Committee  also  visited  such  buildings  as  the  Mills 
Building,  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Building,  the  U.  S. 
Post  Office,  and  other  large  buildings  of  a  similar  character, 
which  are  well  supplied  from  this  plant.  The  Company  also 
has  another  plant  in  the  upper  part  of  New  York,  from  which 
residences  and  places  of  a  similar  character  are  fully  supplied. 
While  at  first  their  operations  were  not  successful  owing  to 
imperfect  construction,  these  difficulties  have  been  overcome 
and  everything  is  operating  smoothly  and  satisfactorily. 

In  Boston,  a  company  had  been  organized  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  super-heated  water  to  consumers,  and  obtained  a 
franchise  from  the  City  of  Boston  for  that  purpose.  This 
franchise  was  also  absolutely  and  virtually  without  any  com- 
pensation to  the  City  of  Boston,  their  only  obligation  being  to 
repair  the  streets.  This  company  dismally  failed  from  the 
fact  that  it  was  demonstrated  that  super  heated  vvater  could 
not  be  carried  through  a  wooden  box  a  foot  square  laid  in  the 
street.  The  Boston  company  did  not  employ  steam  as  is 
proposed  in  the  present  case.  In  Boston,  your  committee  had 
a  lengthy  conversation  with  Professor  Peabody,  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Institute  of  Technology,  one  of  the  best  experts 
in  steam  engineering  in  the  country,  who  gave  it  as  his  opin- 
ion that  the  plan  was  a  perfectly  feasible  one ;  that  they  had 
employed  it  for  their  own  buil\^ing  for  many  years,  but  were 
obliged  to  change  on  account  of  a  desire  for  more  power  and 
not  having  space  in  their  old  boiler  room  for  additional  boiler 
capacity.  He  also  stated  that  from  a  hygienic  and  economical 
point  of  view,  taking  all  things  into  consideration,  it  was  the 
best  system  that  could  be  devised  for  heating  large  buildings 
and  residences  as  well,  and  supplying  j)ower. 

In  Springfield,  Mass.,  there  has  been  a  plant  in  successful 
operation  since  1871)  Mr.  Samuel  Fowler,  the  manager  of 
the  plant,  stated  that  they  had  lost  but  one  day  in  each  year 
for  the  last  three  years.  Their  only  trouble  was  a  want  of 
power  to  supply  all  the  customers  who  desired  their  services. 

The  Mayor  of  Springfield  stated  that  the  operation  of  the 
plant  was  satisfactory  in  every  way.  The  granting  of  the 
City  to  the  company  is  an  absolute  one,  without  any  obligation 
on  the  part  of  the  company  to  do  anything. 

In  Scran  ton,  Pa.,  a  very  successful  plant  has  just  been 
introduced  with  about  five  miles  of  service,  supplying  a  large 
number  of  customers  successfully.     The  Mayor  of  Scranton 
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Stated  that  while  he  was  opposed  to  the  kind  of  grant  the 
company  secured  from  the  City,  which  was  an  absolute  one 
and  without  any  compensation  to  the  City  whatever,  that  the 
system  was  practically  successful  and  that  he  would  not  be 
without  it.  They  heat  the  public  buildings  in  Scranton,  but 
charge  as  much  relatively  as  to  private  consumers. 

The  plant  in  Wilkesbarre  has  been  in  successful  operation 
for  a  number  of  years.  The  grant  also  is  an  absolute  one  and 
they  heat  the  City  buildings  at  cost. 

In  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  another  successful  plant  has  been  in 
existence  for  a  number  of  years.  They  heat  the  State  House 
and  other  public  buildings  and  the  Governor's  Mansion. 
Gov.  Hastings  in  the  course  of  a  call  upon  him  by  a  committe 
was  emphatic  in  his  commendation  of  the  system.  He  stated 
that  he  used  it  in  his  home  at  Bellefonte,  where  a  similar  sys- 
tem is  in  use,  and  that  it  was  also  in  the  Governor's  Mansion, 
and  that  it  was  beyond  doubt  the  most  successful  and  cleanly 
method  of  heating  and  maintaining  a  uniform  temperature  in 
a  house  that  could  be  devised. 

Your  committee  also  visited  the  very  successful  plant  now 
in  operation  at  Overbrook,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which 
supplies  all  the  improvement  of  the  Drexel  Syndicate.  This 
plant  has  been  in  successful  operation  for  some  years  and  is 
very  satisfoctory  to  everybody.  There  are  also  similar  plants 
in  operation  at  Wayne,  Pa.,  and  at  Pelham,  in  Germantown. 

Your  committee  is  therefore  fully  satisfied,  that  as  a  practi- 
cal question,  it  can  be  successfully  consummated  to  the  advan- 
tao-e  of  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  not  only  in  the  matter  of 
heating  their  houses,  but  in  supplying  power  for  small  manu- 
facture as  well  as  large,  if  desired.  It  has  passed  the  experi- 
mental stage  and  become  of  the  fixed  improvements  in  the 
domestic  economy  of  a  large  city. 

The  Ordinance. 

The  ordinance  under  consideration,  even  as  originally  in- 
troduced, is  much  more  favorable  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
than  that  of  any  other  place  visited  by  the  committee,  but 
your  committee  does  not  consider  the  ordinances  of  other 
places  as  desirable  in  any  way  or  as  protecting  the  interests 
of  the  citizens,  and  with  these  in  view  they  have  suggested 
several  amendments,  which  will  be  referred  to  hereafter.     The 
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ordinance  under  consideration  grants  permission  to  this  com- 
pany "  to  use  any  street  or  alley  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
not  actually  occupied  by  a  street  padsenger  railway,  and  Avhose 
width  does  not  exceed  40  feet  excepting  as  provided  in  Section 
2,  and  also  Sansom,  Juniper,  Filbert  and  Cherry  streets." 

Section  2  provides  that  they  may  use  other  streets  only  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  "  continuous  or  connecting  line 
of  service."  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  although  the  grant 
is  co-extensive  with  the  City  as  to  boundaries  it  is  not  as  to 
streets.  The  streets  granted  are  virtually  the  smaller  streets 
and  not  those  now  burdened  with  heavy  travel  on  the  surface 
and  numerous  other  underground  constructions,  municipal 
and  private. 

Section  3  of  the  ordinance  provides  that  the  pipes  of  the 
company  shall  be  laid  with  all  the  modern  improvements. 
This  section  of  the  ordinance  was  endorsed  as  correct  by  all 
the  engineers  of  the  other  company  as  well  as  Prof.  Peabody, 
of  Boston.  It  is  known  as  the  Holly  Variator  System,  Avhich 
is  now  generally  in  use  and  accepted  as  the  best  and  safest 
that  could  be  devised. 

Section  4  provides  that  all  their  work  of  construction  of 
whatever  kind  shall  be  subject  toithe  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  August  5,  1886. 

Section  5  provides  that  the  company  shall  give  fifteen  days 
notice  to  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  of  their  intention 
to  occupy  any  street  or  streets,  with  full  detail  plans  showing 
what  they  propose  to  construct  therein.  The  treasurer  of  the 
company  shall  certify  to  the  board  that  the  company  has  funds 
sufficient  to  complete  the  work.  The  work  contemplated  in 
such  notice  shall  be  begun  within  three  months  and  completed 
within  two  years,  and  shall  be  conducted  under  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  board  and  the  supervision  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works. 

Section  6  provides  for  a  thorough  paving  and  repaving  of 
streets  of  various  characters  that  may  be  occupied  by  the 
company. 

Section  T  provides  that  the  company  shall  supply  any  or 
all  of  its  services  to  the  police  and  fire  buildings  located  upon 
the  streets  occupied  by  it  free  of  cost  to  the  city.  This  in 
itself  will  prove  a  great  saving  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
running  into  the  thousands  of  dollars.  They  also  agree  to 
furnish  heat  and  power  at  any  time  the  City  may  elect  to  the 
G 
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Public  Buildings  at  Broad  and  Market  streets,  the  school 
houses  and  to  other  City  buildings  at  the  cost  of  the  fuel  used 
in  such  buildings  the  year  previous.  This  in  itself  will  be  a 
continuing  consideration  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  this 
grant  of  at  least  $100,000  a  year. 

The  present  cost  of  wear  and  tear  of  boilers,  and  other 
similar  expenses,  hire  of  engineers,  firemen  and  helpers,  and 
other  expenses  to  maintain  extensive  heat  and  power  plants 
in  the  various  public  buildings  will  be  entirely  saved  to  the 
City  Treasury.  No  such  valuable  consideration  as  this,  as 
far  as  your  committee  is  aware,  has  ever  been  tendered  to  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  grant  of  a  franchise  to  use  its 
highways. 

Section  8  of  the  ordinance  contains  a  provision  and  is 
entirely  new  in  similar  legislation  in  Philadelphia,  and  one 
that  your  committee  cannot  but  believe  will  be  productive  of 
good  results  to  the  citizens.  In  all  grants  heretofore  made  to 
corporations  of  a  similar  character  no  provision  has  been 
made  for  the  enforced  production  of  the  consumer  against  the 
encroachments  of  the  corporation. 

The  highways  of  Philadelphia  are  the  property  of  the  entire 
body  of  citizens  and  should  only  be  granted  for  use  by  corpo- 
rations where  such  use  will  conserve  the  public  good.  Apart 
irom  the  question  of  municipal  operation  of  such  works  as  this, 
jour  Committee  believe  that  in  granting  the  streets  to  private 
corporations  each  citizen  has  a  right  to  employ  and  use  the 
services  laid  therein  upon  the  most  favorable  terms  possible 
consistent  with  a  reasonable  return  to  the  company  upon  it& 
investment  of  capital,  but  no  grant  should  be  made  which  does 
not  amply  protect  the  City  and  its  citizens  by  some  method 
deemed  fair  to  both  in  the  enjoyment  of  this  privilege  as  far 
as  any  attempt  at  extortion  in  its  prices  may  be  attempted  by 
the  company. 

Your  Committee  liave  therefore  proposed  and  insisted  that 
this  company  should  insert  an  arbitration  clause  in  the  Ordi- 
nance. That  is  to  say,  that  they  will  agree  that  their  charge 
lor  services,  whether  heat,  light  or  power,  shall  not  be  greater 
than  in  any  other  city  of  the  United- States  Avhere  conditions 
of  manufacture  prevail  substantially  as  in  Philadelphia.  If 
their  consumers  or  the  City  are  satisfied  that  this  company  is 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  in  charging  higher 
prices  than  is  provided  for  in  this  Ordinance,  that  there  shall 
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be  an  appeal  to  a  fixed  Board  of  Arbitration,  composed  of  the 
Mayor  of  Philadelphia,  representing  the  city  and  the  whole 
body  of  citizens,  a  representative  of  the  company,  and  a  third 
to  be  chosen  by  these  two,  if  necessary.  This  board  shall  de- 
mine  finally  all  disputes  concerning  the  cost  of  the  services 
furnished  by  the  company. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  this  will  insure  protection  to 
the  consumer  and  fairness  to  the  company.  If  this  had 
been  adopted  in  other  Ordinances  of  a  similar  character,  a 
great  deal  of  the  discontent  and  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of 
the  citizens  concerning  the  charges  for  service  we  believe 
would  have  been  averted. 

A  provision  of  this  character  embodied  in  the  Ordinance,  if 
carried  out  in  good  faith,  will  permit  any  citizen  who  desires 
to  employ  the  sei  vice  of  this  company  to  do  so  upon  a  just  and 
proper  basis.  It  is  not  enough  to  say  that  if  a  citizen  does 
not  desire  the  service  or  believes  the  charges  are  too  high,  that 
he  can  take  it  out  and  refuse  to  employ  it.  Every  citizen  has 
the  right  to  enjoy  every  comfort  that  any  one  may  enjoy  from 
the  use  of  highways  upon  reasonable  and  just  terms,  and 
should  not  be  placed  at  the  mer\y  of  the  corporation  who 
derives  its  right  to  do  business  from  the  grant  of  the  municie 
pality.  Tbe  question  of  additional  compensation  in  the  shap- 
of  a  tax  upon  gross  receipts  was  considered  by  the  Committee, 
but  in  view  of  the  fact  of  the  value  of  the  services  to  be  ren- 
dered in  the  heating  of  all  public  buildings,  and  in  view  of 
the  further  and  most  important  fact  that  the  charges  for  its 
services  are  in  a  measure  withiji  the  control  of  the  municipality, 
your  Committee  does  not  feel  justified  in  imposing  a  burden 
that  might  prove  unreasonable  and  unfair.  Besides,  in  any 
event,  the  burden  of  such  a  tax  would  fall  upon  the  consumers 
of  the  company,  who  are  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia. 

Your  Sub-Committee,  therefore,  in  view  of  all  these  con- 
siderations, favorably  recommend  the  Ordinance,  and  beg  to 
return  it  to  you  and  ask  that  it  may  be  reported  to  Councils 
with  a  recommendation  of  its  passage.

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AN  ORDINANCE 


Granting  permission  to  the  Pennsylvania  Heat,  Light  and 
Power  Company  to  use  certain  streets  and  alleys  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  heat, 
light  and  power  and  regulating  the  same. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be  and  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  Philadelphia  Heat,  Light  and  Power  Company, 
its  lessees  and  successors,  io  use  any  street  or  alley  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  not  actually  occupied  by  a  street  passenger 
railway  and  whose  width  does  not  exceed  forty  feet,  except  as 
provided  in  Section  2,  and,  also,  Sansom,  Juniper,  Filbert,  and 
Cherry  streets,  for  the  purpose  of  laying,  maintaining,  and 
operating  pipes  and  conduits  under  ground,  constructing  neces- 
sary manholes,  and  making  connections  with  existing  under- 
ground services  and  with  abutting  properties  whose  owners  or 
lessees  consent  thereto,  by  means  of  which  heat,  light,  and 
power  derived  from  steam  and  other  products  or  agencies  may 
be  furnished  to  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia  who  may  desire  to 
obtain  them  ;  provided  that  said  company  shall  lay  all  the 
underground  services  required  for  its  proper  uses  in  one  trench 
of  not  more  than  four  feet  in  width. 

Sect.  2.  Said  company  is  hereby  granted  further  permis- 
sion to  use  any  street  occupied  by  a  passengesr  railway  com- 
pany, and  those  of  greater  width  than  forty  feet  only  for  the 
following  purposes : 

First — For  the  purpose  of  crossing  the  same  with  its  mains 
and  services. 

Second — For  the  purpose  of  laj^ing  its  mains  and  services 
lengthwise  in  such  streets  only  where  it  is  impossible  for  said 
company  without  using  them  to  construct  a  continuous  or  con- 
nected line  of  service  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  public  demands. 

Sect.  3.  All  pipes  laid  by  said  company  for  the  transmis- 
sion of  steam  shall  be  of  wrought  iron  and  tested  to  a  pressure 
of  at  least  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  per  square  inch,  and 
encased  in  wood  logs ;  the  wood  logs  shall  have  a  bore  of  at 
least  two  inches  greater  diameter  than  the  iron  pipes  and  be 
lined  on  the  inside  with  tin,  and  constructed  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  prevent  the  unnecessary  radiation  of  heat.  Expansion 
joints  or  "  variators  "  and  "  anchor  specials  "  shall  be  placed 
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fifty  feet  apart  to  provide  for  expansion  and  contraction  of 
pipes.  The  pipes  of  said  company  shall  be  used  for  conveying 
steam  for  heating  and  power.  One  or  more  lines  of  porous 
tile  shall  be  laid  below  the  wood  logs  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing oif  the  surface  water,  and  shall  be  connected  at  the  lowest 
point  with  the  sewer  by  proper  traps.  The  maximum  pressure 
of  steam  in  the  pipes  laid  by  said  company  for  the  conveyance 
of  steam  shall  at  no  time  exceed  fifty  pounds  to  the  square 
inch. 

Sect.  4.  The  laying  of  said  steam  pipes  and  all  other  con- 
duits and  other  underground  services  by  said  company  in  any 
street  or  alley  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  transmission 
of  heat,  light,  and  power,  as  provided  in  this  ordinance,  shall 
be  done  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance 
approved  the  fifth  day  of  August,  1886,  entitled  *'An  Ordi- 
nance regulating  the  construction  of  underground  wares,  elec- 
trical conductors,  conduits,  cables,  and  tubes  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia." 

Sect.  5.  Before  any  street  or  alley  is  broken,  or  any  work 
done  in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance  at  any  time,  the  said  com- 
pany shall  give  fifteen  days  notice  to  the  Board  of  Highway 
Supervisors,  naming  the  streets  or  alleys  they  desire  to  use 
immediately,  stating  also  the  kind  and  character  of  under- 
ground service  they  propose  to  construct  therein,  and  shall 
furnish  detail  drawings  and  specifications  of  same.  The 
Treasurer  of  said  Company  shall  at  the  same  time  certify  to 
the  said  board  under  oath,  that  the  company  has  funds  suf- 
ficient to  complete  the  work  upon  the  streets  named  in  said 
notice.  The  work  of  actual  construction  specified  in  the 
notice  shall  be  begun  within  three  months  thereafter  and  com- 
pleted within  two  years.  All  such  work  and  construction 
shall  be  done  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  said  board 
and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Avhich  Department  shall  have  right  to  inspect  and  test  said 
pipes  and  fixtures  at  any  time. 

Sect.  6,  Whenever  said  Company  shall  break  a  street  or 
alley  on  which  an  improved  pavement  has  been  laid  they  shall 
repair  the  same  under  specifications  of  the  Department  of 
Public  W^orks  and  keep  it  in  repair  for  three  years  after 
present  guarantee,  if  any,  has  expired  : 

Provided,  That  where  it  is  necessary  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 2  of  this  Ordinance  to  break  a  street  already  paved  with 
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an  improved  pavement  occupied  by  a  Street  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company,  they  shall  pay  in,to  the  City  Treasury  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  dollars  for  repaying  the  same  over  each  trench 
across  the  street,  and  for  all  trenches  dug  lengthwise  in  such 
streets  they  shall  pay  into  the  City- Treasury  the  price  for 
each  square  yard  of  pavement  broken  paid  by  the  City  to  its 
contractor  for  repairing  such  pavement  at  the  time  of  breaking 
the  street,  and  five  per  cent,  in  addition  thereto  for  inspection, 
and  shall  be  at  no  further  cost  and  expense  on  account  thereof. 

Whenever  said  Company  shall  break  a  sidewalk  of  a  street 
they  shall  relay  the  same  in  an  approved  manner  and  keep  it 
in  repair  for  three  years. 

Whenever  said  Company  shall  use  a  street  or  alley  whose 
roadway  is  twelve  feet  or  less  in  width,  not  laid  with  an  im- 
proved pavement,  they  shall  relay  the  same  with  an  improved 
pavement  to  be  selected  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  keep  the  same  in  repair  for  three  years. 

Whenever  said  Company  shall  break  a  street  or  alley  not 
hereiabefore  provided  for,  they  shall  replace  existing  pave- 
ment at  the  places  so  broken,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  existing  ordinances,  and 
shall  keep  the  same  in  repair  for  three  years. 

Sect.  7.  In  consideration  of  the  privileges  granted  by  this 
ordinance  the  said  Company  hereby  agrees  : 

First. — To  supply  all  of  its  services,  whether  heat,  light  or 
power,  as  required,  free  of  charge  to  the  city  of  Philadelphia 
to  all  buildings  now  or  hereafter  owned  and  used  by  the  City 
for  police  and  fire  purposes  located  upon  the  streets  occupied 
by  this  company.  This  provision  to  become  binding  when- 
ever said  company  shall  be  able  to  furnish  the  services  to 
private  consumers  adjacent  to  such  city  buildings. 

Second. — To  furnish  heat  and  power  to  the  Public  Build- 
ings at  Broad  and  Market  streets  and  to  all  school  houses  and 
other  municipal  buildings  at  any  time  the  City  may  elect,  at 
a  cost  per  annum  not  exceeding  the  cost  of  fuel  used  in  the 
buildings  during  the  year  preceding  the  time  the  City  may 
so  elect. 

Provide  t?,  hoivever.  That  in  the  case  of  the  Public  Buildings 
before  completion,  during  which  time  by  reason  of  the  progress 
of  the  buildings  the  amount  of  heat  and  power  is  likely  to 
be  increased  each  year  until  completed,  the  price  or  cost  shall 
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he  the  cost  of  fuel  for  the  preceding  year  plus  a  proportionate 
pty-t  of  said  cost  of  fuel  which  may  be  required  for  the  ensuing 
year  :  And  provided  further,  That  the  City  shall  first  equip 
all  of  its  said  buildings  with  suitable  radiators,  piping,  etc., 
in  a  workmanlike  manner  and  make  necessary  connections  to 
the  same  with  the  services  of  the  said  company  at  the  Citj'-'s 
cost  and  under  direction  of  the  company. 

Skct.  8.  In  further  consideration  of  the  privileges  granted 
by  this  ordinance  the  said  company  hereby  further  guarantees, 
and  it  shall  be  a  part  of  the  agreement  with  the  City  that  the 
charges  for  its  services  whether  heat,  light  or  power  furnished 
to  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia  shall  not  be  greater  than  the 
charges  for  similar  services  to  the  citizens  of  any  city  of  the 
United  States  where  materials,  fuel,  labor  and  other  elements 
■of  the  cost  of  such  service  are  substantially  the  same  as  in 
Philadelphia.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  these  fficts  and 
of  reurulating  these  charges  to  consumers  the  said  company 
hereby  agrees  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  determination 
•of  them  by  a  board  of  arbitration,  to  be  composed  of  the 
Mayor  of  Philadelphia  or  one  of  the  Directors  of  Public 
Works  or  Safety,  a  representative  chosen  by  the  said  company, 
and  a  third  arbitrator,  if  necessary,  to  be  selected  by  these 
two,  provided,  that  this  board  can  only  be  called  upon  to  act 
by  joint  resolution  of  Councils  duly  passed  or  upon  the  affi- 
davits of  the  customers  of  the  said  company  filed  with  the 
Mayor  not  later  than  September  1st  in  any  year,  averring  that 
the  company  is  violating  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  in 
charofin<''  higher  prices  for  any  service  than  is  herein  provided, 
which  shall  be  the  only  question  lo  be  determined  by  said 
board  on  the  basis  hereinbefore  provided.  The  decision  of 
said  board  shall  be  equally  binding  and  conclusive  upon  con- 
sumers; and  provided  further,  that  the  said  Board  may  not  sit 
more  than  once  in  any  year  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
any  differences. 

Sect.  9.  The  said  company  shall  begin  its  work  of  con- 
struction under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  within  six 
months  from  the  date  of  the  passage  thereof,  and  shall  give 
its  final  notice  to  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  as  herein 
required  within  five  years  thereafter. 

Sect.  10.  Before  this  ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  or  be- 
come operative  in  any  way,  the  said  company  shall  file  with  the 
Mayor  its  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000) 
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dollars,  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  condi- 
tioned that  it  will  indemnify  the  City  and  owners  of  property 
against  any  and  all  damages  caused  by  the  construction  or 
operation  of  its  work,  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  pro- 
visions and  agreements  of  this  ordinance,  and  with  the  provi- 
sions of  an  ordinance  applicable  thereto,  approved  the  fifth  day 
of  August,  1886,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  con- 
struction of  underground  wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits, 
cables  and  tubes  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  and  all  ordi- 
nances passed  or  to  be  passed  relating  to  the  use,  occupation 
and  repair  of  streets  by  companies  laying  pipes  or  conduits  of 
any  kind  thereunder,  and  shall  also  pay  into  the  City  Treasury 
the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing  this  ordinance. 


APPENDIX  No.  67. 

Philadelphia,  May  16,  1895. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — We,  your  Committee  on  Highways,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  ordinance  to  repeal  ordinance  authorizing  the 
grading  of  sidewalks  by  the  contractors  under  certain  condi- 
tions, and  also  ordinances  authorizing  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  to  amend  contracts  for  grading  certain  streets, 
and  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  grading  sidewalks, 
having  considered  these  ordinances,  find  that  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  recently  decided  "  That 
the  owner  of  property  abutting  upon  a  new  street  is  not  bound 
to  pay  for  the  grading  of  the  footway.  The  work  of  grading 
a  street  is  necessarily  an  entirety,  and  the  whole  of  it  is  to  be 
paid  for  according  to  the  same  rule.  It  need  not  all  be  done 
at  the  same  time.  If  it  seems  wise  to  cut  down  or  fill  up  the 
driveway  only,  postponing  the  grading  of  the  sidewalk  until 
the  abutting  lots  come  into  the  market,  there  can  be  no  objec- 
tion to  this  action,  but  it  would  certainly  be  unjust  and  un- 
equal to  grade  the  public  driveway  at  the  public  expense  and 
then  compel  each  abutting  owner  to  grade  the  public  footway 
at  his  own  expense."  By  reason  of  the  decision  referred  to, 
owners  of  property  not  being  compelled  to  grade  sidewalks,  the 
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liens  for  such  work  are  invalid.  We  therefore  recommend  for 
favorable  consideration  the  annexed  oidinance  to  repeal  a  por- 
tion of  the  Ordinance  of  July  3,  1893.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  repeal  a  portion  of  Ordinance  approved  July  3,  1893,  en- 
titled "•  An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment  of  Public  Works  to  grade  the  footways  when 
streets  are  directed  to  be  graded  by  ordinance  of  Councils. "^ 

Section  1.  The  Select  mid  Common  Councils  of  the  City

Dear  Sir  : — The  Canal  Commission  created  by  ordinance 
of  Councils  under  date  of  July  2,  1894,  respectfully  submits 
the  following  report  of  progress  upon  the  duties  assigned  to 
the  Commission. 

The  necessary  examinations  and  surveys  have  been  made  to 
determine  the  most  feasible  route  for  a  canal  between  the  Del- 
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aware  river  arid  the  Atlantic  ocean,  and  the  Commission 
transmits  herewith  the  engineers'  report  and  accompanying 
maps  and  plans  as  the  technical  results  of  such  examinations 
and  surveys. 

The  Commission,  although  having  considered  the  question 
in  many  of  its  bearings,  is  not  prepared  at  this  time  to  offer 
any  endorsements,  conclusions,  or  recommendations  upon  the 
route  under  consideration,  or  upon  the  reports  of  its  experts  ; 
but  in  view  of  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  subject 
they  would  suggest  that  it  (or  some  similarly  constituted  Com- 
mission) be  authorized  to  continue  the  study  of  the  subject 
submitted  to  the  Commission,  and  to  make  a  further  report 
when  it  has  obtained  and  considered  all  the  facts  and  condi- 
tions bearing  upon  the  question. 

It  is  further  suggested  that  the  Commission  might  with 
propriety  solicit  and  encourage  the  co-operation  of  other  cities 
and  communities  to  such  action  as  would  conduce  towards  se- 
curing the  interest  and  action  of  the  States  and  the  National 
Government  in  the  construction  of  an  interior  line  of  deep 
water  communication  extending  along  the  entire  Atlantic 
coast  (and  of  which  the  route  under  consideration  should  form 
a  part)  when  practicable  and  necessary.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  of  Philadelphia 

and  President  of  the  Philadelphia  Canal  Commission. 

Dear  Sir: — The  official  communication  of  August  10, 
1891,  announcing  my  selection  as  Consulting  Engineer  to 
your  Commission,  contained  the  following  paragraph,  "  In 
'  addition  to  your  professional  services  during  the  progress  of 
'  surveys,  the  Commission  desires  to  receive  a  final  report, 
'  based  upon  the  data  furnished  by  the  field-work,  and  the 
'  report  of  the  engineer  in  charge  of  surveys,  as  to  the  feasi- 
'  bility,  and  cost  of  construction,  of  a  canal  upon  the  route  or 
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"  routes  examined,  together  with  such  recommendations    as 
"  may  be  made  in  the  premises." 

In  accordance  therewith,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  report  : 

In  company  with  Prof.  Lewis  M.  Haupt  (your  Engineer  in 
charge  of  surveys),  whose  report  is  submitted  herewith,  after 
an  examination  of  existing  maps,  and  a  reconnoissance  of  the 
country  between  Bordentown  and  Raritan  bay,  a  report  was 
made  to  your  Executive  Committee  during  August  to  the 
effect  that  but  two  of  the  suggested  routes  for  a  canal  between 
Philadelphia  and  the  ocean  were  considered  worthy  of  instru- 
mental examination.  Both  of  these  embraced  the  use  of  the 
Delaware  river  to  Bordentown,  and  thence  across  New  Jersey 
to  Raritan  bay,  and  the  ocean  at  Ssndy  Hook. 

Within  these  limits  two  lines  presented  themselves ;  both 
leaving  the  river  at  Crosswick  creek,  near  Bordentown,  and 
ascending  by  locks  to  the  plateau.  Thence,  one  connected 
with  the  Delaware  and  Raritan  canal,  a  few  miles  east  of 
Trenton,  followed  that  canal  to  near  Kingston  ;  thence,  east- 
erly by  way  of  Monmouth  Junction  to  Lawrence  brook,  and 
the  Raritan  river,  near  the  mouth  of  the  former  stream. 

The  difficulties  attending  the  two  crossings  of  the  main  line 
of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  and  the  unfavorable  nature  of 
the  ground  between  the  canal  and  Monmouth  Junction,  were 
decided  sufficient  to  render  unnecessary  any  estimate  of  cost 
by  this  line,  though  the  surveys  made  are  sufficient  for  the 
purpose  if  hereafter  desired. 

The  other  route  (and  that  for  which  Prof  Haupt  submits 
the  plans  and  estimates)  after  ascending  the  plateau  on  the 
left  bank  of  the  Delaware,  follows  a  line  nearly  parallel  to  the 
Pennsylvania  railroad,  and  on  the  southeasterly  side  thereof, 
to  a  point  near  Monmouth  Junction,  where  it  deflects  easterly 
to  avoid  a  trap  dike,  passes  down  the  valley  of  Lawrence 
brook  to  Parson's  dam  (which  forms  a  long  pool),  thence 
northeasterly  on  higher  ground,  but  avoiding  outcroppings  of 
red  shale,  to  the  Raritan  river  at  Sayreville. 

The  total  distance  by  this  route  to  the  Ocean  near  vSandy  Hook  is 

about 78  miles 

To  Battery,  at  New  York .*. 92  miles 

By  way  of  Cape  May  and  the  Ocean  these  distances  are  about  260  and 
274  miles  respectively. 

The  canal  proper  is  about  34j'(j  miles  long. 
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Character  of  the  Country. 

Across  that  portion  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  which  is 
traversed  by  the  Delaware  and  Raritan  canal,  the  main  line 
of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  and  the  route  now  proposed  for 
the  ship  canal,  there  exists  a  topographical  trough  or  depres- 
sion, having  a  general  elevation  above  the  sea  level  of  Irom 
60  to  100  feet,  as  compared  with  general  elevations  of  from 
200  to  300  feet  on  either  side. 

The  surface  is  moderately  rolling.  The  valleys  wide  and 
shallow,  with  few  exceptions ;  the  soil  generally  of  sand,  clay 
and  gravel. 

Borings  were  made  (as  shown  on  the  general  map^  at  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  points  to  enable  the  character  of  the  neces- 
sary excavations  to  be  determined. 

They  indicate  that  between  the  Delaware  and  Princeton 
Junction  there  will  be  only  sand,  gravel  and  clay  to  a  depth 
of  28  feet  above  sea  level,  or  that  of  the  bottom  of  the  larger 
canal  prism  proposed.  Beyond  that  point  at  various  depths 
below  the  sand  and  gravel  will  be  found  red  shales,  or  sand 
stones,  though  not  in  sufficient  quantities  to  increase  seriously 
the  cost  of  excavation  f;3r  the  canal  prism.  The  general  char- 
acter of  the  work  in  that  respect  will  be  found  very  favorable 
to  low  cost  of  excavation. 

General  Plan  of  Canal  and  Estimated  Cost. 

Estimates  are  submitted  for  two  sizes  of  canal  prism.  One^ 
100  feet  wide  at  bottom,  150  feet  wide  at  water  surface,  20 
feet  deep  in  centre,  for  vessels  not  exceeding  18  feet  draught. 

The  other,  100  feet  wide  at  bottom,  190  feet  wide  at  water 
surface,  28  feet  deep,  for  vessels  not  exceeding  26  feet 
draught.  In  both  cases  it  is  estimated  to  have  on  one  side  a 
berm  12  feet  wide. 

One  level  is  proposed  from  river  to  river  at  an  elevation  of 
56  feet  above  mean  sea  level  at  Sandy  Hook,  or  60  feet  above 
mean  low  water  in  the  Delaware  near  Bordentown. 

Both  projects  contemplate  reaching  this  level  by  three  (3) 
lucks  of  20  feet  lift  each,  at  either  end  of  the  canal. 

It  is  proposed  to  economise  water  and  time  by  the  use  of  two 
(2)  sizes  of  locks  for  the  20  feet  deep  Canal,  and  an  additional 
one,  making  three  (3)  locks  abreast  for  the  28  feet  Canal. 
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These  locks  are  estimated  to  have  the  following  dimensions : 

No.  J  ...205  ft.  by  24  ft.  with  10  ft.  on  Mitre  Sills. 
No.  2.. .340  ft.  by  44  ft.  with  20  ft  on  Mitre  Sills. 
No.  3. ..500  ft.  by  65  ft.  with  28  ft.  on  Mitre  Sills. 

Slopes  throughout  are  taken  at  the  ratio  of  IJ  to  1,  and 
■with  the  banks  below  water  surface  protected  from  wash  by 
stone  pitching. 

The  locks  are  estimated  to  be  founded  on  piles,  with  timber 
grillage  and  flooring. 

The  masonry  to  consist  of  Ashlar  facings,  quoins,  etc.,  with 
rubble  backing. 

The  gates  to  be  of  the  most  modern  design  of  iron  or  steel. 

The  locks  to  be  filled  and  emptied  by  culverts  and  pipes,  as 
■well  as  by  valves  in  the  gates  ;  which,  together  with  supply 
.and  discharge  pipes,  will  be  operated  by  hydraulic  power  ap- 
plied in  the  usual  form  for  such  purposes. 

It  is  proposed  to  provide  an  electric  lighting  plant,  with 
lights  about  locks  and  at  each  fourth  of  a  mile  of  Canal  line. 

Suitable  buildings  for  machinery,  attendants,  etc.,  are  also 
included  in  the  estimate. 

As  the  examinations  made  during  and  after  the  survey  show 
that  the  country  adjacent  to  the  line  of  the  proposed  Canal  is 
ffiot  suitable  for  the  formation  of  impounding  reservoirs  of  suf- 
ficient capacity  to  supply  the  water  required,  the  estimates  in- 
clude a  dam  on  the  Delaware  river,  and  the  enlargement  of 
the  feeder  of  the  Delaware  and  Raritan  Canal,  which  it  is 
presumable  can  be  done  under  proper  reservations  as  to  exist- 
ing rights. 

For  the  projects  as  outlined  above  the  following  prices  have 
been  assumed  for  work  and  materials  :

These  quantities  and  estimates  I  believe  are  fair,  and  that 
the  Canal  of  either  prism  could  be  constructed  for  tlie  gross 
amounts  given. 

Water  Supply. 

Gaugings  of  the  Delaware  river  above  the  Canal  feeder  at 
Raven  Rock  made  during  the  extremely   low  water  of  last 
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summer,  gave  a  flow  of  1,500  cubic  feet  per  second.  As  the 
Canal  with  an  allowance  of  four  (4)  inches  per  day  for  loss  by 
evaporation  and  filtration,  and  on  the  basis  of  a  very  much 
larger  business  than  could  now  be  reasonably  expected,  will 
consume  only  about  500  cubic  feet  per  second  (the  present 
Canal  using  or  wasting  120  cubic  feet),  the  water  supply  of 
the  Delaware  is  beyond  question  as  to  quantity. 

Approaches  to  Canal. 

The  approaches  to  the  Canal,  which  will  require  improve- 
ment before  the  Canal  can  be  put  into  operation,  consist  of 
about  twenty-seven  (27)  miles  on  the  Delaware  River,  and 
from  seven  (7)  to  fifteen  (15)  miles  on  the  Raritan  River  and 
Bay,  depending  on  depth  of  water,  or  which  depth  of  Canal 
is  adopted. 

In  order  to  determine  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  the  cost 
of  the  necessary  improvement  of  these  approaches  (especially 
the  Delaware  River),  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  a  system- 
atic study  of  them  in  their  relation  to  such  improvement,  and 
such  a  study  it  was  impossible  to  make  with  the  means  at  dis- 
posal for  the  surveys. 

Even  had  such  not  been  the  case  the  results  would  not  be  of 
any  special  value  now,  as  all  this  work  must  necessarily  be 
done  by  the  National  Government,  who  would  undoubtedly 
undertake  the  work  only  on  such  plans  and  estimates  as  might 
be  made  by  the  government  engineers :  with  a  low  Avater  flow 
of  1,500  cubic  feet,  averaging  probably  2,500  cubic  feet  in 
ordinary  low  Avater,  and  a  tidal  movement  at  least  four  (4) 
feet  in  height  and  with  twenty-six  (26)  feet  depth  and  over, 
now  covering  nearly  one-fourth  the  whole  distance  above 
Philadelphia,  I  cannot  doubt  the  practicability  of  its  improve- 
ment ;  it  is  not  possible  now  to  state  the  cost  with  accuracy, 
it  will  be  from  |1, 000,000  to  |2,000,000  for  the  20-feet 
Canal,  and  from  $3,000,000  to  $5,000,000  for  the  28-feet 
Canal. 

Both  streams  will  require  extensive  diking,  or  canalization, 
and,  like  all  other  artificial  waterways,  will  require  annual 
repairs. 

Probable  Business,  etc. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  trans- Atlantic  commerce 
will   use   this  Canal ;  except  for  vessels  in  ballast  passing  be- 
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tween  Philadelphia  and  New  York  for  orders  it  is  presumed 
that  it  will  be  mainly  for  coastwise  traffic,  which  will  be 
largely  carried  in  barges,  or  sailing  vessels,  under  tow. 

Reliable  statistics  as  to  the  probable  tonnage  to  use  the 
Canal  are  not  obtainable.  The  records  of  the  present  Dela- 
ware &  Raritan  Canal  show  that  in  1871,  over  three  millions 
of  tons  passed  through  it.  It  hardly  seems  an  unreasonable 
assumption  that  this  same  amount  of  tonnage,  with  an  addi- 
tional amount  of  say  two  million  tons,  due  to  increase  of  busi- 
ness in  24  years,  and  the  superior  facilities  of  the  proposed 
waterway,  may  be  estimated  for,  making  five  million  tons  per 
annum. 

Operating  Expenses. 

The  expenses  of  operation,  repair,  etc.,  are  estimated  as 
follows  per  annum :

To   cover   operating    expenses,  on    a    basis   of   5,000,000   tons, 

will  require  a  toll  per  ton  of. ...5  cents 

To  pay  5  per  cent,  on  cost  of  20-feet  canal 15  cents 

To  pay  5  per  cent,  on  cost  of  28-feet  canal 25  cents 

or  adding  operating  expenses  the  tolls  would  be  20  and  30 
cents  per  ton  respectively.  As  these  are,  as  I  am  informed, 
less  to  a  considerable  extent  than  those  now  charged  for  a 
similar  service  in  your  vicinity,  it  is  to  be  presumed  they 
would  not  be  prohibitory. 

Saving  in  Time  and  Distance. 

Under  the  assumption  that  the  ordinary  coastwise  trader 
would  average  10  miles  between  Philadelphia  and  New  York 
by  the  "outside"  route,  and  an  average  speed  could  be 
made  of  7  miles  per  hour  in  approaches,  and  5  miles  in  the 
canal,  and  that  two  (2)  hours  would  be  consumed  by  lockages 
in  canal,  there  Avould  be  a  saving  on  each  trip  of  about  lO^^ 
or  11  hours,  or  nearly  a  day  in  a  round  trip. 
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This  statement,  however,  does  not  represent  all  advantages 
of  the  interior  route,  as  by  its  use  the  delays  by  adverse  winds 
and  storms  are  avoided,  and  a  large  part  of  the  commerce 
could  be  more  economically  conducted  by  the  use  of  cheaper 
vessels  than  could  be  used  for  the  ocean  trip. 

The  coastwise  trade  between  North  Carolina  and  Boston  (as 
extreme  points)  is  gradually  being  changed  to  barges  with  in- 
dependent tow  boats,  and  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  when  in- 
terior water-ways  are  provided  along  the  coast  the  larger  por- 
tion of  this  commerce  will  use  them.  From  two  to  three  mil- 
lions of  tonnage  would  probably  seek  this  canal  where  the 
connecting  link  between  the  Chesapeake  and  Delaware  bays 
opened. 

Notwithstanding  all  of  this  "  possibility,"  as  the  ability  to 
use  the  canal  if  constructed  depends  entirely  on  the  necessary 
improvement  of  the  approaches  by  the  National  Government 
and  their  maintenance  subsequently,  I  would  not  consider  it 
advisable  to  invest  any  monies  for  the  purpose  of  canal  con- 
struction until  these  essential  preliminaries  are  entirely  and 
firmly  arranged  and  settled  with  the  Government. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  waterway  would  be  of  great 
value  to  the  commerce  of  Philadelphia,  and  would  be  a  very 
important  link  in  the  line  of  interior  waterways,  which  have 
been  recognized  as  essential  to  coast  defense  as  well  as  to 
commerce,  and  is  therefore  a  legitimate  object  for  aid  from  the 
Govornment. 

For  this  purpose  the  28  feet  deep  canal  (if  not  a  30  feet 
one)  being  necessary  to  pass  war  ships  safely,  and  therefore 
the  project  more  likely  to  secure  Government  assistance,  it  is 
in  my  opinion  to  be  preferred. 

The  greater  depth  is  moreover  desirable  on  commercial 
grounds  ;  it  is  a  recognized  fact  that  with  a  sufficiency  of 
water  under  a  vessel's  keel,  to  permit  control  by  the  helm 
alone,  there  is  not  greater  liability  to  ''  sheer  "  in  narrow, 
than  in  wider  channels.  Experience  indicates  that  with  four 
or  five  feet  depth  under  keel  this  control  can  be  maintained, 
that  with  one  or  two  feet  it  cannot  be  with  certainty  ;  the 
tendency  of  all  commerce,  under  sharp  competition,  is  to  re- 
duce cost  of  transportation  by  increase  in  size  of  carriers  f 
coal  vessels  and  barges  now  constantly  leave  Baltimore  for  the 
northern  ports  drawing  twenty-two  feet  or  over — grounding  or 
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touching  bottom  in  the  canal  should  be  impossible,  if  the  canal 
is  kept  in  proper  condition.

Introductory. 

18  South  Broad  street, 

Philadelphia,  March  26,  189b. 

To  The  Canal  Commission  of  Philadelphia, 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia,  President. 

Sir: — In  submitting  this  report  I  have  the  honor  to  state 
that  it  is  only  rendered  possible  through  the  enlightened  public 
spirit  and  civic  pride  of  your  Honor,  and  of  the  canal  com- 
missioners appointed  by  you  to  supervise  the  work,  as  well  as 
through  the  liberality  of  City  Councils  in  appropriating  ten 
thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  the  necessary 
data  upon  which  to  base  a  reliable  estimate. 

The  general  awakening  to  the  economic  advantages  of 
waterways,  the  decadence  in  the  commerce  of  the  Port  of 
Philadelphia,  and  the  necessity  of  some  measure  to  restore  it, 
have  led  to  a  renewal  of  the  interest  in  an  enlarged  waterway 
across  New  Jersey.  The  problem  is  to  find  the  canal  of  least 
cost  to  construct  and  maintain,  and  which  will  best  subserve 
the  interests  of  the  great  bulk  of  our  coastwise  commerce  and 
thus  stimulate  the  volume  of  traffic,  reduce  the  rates  on  raw 
materials,  as  well  as  the  insurance,  risks,  tolls  and  time  in 
transit,  between  the  most  populous  cities  of  the  United  States. 

The  object  being,  distinctively,  to  increase  the  coastwise 
facilities,  the  draught  of  which  is  limited  to  depths  of  about 
twenty  feet  or  less,  the  prism  of  the  canal  is  designed  ac- 
cordingly and  the  estimate  is  based  upon  this  limited  depth, 
although  an  additional  estimate  is  submitted  to  cover  the  case 
of  the  use  of  the  canal  for  war  vessels,  as  a  strategic  water- 
way. 

It  is  not  designed  to  supplant  the  use  of  the  lower  river  for 
foreign  or  coastwise  commerce,  but  rather  to  increase  its 
trafiic. 
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The  agitation  in  the  technical  and  daily  press,  which  has 
been  carried  on  for  some  time,  finally  culminated  in  a  public 
meeting  called  at  the  request  of  some  fifty  prominent  citizens 
by  his  Honor  Mayor  Stuart,  in  the  Executive  Chamber  at 
noon  of  April  30,  1894,  when  the  subject  was  forcibly  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Thomas  Martindale,  Chairman  of  the  Canal 
Committee  of  the  Trades  League,  and  ably  seconded  by  Hon. 
John  Wanamaker,  Hon.  Chas.  Emory  Smith,  City  Solicitor, 
Chas.  F.  Warwick,  Gen.  Louis  Wagner  and  others. 

Resolutions  were  adopted  requesting  the  Mayor  to  appoint 
a  commission  of  eleven  citizens  and  to  reccommend  to  Coun- 
cils the  appropriation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  to  make  surveys 
and  report  upon  the  feasibility  of  the  several  routes  proposed. 
The  ordinance  which  was  draughted  for  this  purpose  by  Elias 
P.  Smithers,  Esq.,  subsequently  appointed  one  of  the  Com- 
missioners, as  well  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee 
of  Councils,  was  passed  by  both  branches,  and  received  the 
approval  of  his  Honor  on  the  second  day  of  July,  1894. 

The  Commission  appointed  by  the  Mayor  consisted  of  Ed- 
win S.  Stuart,  President;  W.  W.  Foulkrod,  John  Wanamaker, 
G.  W.  Kendrick,  E.  P.  Smithers,  Daniel  Baugh,  L.  Y. 
Schermerhorn,  Edwin  S.  Cramp,  Hamilton  Disston,  Thomas 
Martindale  and  Edward  Morrell. 

These  gentlemen  having  met  and  organized,  selected  Major 
N.  H.  Hutton,  Engineer  of  the  Harbor  Board  of  Baltimore, 
who  has  extensive  experience  on  canal  works  and  surveys 
for  the  Government,  as  consulting  engineer ;  and  Professor 
Lewis  M.  Haupt,  C.  E.,  one  of  the  earnest  advocates  of  the 
project,  as  Engineer  in  Charge  of  Surveys. 

The  survey  parties  were  organized  and  started  at  Borden- 
town,  New  Jersey,  on  August  27,  1894,  and  the  field  work 
was  completed  October  26th,  of  the  same  year.  Borings 
were  continued  some  weeks  later  to  determine  the  location 
of  rock  and  character  of  material.  The  calculations  and 
estimates  were  finished  about  the  middle  of  January,  1895. 
These  were  followed  by  the  preparation  and  publication  of 
the  final  report. 

The  results  secured,  reveal  a  much  more  favorable  physical 
condition  than  was  at  first  anticipated,  at  far  less  cost  for  the 
route  selected,  while  the  commercial  statistics  would  indicate 
even  more  forcibly  than  ever  the  great  need  of  the  enlarged 
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waterway  for  our  coastwise  commerce,  and  the  large  traffic 
such  a  canal  would  command  from  the  outset — thus  insuring 
its  success. 

In  the  proposed  Coastwise  Canal  the  cost  of  the  contrac- 
tor's plant  is  included  in  the  prices  at  which  the  work  has 
been  estimated,  which  are  based  upon  current  quotations  for 
similar  but  less  extensive  contracts,  so  that  the  estimate 
should  be  sufficiently  large  to  cover  all  contingencies.  In 
general  they  are  as  follows  :    ■ 

For  first-class  Ashlar  masonry,  $15  per  cubic  yard. 

For  hearting  and  rubble  masonry,  $8  per  cubic  yard. 

For  concrete,  in  foundations,  $6  per  cubic  yard. 

For  timber,  per  M.  B.  M.,  $30  per  cubic  yard.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  advise  you  that,  com- 
plying with  the  accompanying  request  from  numerous  leading 
citizens  interested  in  the  movement  to  secure  a  ship  canal  to 
the  sea,  a  large  and  enthusiastic  meeting  of  representative 
I'hiladelphians,  prominent  in  our  commercial  and  professional 
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life,  was  held  at  this  office  on  Monday  last,  and,  after  a  most 
thorough  discussion  of  the  subject,  the  following  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  It  is  of  national  interest  as  well  as  of  vital  local 
importance  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  that  the  Atlantic  and 
Gulf  Coast  waterway  should  be  developed  to  its  fullest  extent 
for  commercial  purposes  as  well  as  for  a  strategic  and  defen- 
sive measure,  of  which  the  first  link  is  the  proposed  canal 
between  the  Delaware  river  and  Raritan  bay ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor,  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia,  be 
requested  to  send  a  communication  to  the  honorable  Councils- 
of  the  City,  laying  before  them  the  necessities  for  and  the  ad- 
vantages and  possibilities  of  this  proposed  ship  canal,  recom- 
mending the  passage  of  an  ordinance  appropriating  the  sumr 
of  $10,000,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  preliminary  survey,  consisting  of  map- 
ping, boring,  and  taking  measurements  and  surveys  along  the 
proposed  route  and  showing  a  report  thereon. 

Pursuant  to  this  resolution,  I  have  the  honor  to  place  thi^ 
subject  before  your  Honorable  Bodies,  and  do  most  respectfully 
request  that  careful  consideration  which  its  vast  importance

The  Ordina7ioe. 

In  conformity  with  this  request  the  City  Councils  passed 
the  following  ordinance,  which  was  approved  by  his  Honor, 
the  Mayor,  on  the  second  day  of  July,  1894,  creating  the 
Canal  Commission  and  appropriating  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  for  the  expenses  of  the  surveys  : 
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AN  ORDINANCE 

"To  authorize  the  appointment  of  a  Canal  Commission  to  make 
surveys  for  a  ship  canal  between  the  waters  of  the  Delaware 
river  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  and  to  make  an  appropria- 
tion therefor. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is  here- 
by authorized  to  appoint  a  Commission  to  consist  of  eleven 
persons,  to  include  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to 
be  known  as  the  Canal  Commission,  whose  duties  shall  be  to 
organize,  supervise  and  direct  surveys  and  examinations  of 
the  route  of  the  proposed  ship  canal  between  the  waters  of  the 
Delaware  river  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  and  to  make  a  report 
ihereon  to  the  Mayor,  to  be  by  him  transmitted  to  Councils 
•with  such  recommendations  as  the  said  Commission  may  be 
pleased  to  make. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars 
be,  and  the  sam.e  is  hereby  appropriated  to  new  item  6h  in 
the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Mayor  for  the  year  1894,  to 
pay  the  expenses  of  said  surveys  and  examinations  of  the 
proposed  ship  canal  as  set  forth  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance. 
All  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Mayor,  upon  the  approval 
^f  the  bills  by  the  said  Commission  and  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works.

The   New  Jers<ey   Coastwise    Canal. 

The  physical  and  engineering  features  of  the  problem  to 
create  a  deep  draught  waterway  between  the  Delaware  and 
Raritan  bay. 

Philadelphia  was  designed  by  its  founders  to  be  a  great 
commercial  centre.  Its  site  w^as  selected  with  that  end  in 
view,  at  the  head  of  navigation,  and  restrictions  were  placed 
upon  her  harbor  front  to  prevent  encroachments  thereon. 
For  a  century  and  a  half  she  maintained  her  supremacy  as 
the  principal  port  of  the  United  States,  but  the  development 
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of  the  internal  traffic  over  a  line  of  lesser  resistance  than  that 
offered  by  the  National  Road,  namely  by  the  Erie  canal  and 
Hudson  river,  transferred  the  avenues  of  trade  and  the  point 
of  transhipment  to  New  York.  Since  1826,  when  the  canal 
was  opened,  the  commerce  of  the  Delaware  has  not  kept  pace 
with  that  of  the  Hudson,  and  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
hoping  to  compete  with  her  enterprising  rival,  spent  large 
sums  of  money  in  building  an  interior  waterway  to  the  Ohio 
via  the  Old  Portage  Railroad  from  Hollidaysburg  to  Johns- 
town. These  lines  were  subsequently  purchased  by  the  rail- 
ways located  *along  their  banks  and  largely  abandoned. 

The  City  of  Pittsburg  and  the  entire  western  section  of  the 
State  is  now  urging  the  project  for  a  deep  water  connection 
between  the  Ohio  river  and  Lake  Erie  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$30,000,000  for  a  canal  105  miles  long,  having  a  prism  of 
water  15  feet  deep  and  100  feet  wide  at  the  bottom. 

The  State  of  New  York  has  by  popular  vote  decided  to 
maintain,  enlarge  and  extend  her  system  of  free  canals.  Thus 
to  render  more  accessible  the  16,000  miles  of  extensive  water- 
ways in  the  interior  of  our  great  central  and  fertile  basin  to 
the  navigation  of  the  Delaware,  it  is  necessary  to  penetrate 
the  New  Jersey  peninsula  at  its  narrowest  point  by  a  canal  of 
31  miles  in  length,  and  to  open  the  Lake  Erie  and  Ohio 
channel  to  flank  the  Alleghenies  and  bring  the  western  por- 
tions of  this  great  Commonwealth  into  closer  fraffic  relations, 
at  much  lower  rates  through  the  free  canal  systems  of  our 
gister  States,  thus  virtually  extending  the  Erie  canal  and  its 
benefits  to  the  Delaware  and  Chesapeake  bays  and  their  trib- 
utaries. 

The  Easterly  Routes. 

The  desire  to  stimulate  our  lagging  commerce  by  a  short 
cut  to  the  sea  has  manifested  itself  here,  as  in  Baltimore,  by 
an  effort  on  the  part  of  some  of  our  citizens  to  secure  appro- 
priations from  Congress  for  surveys  directly  to  the  east- 
ward. 

The  practical  objections  to  these  propositions  arise  not  only 
from  the  greater  length  of  the  canal  required,  the  greater 
elevations  to  be  surmounted,  the  reduction  in  the  percentage 
of  distance  saved,  the  absence  of  sufficient  water  to  supply  the 
summit  levels,  and,  of  still  greater  moment,  from  the  fact  that 
as  the  speed  in  a  restricted  canal  channel  is  limited  to  five 
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miles  an  hour,  the  vessel,  if  propelled  by  her  own  steam,  could 
save  time  by  following  the  present  natural  channel  to  the  sea 
via  Cape  May. 

There  are  the  further  serious  objections  that  such  canals 
would  be  of  no  use  to  non-seagoing  vessels,  which  carry  a 
large  percentage  of  the  coastwise  commerce  ;  they  would  be  of 
no  strategic  value,  having  no  defenses  at  their  sea  ends,  and 
would  be  open  to  the  almost  insuperable  difficulty  of  maintain- 
ing a  harbor  of  sufficient  capacity  in  the  shifting  sands  of  the 
New  Jersey  coast. 

For  the  purpose  of  facilitating  a  comparison  of  the  several 
routes  to  the  sea,  the  following  data  are  arranged  in  tabular 
form,  showing  at  once  the  great  superiority  of  the  line 
selected  :

The  Shortest  Route  to  the  Sea. 

The  physical  conformation  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  is 
peculiarly  favorable  for  a  deep  draught  canal,  located  directly 
in  the  highway  of  commerce  between  the  most  populous  cen- 
tres of  the  country  and  on  the  air-line  to  the  Hudson  river 
and  Long  Island  sound,  teeming  with  traffic. 

The  best  line  to  construct  and  operate  is  that  one  which  is 
shortest  in  distance,  requires  least  elevation  or  lockage  and 
lies  nearest  the  volume  of  trade,  both  through  and  local.  A 
glance  at  the  map  reveals  a  great  bay  (the  Raritan)  extending 
some  twenty-five  miles  westerly  from  Sandy  Hook,  where  is 
situated  the  safest  and  best  roadstead  on  the  New  Jersey 
coast,  while  on  the  other  hand  along  the  western  boundary 
there  exists  a  magnificent  tidal  river,  in  some  places  40  feet 
deep  and  a  mile  wide,  flowing  in  a  direct  line  as  if  to  reach 
the  head  of  Raritan  bay,  leaving  an  intervening  strip  of  land 
of  only  thirty-one  miles  in  breadth  between  these  streams 

In  fact,  the  waters  of  the  Atlantic  seaboard  are  as  near  to 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  the  head  of  Raritan  bay  as  at  any 
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other  point  along  the  coast,  and  as  some  26|  miles  of  this 
distance  is  already  occupied  by  navigable  streams,  it  leaves 
no  doubt  as  to  the  location  of  the  best  and  cheapest  line  for 
the  canal. 

The  To'pography . 

This  belt  of  country  which  separates  the  rocky  highlands 
from  the  alluvial  lowlands  is  so  uniform  in  its  topographical 
features,  that  there  is  but  one  slight  curve  in  the  main  line  of 
the  Pennsylvania  railroad  between  Trenton  and  Monmouth 
Junction,  while  the  greatest  elevation  above  the  tide  in  this 
line  is  only  about  103  feet. 

It  constitutes  a  low  plateau  extending  from  the  sandy  bluffs 
60  feet  high  overlooking  the  Delaware,  to  the  clay  and  gravel 
terrace  100  feet  in  height  bordering  the  Raritan. 

The  country  is  well  watered  by  numerous  streams,  draining 
two  hundred  and  twenty-five  (225.84)  square  miles  tributary 
to  the  summit  level,  and  being  gently  undulating,  it  retains 
the  water  in  pools  and  swamps,  so  that  out  of  the  26|-  miles 
of  this  level  25  per  cent,  is  through  swampy  ground  of  little 
or  no  value  for  agriculture,  and  two  miles  will  be  through  an 
artificial  lake  and  impounding  reservoir. 

The  numerous  borings  made  during  the  survey  reveal  but 
a  small  amount  of  shaly  rock  lying  at  a  low  level  near  Mon- 
mouth Junction,  and  at  all  other  points  within  the  20-foot 
limit  of  depth,  loam,  clay,  sand  and  fine  gravel  are  found. 
Even  in  the  Delaware  river,  where  it  was  feared  rock  might 
cause  obstructions  at  one  or  two  places,  none  Avas  found  at  a 
depth  of  30  feet  below  low  water,  and  a  profile  of  the  river 
shows  that  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  dredging  will  be 
required  to  secure  a  channel  200  feet  in  width  at  the  bottom. 

Only  at  a  few  points  will  the  river  channel  need  to  be 
canalized,  the  most  important  being  at  Kinkora  bar,  caused 
by  the  confluent  currents  at  the  lower  end  of  Newbold's 
Island,  and  at  the  island  opposite  Bordentown,  where  a  dike 
vill  be  required  to  protect  the  channel  from  sedimentation. 
Similar  works  will  also  be  required  in  the  marshy  flats  of  the 
Raritan  to  rectify  the  channel. 

The  surveys  were  made  between  August  27th  and  October 
25th,  and  embraced  a  total  distance  of  59  miles,  413  feet,  with 
branches  and  spurs.  All  the  streams  were  gauged  by  current 
metre  observations  during  a  remarkably  dry  season,  and  a 
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careful  reconnaissance  was  made  of  all  practical  routes,  in 
company  with  Major  N.  H.  Hutton,  the  Consulting  Engineer. 
These  results  were  resolved  in  the  office,  and  are  submitted 
herewith  as  the  basis  of  an  estimate.  Two  principal  routes 
were  surveyed  in  detail,  both  starting  from  Bordentown  near 
the  mouth  of  the  present  canal  and  terminating  on  the  Harlem 
below  Sayresville  (see  map).  The  first  crossed  the  main  line 
of  the  United  Railroads  at  Miry  Brook,  and  followed  the  exist- 
ing Delaware  and  Raritan  Canal  to  Kingston,  thence  to 
Monmouth  Junction,  where  it  re-crossed  the  railroad,  and 
followed  the  valley  of  Lawrence  Brook  to  Parsons'  Dam,  near 
Milltown,  thence  it  passed  in  a  straight  line  to  the  terminus 
below  South  River.  The  second  following  the  same  route  at 
the  extremities,  but  skirting  the  southeasterly  side  of  the 
United  Railroads  without  crossing  the  line,  thus  occupying 
ground  at  a  higher  level  but  having  the  advantage  of  the  saving 
of  three  miles  in  distance  and  of  avoiding  the  expensive  and 
dangerous  crossings  of  the  railroad,  as  well  as  the  rock  exca- 
vation which  was  much  larger  on  the  line  originally  proposed. 
Moreover,  to  utilize  this  original  route,  would  doubtless  in- 
volve the  purchase  of  the  canal,  and  as  it  was  estimated  in 
1870  to  be  worth  with  its  franchise  $5,847,400,  it  is  believed 
that  the  route  selected  would  not  only  be  the  cheapest  but 
the  most  economical  to  build  and  maintain  as  well  as  the  best 
for  commerce,  and  that  it  would  interfere  least  with  vested 
interests. 

The  Estimates. 

The  estimates  has  been  divided  into  two  distinct  proposi- 
tions, the  first  based  upon  the  controlling  idea  that  the  great 
bulk  of  the  ti'affic  would  be  derived  from  the  domestic, 
coastwise  commerce,  and  that  there  is  a  sufficient  tonnage  of 
this  class  "  in  sight  "  to  give  promise  of  large  returns  to  the 
private  capital  which  might  embark  in  this  project ;  the  other, 
a  larger  canal  capable  of  passing  the  battle  ships  of  the  U.  S. 
Navy,  and  which  may  be  built  by  the  Government  under  ap- 
propriation from  the  National  Treasury. 

The  locks  have  been  designed  accordingly,  in  sets  of  three 
abreast,  and  of  sizes  large  enough  to  accommodate  this  traffic 
with  the  least  volume  of  water  for  lockage.  They  are  of  the 
following  dimensions: 

No.  1,  for  canal  boats  and  barges,  205  x  24  feet. 

No.  2,  for  coastwise  vessels,  340  x  44  feet. 

No.  3,  for  battle  ships  and  cruisers,  500  x  65  feet. 
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The  draught  of  No.  1  is  10  feet,  of  No.  2,  20  feet,  and  of 
No.  3,  28  feet,  and  the  lift  of  all  is  uniformly  20  feet.  There 
will  be  one  set  of  tidal  locks  at  either  end  of  the  canal,  and 
two  sets,  in  flights,  at  each  side  of  the  plateau,  making  six 
lockages  necessary  in  traversing  the  entire  route. 

The  estimate  for  the  20  feet  waterway  includes  both  tho 
smallest  and  intermediate  sizes  of  twelve  locks  in  all,  with 
14  road  bridges,  2  railroad  draw-bridges  on  branch  roads, 
reservoirs,  feeders,  a  dam  covering  two  miles  of  channel,  a 
tunnel,  a  right-of-way  and  other  contingencies,  as  follows  :

The  Approaches. 

As  the  work  of  improving  the  rivers  leading  to  the  canal 
falls  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  it  has  not 
been  included  in  the  foregoing  estimates. 

Computations  have  been  made,  however,  based  upon  the 
latest  Government  surveys,  showing  the  cost  of  dredging  to 
secure  the  necessary  channels  of  20  feet  and  28  feet  depth  at 
mean  low  water  and  200  feet  bottom  width,  as  follows  :

The  Water  Supply. 

The  drainage  area  tributary  to  the  summit  level  which  is 
56  feet  above  sea  level,  embraces  226  square  miles.  The 
average  rainfall  for  this  territory  is  44  inches  per  annum,  of 
which  one-third,  or  15  inches,  could  be  impounded  in  large 
part,  by  the  various  reservoirs  and  basins  suggested  in  the 
general  map,  but  since  the  seasons  of  drought  sometimes  ex- 
tend over  six  months,  which  would  entail  heavy  losses  from 
evaporation  in  the  larger  reservoirs  required,  it  is  considered 
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more  expedient  to  have  recourse  directly  to  the  Delaware 
river,  from  which  a  gravity  supply  can  be  obtained  by  the 
construction  of  a  suitable  dam  and  feeder. 

Auxiliary  supplies  can  also  be  drawn  from  the  Millstone  and 
Raritan  rivers  and  from  Stony  Brook,  should  the  traffic  of  the 
future  justify  or  require  more  water,  or  the  amount  necessary 
for  lockages  can  be  reduced  by  the  substitution  of  hydraulic 
lifts  similar  to  those  in  use  in  Belgium  and  France  or  of  the 
pneumatic  caissons  of  Mr.  C.  N,  Dutton,  of  Pennsylvania, 
operated  by  compressed  air. 

For  the  passage  of  a  traffic  of  10,000,000  tons  per  annum 
as  the  basis  of  an  estimate,  the  amount  of  water  required 
would  be  as  follows  :

which  is  less  than  the  yield  from  the  catchment  basin,  but  for 
the  reason  stated,  preference  is  given  to  the  Delaware  river 
as  the  source  of  supply. 

Expediency. 

The  expediency  of  constructing  such  a  short  cut  will  depend 
chiefly  upon  the  ratio  of  its  length  to  the  distance  it  would 
save,  "involving  the  element  of  time,  the  traffic  it  may  develop, 
the  population  of  the  tributary  districts,  the  physical  obstruc- 
tions to  be  overcome  and  the  cost  of  the  work  ;  all  of  which 
will  be  considered  in  their  appropriate  order. 

Distances  Saved. 

It  is  evident  that,  other  things  being  equal,  the  shorter  a 
Canal  is  in  proportion  to  the  distance  it  will  save,  the  greater 
will  be  its  necessity  and  economy.  In  this  particular  the 
Nicarao-uan  Canal  is  pre-eminent,  next  to  it  comes  the  Suez, 
while  in  the  coastwise  projects  the  enlargement  of  the  Chesa- 
peake and  Delaware  Canal,  and  the  opening  of  the  new  line 
of  the  Delaware  and  Raritan  take  high  rank.     The  annexed 
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diagrams  reveal  graphically  the  great  utility  of  these  canals  in 
relation  to  the  distance  saved. 

The  Time  Element. 

The  economy  of  time,  however,  is  not  so  great  as  that  of 
distance,  for  the  reason  that  the  speed  of  a  vessel  must  neces- 
sarily be  reduced  in  restricted  channels,  but  as  a  basis  of  com- 
parison it  may  be  assumed  that  while  it  will  take  a  "ten  knot" 
vessel  27.4  hours  to  steam  274  miles  by  the  outside  route,  she 
could  make  the  run  by  the  Canal  as  follows : 

Philadelphia  to  Bordentown,  26  miles,  in 2.6  hours. 

Through  the  Canal,  31  miles,  at  5  m.  per  hour 6.2  hours. 

Detention  and  lockage  (6  locks) 3.0  hours. 

Raritan  to  New  York,  32  miles 3.2  hours. 

Total  for  inside  route 15.0  hours. 

Time  saved,  12.4  miles  or  45  per  cent. 

The  economy  in  time  to  sailing  vessels  and  barges  would,  it 
is  believed,  be  very  much  greater.  Kor  example,  if  a  tow 
makes  but  6  miles  in  open  water,  it  would  require  46  hours  to 
make  the  trip  by  sea  and  with  great  risks,  while  by  the  Canal 
she  could  readily  make  the  trip  in  20  hours,  thus  saving  over 
50  per  cent,  of  the  time  in  transit. 

The  Traffic. 

The  traffic  statistics  are  incomplete  and  to  some  extent  un- 
certain, since  in  most  instances  only  the  registered  tonnage  is 
reported,  and  much  of  the  smaller  domestic  commerce  is  not 
registered,  while  in  some  cases  the  returns  are  given  in  values 
and  not  in  tons.  This  is  notably  the  case  for  New  York  City, 
for  which  the  tonnage  is  computed  at  the  rate  of  $25  per  ton. 
It  is  believed  that,  for  the  Atlantic  coast  at  least,  the  coastwise 
movement  of  all  classes  will  aggregate  seventy-five  per  cent, 
of  the  total  tonnage  reported,  so  that  by  deducting  25  per  cent, 
for  foreign  commerce  there  will  remain  the  amount  properly 
attributable  to  domestic  traflSc. 

But  as  the  clearances  of  one  port  are  or  may  be  the  en- 
trances of  another,  this  total  should  be  bisected,  leaving  about 
fifty-two  million  tons  for  the  corrected  water-borne  domestic 
tonnage  at  the  present  time. 

How  much  of  this  may  eventually  use  the  enlarged  Canal, 
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when  built,  is  a  matter  of  individual  judgment.  Had  the 
traffic  on  the  existing  Delaware  and  Raritan  Canal  not  been 
interrupted  by  the  lease  to  the  railroad  company,  but  continued 
to  increase  at  the  rate  prevailing  prior  to  1871,  it  would  not 
largely  exceed  ten  millions  of  tons. 

The  traffic  on  this  canal  and  railroad  during  the  early  years 
of  their  existence  was  as  follows  :

The  freight  business  quadrupled  each  decade  on  the  railroad 
and  tripled  on  the  canal. 

The  lines  were  opened  in  1834,  hence  the  year  after  the 
canal  was  opened  it  carried  8.4  times  as  much  tonnage  as  the 
railroads  :  in  1840  it  increased  to  15.4  times  ;  in  1850  it  was 
13.5  times  as  much,  and  in  1860  it  was  9  times  the  amount. 

In  1870  it  was  stated  to  have  been  about  4,000,000  tons, 
exceeding  by  thr«e  times  the  entire  tonnage  both  ways  of  the 
Suez  canal  for  that  year,  and  largely  exceeding  the  entire 
foreign  commerce  bound  m  and  out  of  the  harbor  of  New 
York  during  the  same  year.  This  rate  of  increase,  could  it 
have  been  continued  to  1895,  Avould  give  over  60,000,000 
tons. 

In  1866  the  net  revenue  from  the  canal  was  $938,642.86, 
or  23  per  cent,  of  its  value.  It  was  leased  in  1871  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  and  the  interest  was  guar- 
anteed at  10  per  cent,  for  999  years.  This  amounted  to 
.^584,740  per  annum,  and  the  canal  had  been  earning  consid- 
erable more  than  the  interest  since  1836,  but  subsequent  to 
the  lease  the  net  revenues  have  declined  until  in  1877  they 
were  only  $80,059.91,  exclusive  of  interest  charges. 

This  would  indicate  an  abnormal  and  expensive  diversion 
of  traffic  from  its  natural  and  legitimate  channel  without 
equivalent  benefits.  Had  provisions  been  made  for  conduct- 
ing this  traffic  by  water,  it  would  have  necessitated  the  en- 
largement of  the  entire  waterway  of  44  miles  with  its  13 
locks,  but  it  is  believed  to  be  a  much  better  economic  problem 
to  construct  an  entirely  new   channel   14  miles   shorter,  and

having  7  locks  less,  and  thus  increase  the  amount  of  traffic, 
and,  at  the  same  time,  reduce  the  time  in  transit  and  cost  of 
maintenance. 

(General  I.  J.  Wistar,  before  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  1885.) 

In  view  also  of  the  annual  losses  to  shipping,  which  ex- 
ceeded one  million  dollars  between  Cape  Cod  and  Cape  Hat- 
teras  on  the  Atlantic  in  1893,  and  the  reduced  rates  of  tolls 
and  insurance  resulting  from  the  utilization  of  larger  vessels 
and  safer  route,  it  would  seem  to  be  entirely  within  the 
bounds  of  probability  to  expect  a  commerce  of  not  less  than 
7,000,000  tons  soon  after  the  opening  of  the  canal  for  traffic, 
and  at  rates  less  than  one-half  those  now  charged  for  through 
traffic.  This  would  doubtless  be  increased  by  3,000,000 
tons  upon  the  opening  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Delaware  canal 
to  full  depths,  which  would  soon  follow. 

The  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Canal. 

The  history  of  the  development  of  the  traffic  through  the 
"  Soo  "  canal  to  Lake  Superior  will  illustrate  the  fallacies  of 
those  who  may  decry  the  rapid  growth  of  commerce  when 
facilities  are  afforded.  For  instance,  it  was  only  in  1840  when 
so  enlightened  a  statesman  as  Henry  Clay  opposed  the  loan 
of  the  Nation's  credit  and  public  lands  to  this  enterprise  on 
the  ground  thai  it  was  "  beyond  the  pale  of  civilization,  if  not 
in  the  moon." 

This  canal,  opened  in  1856,  was  enlarged  in  1883,  when  it 
was  thought  the  lock  (515x80xl8|^)  would  suffice  for  all  time, 
yet  it  is  now  being  again  increased,  and  its  traffic  in  1891  was 
13,195,366  tons,  valued  at  |142,114,502,  or  |10.85  per  ton. 

The  gain  in  freight  during  this  "off"  year  was  22  per 
cent.,  so  that  at  this  rate  the  business  should  double  in  five 
years  (it  has  doubled  in  three). 

The  season  lasted  but  234  days,  or  less  than  eight  calendar 
months.  The  population  of  the  upper  lake  basin  is  sparse  as 
compared  with  that  of  the  Atlantic  coast.  The  States  border- 
ing the  waters  tributary  to  these  canals  include  about  one- 
third  of  the  entire  population  of  the  United  States,  all  of 
whom  would  be  directly  benefited  by  the  lower  rates  and 
greater  movements  induced  by  the  canal,  while  the  business  of 
the  railroads  would   likewise  be  stimulated,  paradoxical  as  it 
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may  seem ;  tlie  best  paying  and  most  prosperous  railroads  of 
the  United  States  are  those  which  have  the  cheapest  water 
competition. 

Revenue  Based  upon   Traffic. 

The  traffic  tributary  to  the  several  bays,  as  stated  in  the 
official  reports  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  for  1893  is,  approx- 
imately, as  follows  :

Existing  Rates. 

The  freight  between  New  York  and  Philadelphia  over  the 
Delaware  and  Raritan  Canal  is  now  divided  into  six  classes  on 
which  the  tolls  are  as  follows  :

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The  rates  by  rail  on  the  lowest  or  sixth  class  freights  from 
Philadelphia  to  New  York  are  9  cents  per  hundred  or  1,80 
per  net  ton,  while  by  the  Clyde  line  now  using  the  canal,  they 
are  8  cents  or  ^1.60  per  ton  ;  but  even  at  these  high  figures 
it  is  stated  that  the  United  Railroads  do  not  pay,  doubtless  be- 
cause of  the  high  rate  of  interest  guaranteed  and  the  expen- 
sive terminal  charges  and  transfers  on  New  York  bay.  If, 
therefore,  the  coastwise  freights  were  shipped  direct  by  wat^r 
from  Philadelphia,  the  natural  terminus,  this  annual  loss  would 
be  largely  saved,  the  local  and  through  traffic  would  be  in- 
creased in  volume  and  could  be  carried  at  less  than  half  the 
cost  by  water  with  larger  profits  to  the  transporting  companies, 
greater  benefits  to  the  State,  at  lower  rates  to  the  patrons,  and 
with  er[ual  dispatch. 

Maintenance. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  on  this  canal  would 
piobably  reach  $250,000  per  annum.  In  1890  the  cost  at 
the  Sault  St.  Marie  Canal  and  Locks  was  only  $15,417.65. 

Will  It  Pay  ? 

To  determine  whether  the  canal  would  probably  pay  a  sat- 
isfactory interest  on  the  investment,  there  is  now  available 
the  probable  cost  as  determined  from  surveys  ;  the  amount  of 
traffic  HI  sight,  the  rate  which  may  be  safely  charged  to  se- 
cure the  business  and  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

As  it  would  require  a  capital  of  $5,000,000  to  cover  the 
cost  of  operation  at  5  per  cent.,  it  would  be  judicious  to  base 
calculations  on  a  total  of  $20,000,000  capital  for  the  20  feet 
canal. 

To  pay  five  per  cent  on  this  capital  would  require  a  revenue 
of  $1,000,000  and  at  30  cents  per  ton  for  freights,  the  volume 
of  tonnage  must  therefore  be  3,333,338  tons  per  annum  or  less 
than  one-half  the  amount  estimated  as  the  probable  traffic. 
This  amount  of  business  at  the  low  rate  of  30  cents  from  New 
York  to  Philadelphia  (1-8  cent  per  ton-mile)  would  pay  all 
expenses  and  leave  a  dividend  on  the  cost  of  the  works,  but 
there  can  ])e  no  reasonable  doubt  of  a  much  larger  movement 
with  a  corresponding  increment  of  earnings.  The  present 
shipments  of  coal  alone,  to  the  eastern  market,  it  is  believed 
will  nearly  equal  these  figures,  and  it  is  undoubtedly  true  that 
"  facilities  create  traffic. 
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The  Suez  Canal,  which  was  pronounced  chimerical  and  op- 
posed violently  by  the  British  press,  is  now  controlled  by 
Great  Britain.  In  1892  it  paid  a  net  profit  of  $8,833,333, 
collected  from  the  3,559  vessels  traversing  the  route.  The 
shares  are  now  quoted  in  the  Bourse  at  $538,  par  value  $100, 
yet  the  tolls  on  the  canal  are  about  six  times  as  great  as  those 
proposed  lor  the  entire  line  between  New  York  and  Phila- 
delphia, which  is  nearly  as  long  as  the  Suez  Canal,  while  the 
tonnage  in  sight  of  the  New  Jersey  Canal  is  almost  as  great 
as  that  of  the  Suez,  which  transported  8,039,165  tons  last 
year.  It  was  carried  in  3,352  vessels  and  the  tolls  paid 
amounted  to  $14,770,068.10. 

Population. 

As  the  business  of  any  line  of  transportation  is  largely  a 
function  of  population,  it  may  be  well  to  quote  the  statistics 
from  the  last  census  showing  the  population  of  the  States 
bordering  on  this  coastwise  system  of  canals  from  Maine  to 
North  Carolina. 

The  figures  have  been  brought  to  date  at  the  average  annual 
rate  of  increase,  with  the  following  results  :

From  this  exhibit  it  appers  that  34  per  cent.,  or  over  one- 
third  of  the  population  of  the  United  States  would  be  more 
or  less  directly  benefited  by  the  enlargement  of  the  water- 
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ways,  while  the  peoples  composing  the  financial,  commercial 
and  manufacturing  centres  of  Boston  and  New  York,  Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore,  Washington,  Richmond  and  Norfolk  and 
their  vicinities,  embrace  nearly  one-tenth  of  the  entire 
enumeration. 

The  benefits  of  such  a  deep  draught  waterway  would  not, 
however,  be  limited  to  the  immediate  territory  bordering 
its  banks,  but  would  extend  its  influence  to  all  the  various- 
industries  of  the  country  and  thus  tend  to  improve  and 
develop  our  common  heritage  throughout  all  generations. 

A   Comparative   Canal  Exhibit. 

A  better  idea  of  the  relative  cost  and  importance  of  this- 
project  can  be  obtained  by  comparing  its  dimensions,  cost, 
and  economies  with  those  of  other  large  canals  already 
constructed,  hence  the  accompanying  tabular  statement  is? 
submitted,  giving  much  of  the  valuable  information  con- 
cerning them. 

From  this  exhibit  it  will  be  seen  that  the  New  Jersey  CanaL 
as  now  designed,  is  about  one-half  as  long  as  the  North  Sea 
and  Baltic  Canal  just  completed,*  and  the  cost  for  similar 
depths  bear  nearly  the  same  ratio,  while  for  the  20-feet  chan- 
nel the  cube  of  excavation  is  only  about  one-third  as  much,  and 
the  estimated  cost  is  about  37  per  cent. 

Conclusion. 

In  summarizing  the  features  of  this  economic  problem  it 
will  be  seen,  therefore,  not  only  that  it  is  practicable  from  an 
engineering  standpoint,  at  moderate  cost,  but  that  it  is  a  sub- 
ject which  will  commend  itself  to  the  financial  world  because 
of  the  large  tributary  population  and  traffic  in  sight — giving 
promise  of  handsome  returns  upon  the  capital  invested  and  a 
rapid  increase  of  business. 

Its  benefits  will  be  far-reaching,  as  they  are  not  limited  to 
the  immediate  terminals  of  the  route,  but  are  coextensive  Avith 
the  territory  interlaced  by  thousands  of  miles  of  railroads  and 
contiguous  waterway's,  affecting  mining,  manufacturing,  agri- 
cultural, milling  and  other  interests,  and  reducing  the  cost  both 
on  the  raw  material  and  manufactured  product ;  stimulating 

*The  cheaper  land  and  machinery  in  this  country  will  offset  the  cheap  labor  of 
Europe  in  compariug  estimates. 
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production,   increasing  freight  movement  and  benefiting  the 
entire  system  of  transportation  by  land  as  well  as  by  water. 

Railroads  vs.  Waterways. 

It  is  a  common  fallacy,  to  assume  that  waterways  in  compe- 
tition with  railways  are  injurious  to  the  latter,  and  it  has  re- 
cently been  affirmed  by  competent  authority,t  "  That  railways 
which  are  paying  dividends  are  running  in  competition  with 
water  in  every  case,"  e.  g.,  the  shares  of  the  Lake  Shore,  with 
the  cheapest  known  interior  water  competition  and  the  lowest 
rates,  are  quoted  at  $137,  par  $100. 

The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River,  parallel  with  the 
Erie  Canal,  is  at  or  about  par,  while  the  Erie  is  quoted  at  16^, 
.although  it  is  a  shorter  line  by  19  miles,  between  the  same 
terminals,  but  has  no  parallel  water  route.  The  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford,  competing  with  the  Sound  traffic, 
reaches  $195^^  bid. 

The  construction  of  the  Delaware  and  Raritan  and  the  en- 
largement of  the  Chesapeake  and  Delaware  Canals,  would  also 
stimulate  a  large  Southern  lumber  business  by  the  inside  route, 
£is  it  would  save  one  or  more  rehandlings,  reduce  rates  of  in- 
surance and  give  prompt  delivery.  It  would  facilitate  the 
interchange  of  Eastern  granite,  ice,  lumber  and  goods  with 
the  coal,  bricks,  machinery,  cereals  and  cotton  of  the  West  and 
South,  and  would  augment  the  tonnage  of  the  railroads  of  the 
peninsulas  separating  the  great  bays  of  our  Atlantic  coast 
line. 

Although  the  project  is  nearly  a  century  old,  there  has 
never  been  a  time  when  all  the  conditions  were  so  favorable ; 
labor  is  abundant  and  cheap,  interest  rates  low,  machinery 
well  advanced  and  perfected  for  rapid  work,  the  right  of  way 
is  in  almost  a  primitive  condition  and  unencumbered,  the  pro- 
ject well  exploited  and  the  population  and  traffic  ample  to  jus- 
tify the  completion  on  a  successful  financial  basis.  Under 
these  conditions  it  is  estimated  that  the  work  could  be  com- 
pleted in  four  yeai'S  from  the  date  of  securing  the  franchises 
if  controlled  by  an  intelligent  and  energetic  management. 

The  practical  difficulty  in  the  way  of  the  consummation  of 
this  project  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  Government  controls 
the  approaches,  as  also  those  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Delaware 

t  Deep  Water  Convention,  Toronto,  1S94,  L.  E.  Cooley,  C.  E. 
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Canals,  and  that  a  twenty-feet  channel  would  not  pass  the 
largest  of  our  battle-ships. 

Some  stress  has  been  laid  upon  the  revenue  to  be  derived 
from  the  lesser  channel  at  its  smaller  capitalization  of 
$14,000,000  as  being  much  the  more  practicable  of  the  two 
projects,  promising  greater  returns  as  a  corporate  enterprise. 
It  would  accommodate  nearly  all  the  vessels  now  in  the  coast- 
wise service,  while  the  additional  traffic  to  be  secured  by  the 
larger  project  would  not  justify  the  additional  outlay  (nearly 
$10,000,000)  by  a  private  corporation. 

Should  the  20-feet  canal  be  built  by  local  interests,  there 
would  seem  to  be  no  reasonable  doubt  as  to  the  possibility  of 
the  Government  being  induced  to  create  equally  capacious 
channels  in  the  river  approaches  at  a  cost  of  about  one  million 
dollars. 

The  28-Feet  Free  Waterway. 

Unquestionably,  however,  it  would  be  far  better  for  all 
interests  if  the  United  States  would  at  an  early  date  inaugu- 
rate the  policy  so  long  and  earnestly  urged  by  her  most  en- 
lightened executive  officers,  civil,  army  and  navy,  to  make 
impregnable  her  bulwarks  and  stimulate  her  internal  com- 
merce by  the  construction  of  the  28-feet  or  even  oO-feet  chan- 
nel between  New  York  and  Washington,  and  thus  give  free 
passage  on  the  interior  defensive  lines  to  our  naval  vessels 
between  the  centres  of  wealth,  business  and  population,  now 
in  a  comparatively  defenseless  condition. 

As  such  a  waterway  would  be  a  public  highway  and  free  to 
t)ur  merchant  marine,  no  embargo  in  the  shape  of  tolls  would 
be  placed  upon  it,  and  hence  the  question  of  rates  and 
traffic  would  not  enter  into  the  problem,  but  the  country 
would  be  abundantly  reimbursed  for  the  outlay  by  the  reve- 
nues derived  from  a  greatly  augmented  commerce. 

It  is  stated  by  the  French  economists  that  the  benefits  con- 
ferred upon  that  Republic  by  the  expenditure  of  over  $700,- 
000,000  upon  her  system  of  free  canals  and  waterways,  is 
equivalent  to  an  annual  return  of  five  per  cent,  upon  this 
enormous  capital,  and  it  was  reported  by  the  Committee  on 
Commerce,  U.  S.  Senate  in  1892,  that  the  savings  on  trans- 
portation effected  by  the  St.  Mary's  canal  was  "  over  $100,- 
000,000  in  two  years."  The  same  report  states  ''  The  total 
expenditures  for  water  improvements  of  the  lakes  has  amounted 
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to  about  $30,000,000  or  approximately  one-fifth  of  the  annual 
saving  effected  in  transportation." 

Is  there  a  more  important  economic  problem  before  the 
country  than  the  improvement  of  her  waterways  and  the  pro- 
tection of  her  coastwise  cities  by  the  most  effective  defensive 
measures  possible  ?  One  that  will  at  least  treble  the  efficiency 
of  her  175,000,000  Navy. 

The  possibilities  of  this  route  for  strategic  purposes  are  un- 
rivaled in  the  world.  It  is  believed  that  this  result,  with  the 
enormous  interests  involved,  can  be  secured  by  concentration 
of  interests  for  the  desired  end. 

In  closing  this  report  my  acknowledgements  are  due  to  the 
members  of  the  corps  who  were  employed  upon  the  surveys 
and  in  the  office,  and  whose  names  are  appended,  for  their 
efficient  and  conscientious  service.

tion to  the  Court  and  a  jury  shall  be  appointed,  and  Ihis  jury 
shall  appraise  the  property  of  the  company  or  companies  op- 
erating in  such  municipality  and  its  franchises,  and  shall  fur- 
ther estimate  and  determine  what  amount  of  damage  has  been 
or  may  be  sustained  by  such  corporations,  and  the  total  of 
such  values  and  damages  the  City  must  pay. 

And  Whereas,  If  this  Act  becomes  a  law,  it  will  forever 
settle  the  question  of  the  establishment  of  an  electric-light 
plant  in  this  City  for  street  lighting,  and  would  compel  the 
City  to  pay  electric  light  companies,  if  even  a  street  lighting:

Dear  Sir  : — Accompanying  please  find  draft  of  Ordinance 
to  ratify  the  action  of  the  Department  in  paving  the  widened 
portion  of  Fifty-second  street,  from  Girard  avenue  to  Warren 
street,  with  sheet  asphaltum,  which  I  submit  to  you  at  the 
suggestion  of  Asst.  City  Solicitor  Lavis  for  introduction  in 
Oouncils. 

Attached  hereto,  please  find  copy  of  the  communication  of 
the  Asst.  City  Solicitor  relative  to  this  matter. 

It  appears  that  the  ordinance  of  April  9,  1894,  authorized 
the  repaving  of  the  street  only,  and  not  the  paving  of  the 
widened  portion  ;  also  the  ordinance,  as  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  authorizing  the  street  to  be  repaved  with  Belgian 
blocks.     The  certified  copy  on  file  in  this  office  shows  tliat 
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the  street  was  authorized  to  be  repaved  with  sheet  asphaltum. 
In  order  to  ratify  the   action   of  the  Department   in   paving 
this  street  on  the  widened  portions  with  sheet  asphaltum,  it  is 
necessary  that  this  ordinance  should  be  passed.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reference  to  the  matter  of  repaying  Fifty- 
second  street  from  Girard  avenue  to  Warren  street,  about 
Avhich  I  saw  you  yesterday,  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
case  of  the  City  to  the  use  of  O'Rourke  vs.  Hays,  reported  in 
93  Pa.  St.,  page  72.  This  was  a  writ  of  Sci.  Fa.,  issued  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  the  use  of  O'Rourke  on  a  muni- 
cipal claim  for  paving  on  Lehigh  avenue,  said  paving  having 
been  done  pursuant  to  a  certain  ordinance.  The  owner  of  the 
property  against  which  the  lien  was  hied,  set  up  the  plea- 
that  the  Department  of  Highways  was  only  authorized  to  enter 
into  a  contract  for  said  paving  '  for  a  portion  of  which  the 
claim  upon  which  this  suit  has  been  brought  was  filed,'  with  a 
paver,  or  pavers,  to  be  selected  by  a  majority  of  the  property 
owners  fronting  on  Lehio-h  avenue,  between  Richmond 
street  and  Frankford  road.  The  defendant  avers,  in  fact, 
was  not  when  he  applied  to  the  said  Department  of  High- 
ways for  a  contract  to  do  the  said  paving  and  when  the 
contract  was  awarded  him,  a  paver,  'selected  by  a  majority 
of  the  property  owners  fronting  on  Lehigh  avenue,  between 
Richmond  street  and  Frankford  road. 

To  the  defence  set  up  by  the  defendant,  plaintiff  filed  the 
following  replication  :  "  That  nothing  therein  contained  bars 
a  recovery  for  the  work  done  as  in  said  claim  set  foith,  be- 
cause that  by  an  Ordinance  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  ap- 
proved December  3,  1878,  it  is  expressly  provided  that  '  all 
contracts  for  paving  streets  entered  into  by  the  Department 
of  Highways  under  which  work  has  been  done  under  resolution 
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or  ordinance  authorizing  the  same,  be,  and  the  same  are, 
hereby  ratified  and  approved,'  and  this  plaintiff  is  ready  tO' 
verify." 

Judgment  was  rendered  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  for  amount 
of  said  paving.  The  opinion  of  the  Court  was  as  follows  : 
"In  the  case  in  hand,  the  agent  exceeded  its  authority,  but 
as  the  contract  "v\as  one  which  the  City  might  have  author- 
ized, it  could  waive  the  irregularity,  and  adopt  that  contract 
after  it  was  made.  The  question  of  adoption,  however,  as  we 
have  already  said,  was  one  exclusively  for  the  City,  and  with 
which  the  citizen  had  nothing  to  do.  That  the  cost  of  the 
work  is  to  be  assessed  on  his  property  does  not  alter  the 
case."  The  doubt  and  obscurity  arise  only,  in  use  claims, 
when  we  treat  these  paving  contracts  as  somehow  made  with 
or  for  the  lot  owner,  and  therefore  requiring  his  ratification 
for  its  validity." 

Mr.  Frank  Smith  assured  me  that  he  would  take  up  the 
preparation  of  the  Ordinance  to  ratify  the  work  done  by  the 
Vulcanite  Paving  Co.  immediately.  Will  you-  kindly  have 
Mr.  Smith  take  up  the  preparation  of  this  Ordinance  with  a 
view  of  all  the  facts  relating  to  this  matter,  especially  to  the 
kind  of  paving  which  was  done.  Will  you  kindly  com- 
municate with  me  in  reference  to  the  matter  at  your  earliest 
convenience  ?  It  is  extremely  urgent  that  this  Ordinance  be 
presented  to  Councils  at  the  earliest  possible  day. 

I  beg  to  say  also  that  I  had  conferred  with  the  Director 
of  Public  Works  ofiice  previously  to  seeing  you,  and  if,  when 
the  Ordinance  is  prepared,  you  will  submit  it  to  them  for  dis- 
cussion, I  will  be  very  glad.

AN    ORDINANCE 

To  ratify  the  action  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(Bureau  of  Highways)  in  paving  the  widened  portion  of 
Fifty-second  street,  between  Girard  avenue  and  Warren 
street. 

Whereas,  by  Ordinance  of   April   9,  1894,  Fifty-second 
street,  from  Girard  avenue  to  Warren  street,  was  authorized 
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to  be  rppaved  with  granite,  Pennsylvania  or  Lambertville 
blocks,  and  after  due  advertisement,  contract  was  awarded  to  the 
Vulcanite  Paving  Company,  to  repave  said  street  with  sheet 
asphaltum,  and  the  said  street  having  been  widened  to  its  full 
width  by  proceedings  had  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions, 
and  the  propert}^  owners  having  received  damages  for  said 
widening,  it  became  necessary  to  pave  the  widened  portion  of 
the  street  simultaneously  with  the  repaving  of  the  street  within 
the  old  Imes  ;  therefore 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  action  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Highways,  in  paving  the  widened 
portion  of  Fifty-second  street,  from  Girard  avenue  to  Warren 
street  with  sheet  asphaltum,  simultaneously  with  the  repaving 
of  the  street  as  authorized  by  Ordinance  of  April  9,  1894, 
foe  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified  and  approved.

nance, and  ask  its  passage.  The  report  of  the  Sub-Committee 
is  hereto  appended.

To  the  Chairman  and  INlembers  of  the  Highway  Committee. 

Gentlemen: — Your  sub- committee  appointed  to  consider 
the  within  ordinance  of  the  Pneumatic  Transit  Company  beg 
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leave  to  report:  The  company  appeared  before  your  commit- 
tee by  its  President,  William  J.  Kelly,  and  its  Solicitor,  R. 
Alexander,  and  among  other  facts  submitted  the  following  : 

The  Pneumatic  Transit  Company  during  the  winter  of 
1892-93  laid  tubes  on  Chestnut  street  between  the  main  Post 
Office  at  Ninth  street  and  the  sub-Post  Office  323  Chestnut 
street.  Since  the  1st  of  March,  1893,  the  pneumatic  system 
has  been  in  daily  and  constant  use  between  the  two  offices — 
during  this  time  millions  of  letters  have  been  quickly  and 
safely  conveyed,  and  Postmaster  Carr  reported  to  the  Post- 
master General  "  Without  an  accident  of  any  kind."  Its 
work  is  most  efficient  and  more  is  realized  than  was  promised, 
meeting  all  requirements  of  the  Government  and  being  a  won- 
derful help  to  the  money  centre  of  the  City  in  the  quick  dis- 
patch of  mails. 

The  working  of  the  system  has  been  highly  endorsed  by 
Hon.  John  Wanamaker,  when  Postmaster  General,  by  John 
Field,  Esq.,  when  Postmaster  of  Philadelphia,  and  by  Wm. 
Wilkins  Carr,  Esq.,  present  Postmaster  of  Philadelphia. 

Mr.  Carr,  in  his  report  to  the  Department  at  Washington, 
in  speaking  of  the  rapidity  of  delivery  says:  "  Practically  it 
may  be  said  that  the  letter  mailed  in  the  east  Chestnut  street 
station  is  in  fact  mailed  at  the  central  office.  That  is  to  say, 
it  would  be  stamped  and  cased  at  about  the  same  moment  of 
time  It  may  be  said  without  hesitatation  that  this  system  is 
of  advantage  to  the  postal  system." 

And  in  speaking  of  the  capacity  of  the  tube  (which  is  6|- 
in.  inside  diameter)  for  work  he  says : 

"As  the  time  lock  on  the  tube  is  now  arranged,  at  a  fair 
estimate  a  carrier  could  be  sent  from  the  east  Chestnut  street 
station  every  ten  seconds  or  six  carriers  in  each  minute  or 
360  per  hour,  which  would  be  at  the  rate  of  54,000  letters 
per  hour  if  each  carrier  had  an  average  of  150  letters  each 
trip.  It  is  stated  the  number  of  carriers  sent  through  the 
tube  can  be  increased  without  danger  of  accident  to  ten  per 
minute,  Avhich  would  give  a  capacity  for  about  90,000  letters 
per  hour,  and  an  experiment  with  this  result  was  made  from 
this  office." 

The   system   has  been  further  endorsed  by  J.  Lowry  Bell, 

formerl}'-  Second  i\ssistant  Postmaster  General,  and  by  Gen- 

Nedson,   the  present   Second  Assistant  Postmaster  General, 

also  by    Col.   Frye,   U.  S.  Engineer  of  the  Treasury  Dept.,

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Washington,  and  by  the  representatives  of  the  Associated 
Board  of  Trade  of  Boston,  Mass.,  and  at  a  meeting  composed 
of  the  representatives  of  twenty-three  organizations  represent- 
ing 3,500  business  firms,  the  committee  which  had  examined 
the  Pneumatic  Transit  System  in  operation  in  Philadelphia 
recommended  and  their  recommendation  was  unaimously 
adopted  by  the  Board  favoring  the  pneumatic  tubes  for  the 
transmission  of  first-class  matter  to  and  from  the  various  postal 
stations,  and  that  the  Board  at  the  earliest  practical  moment 
petition  the  U.  S.  postal  authorities  for  the  introduction  of  the 
system  in  Boston,  and  that  the  City  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  grant  permission  to  any  pneumatic  transit  company  to  open 
its  streets  for  the  introduction  of  conduits. 

There  is  a  substantial,  respectable  company  at  the  back  of 
the  enterprise,  the  names  of  a  large  number  of  the  stockholders 
being  freely  submitted  to  us  by  its  President.  We  have  the 
assurance  of  ample  capital  to  complete  the  system,  and  we  be- 
lieve the  work  already  done  by  the  company  is  a  guarantee 
of  their  ability  to  carry  out  what  they  undertake. 

The  object  of  the  company  is  to  lay  their  tubes  to  carry 
packages  and  parcels  from  large  stores  to  our  citizens  at  small 
cost,  also  to  connect  with  various  sub-stations  and  transmit 
first-class  mail  matter.  In  short,  the  purpose  of  the  company 
is  a  commendable  one  which  in  many  ways  will  add  to  the 
convenience  and  comfort  of  our  citizens. 

Long  lines  of  pneumatic  tubes  have  been  in  successful 
operation  in  London,  Paris  and  Berlin  for  years  past.  This 
fact  and  the  knowledge  that  the  company  in  question  has 
operated  its  system  in  this  City  successfully  for  more  than 
two  years  proved  that  transportation  by  pneumatics  is  not  an 
experiment. 

In  view  of  these  considerations  your  Committee  have  de- 
cided to  report  the  ordinance  with  a  favorable  recommenda- 
tion.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the   Pneumatic   Transit   Company  to  lay  tubes, 
with   branches,  switches   and  electrical   conductors,  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 
Section  1.    The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 

of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Pneumatic  Transit  Com- 
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pany  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  and  maintain  pneumatic* 
tubes  or  pipes,  and  to  lay  with  said  tubes  or  pipes  electrical 
conductors  for  the  uses  of  said  company  in  any  street  or  high- 
way in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  said  company  shall 
have  the  right  to  lay  and  maintain  branches  or  connections 
with  the  main  tubes  connecting  said  tubes  with  the  United 
States  Post  Office,  and  with  buildings  and  places  of  business 
along  the  lines  thereof,  for  the  transmission  of  mail  matter 
and  packages,  messages,  merchandise,  and  for  other  commercial 
purposes  :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  as  granting  a  right  to  use  the  highways  for  any 
other  business  than  that  of  transmitting  mail  matter,  messages, 
parcels,  etc.,  through  pneumatic  tubes. 

And  said  company  shall  also  have  the  right  to  construct  the 
switches  and  appliances,  branches,  manholes,  etc.,  necessary  in 
the  operation  and  management  of  said  system. 

The  said  tubes,  branches,  connections,  switches  and  other 
parts  shall  be  laid  and  constructed  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  to  be  approved  by  the  Director  of  said  depart- 
ment, and  the  said  company  shall,  in  each  case  where  the 
streets  are  torn  up,  restore  the  streets  to  the  same  condition 
in  which  they  are  found.  The  work  of  laying  said  conduits 
herein  authorized  shall  be  begun  within  twelve  months  after 
the  approval  of  thi?  ordinance,  and  completed  within  five  years 
from  said  approval,  after  which  time  the  right  to  occupy  streets 
not  already  actually  occupied  shall  cease  and  determine.  The 
granting  of  this  right  to  the  said  company  shall,  however,  noc 
be  construed  as  giving  them  the  exclusive  use  of  any  street  for 
the  purpose  of  laying  conduits  therein. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  said  company  shall  break  a  street  or 
alley  on  which  an  improved  pavement  has  been  laid,  they  shall 
repair  the  same  under  specifications  of  the  Departmcn  of 
Public  Works,  and  keep  it  in  repair  for  ten  years  :  Provided^ 
Where  it  is  necessary  to  break  a  street  paved  with  an  improved 
pavement  occupied  by  a  street  passenger  railway  company, 
they  shall  pay  into  the  City  treasury  the  price  paid  by  the 
City  to  its  contractor  for  repairing  such  pavement  for  each 
square  yard  of  pavement  broken,  and  five  per  cent,  in  addition 
thereto  for  inspection,  and  shall  be  at  no  further  cost  and  ex- 
pense on  account  thereof 

Whenever  said  company  shall  break  a  sidewalk  of  a  street, 
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they  shall  repair  the  same  in  an  improved  manner,  and  keep 
it  in  repair  for  three  years. 

Whenever  said  company  shall  break  a  street  not  already 
laid  with  an  improved  pavement,  and  not  occupied  by  a  street 
passenger  railway,  the  road  bed  of  which  street  between  curbs 
is  not  more  than  12  feet,  they  shall  relay  same  with  an  im- 
proved pavement  under  specifications  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  rights  shall  vest  under  this  ordinance 
the  said  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor, 
to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  provisions  of  any  ordinance 
or  resolution  that  may  hereafter  be  passed  by  Councils  impos- 
ing a  reasonable  tax  or  license  fee  upon  the  business  or  opera- 
tions of  said  company,  and  shall  also  enter  into  an  agreement 
to  deliver  all  suitable  matter  for  the  departments  of  the  City 
Government  free  of  charge  to  the  City. 

Sect.  4.  Before  any  work  shall  be  done  under  this  ordinance 
the  said  company  shall  file  with  the  Mayor  its  bond  in  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  in  form  to  be  approved 
by  the  City  Solicitor,  conditioned  that  it  will  indemnify  the 
City  and  owners  of  property  against  any  and  all  damages 
caused  by  the  construction  or  operation  of  its  work,  and  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  all  the  provisions  and  agreements 
of  this  ordinance  and  with  the  provisions 'of  an  ordinance  ap- 
plicable thereto,  approved  the  fifth  day  of  August,  188(J,  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  construction  of  under- 
ground Avires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables  and  tubes 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  and  all  ordinances  passed  or  to 
be  passed  relating  to  the  use,  occupation  and  repair  of  streets 
by  companies  laying  conduits  of  any  kind  thereunder,  and 
shall  also  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars  for  printing  this  ordinance.

To  authorize  the  immediate  opening  of  a  portion  of  the  Alms- 
house ground,  set  apart  for  park  purposes  by  the  ordinance 
approved  July  6,  1883,  for  public  use  as  a  park  and  for 
a  museum,  and  conveying  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Philadelphia  Museums  in  trust  for  the  purposes 
herein  set  forth. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  as  much  of  the  Almshouse 
grounds  which  was  set  apart  for  public  park  purposes  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  ordinance  approved  July  6,  1883,  as  is 
described  as  follows :  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  northeast 
side  of  Cleveland  avenue,  100  feet  Avide,  as  the  same  is  pro- 
posed to  be  laid  out  on  the  revised  plan  of  the  City,  at  ihe 
distance  40  feet  and  \  inch  northwest  from  the  northwest  line 
of  property  of  the  Philadelphia  and  West  Chester  Railroad, 
and  extending  thence  along  the  northeast  side  of  the  said 
Cleveland  avenue,  north  4°  23'  19.4"  west  92  feet  2|  inches 
to  a  point ;  thence  along  a  line  parallel  with  Vintage  avenue 
and  279  feet  3|  inches  southeast  from  the  northwest  side 
thereof  north  61°  28' 36"  east  1,551  feet  1|  inches  to  a  point 
in  the  southwest  side  of  a  certain  46-feet  wide  lane,  known  as 
Blockley  lane  ;  thence  along  the  southwest  side  of  the  said 
Blockley  lane  south  48°  59'  30"  east  248  ^  inches  to  a 
point  in  the  northwest  side  of  a  proposed  40-feet  wide  drive 
to  be  laid  out  along  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia  and  "West 
Chester  Railroad ;  thence  along  the  northwest  side  of    the 
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said  proposed  drive  the  following  coarses  and  distances  thereof, 
viz.  :  south  42°  38'  55. 5"  west  2  feet  1|  inches  to  a  point, 
thence  south  58°  26'  25"  west  34  feet  5f  inches  to  a  point, 
thence  south  61°  15'  24.7"  west  1,022  feet  5^  inches  to  a 
point,  thence  south  68°  37'  50"  west  57  feet  lOf  inches  to  a 
point,  thence  south  70°  08'  50"  west  79  feet  llf  inches  to 
a  point,  thence  south  70°  38'  19"  west  111  feet  2|  inches  to 
a  point,  thence  south  76°  55'  59"  Avest  97  feet  f  inch  to  a 
point,  thence  south  77°  26'  21"  west  101  feet  2f  inches  to  a 
point,  thence  south  78°  41'  11"  west  96  feet  f  inch  to  a  point, 
thence  south  83°  36'  30"  west  94  feet  11^  inches  to  a  point 
in  the  northeast  side  of  the  aforesaid  Cleveland  avenue  and 
place  of  beginning,  containing  eight  acres  of  ground,  more  or 
less,  shall  be  forthwith  opened  to  use  as  a  public  park  forever. 
Sect.  2.  Whereas,  The  City  of  Philadelphia  has  come  into 
possession  of  certain  collections  of  great  extent  and  value 
which  have  been  presented  to  the  City  by  various  foreign 
governments  upon  the  pledge  that  said  collections  shall  be 
suitably  cared  for  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ;  and  whereas, 
by  Ordinance  approved  the  loth  day  of  June,  1894, 
there  was  created  a  Board  of  Trustees  for  establishing  public 
museums  to  whose  custody  the  aforementioned  collections 
w^ere  consigned  with  instruction  to  secure  funds  and  a  suitable 
site  for  museum  buildings  to  accommodate  said  collections,  the 
present  Ordinance  provides  that  the  portion  of  the  Alms- 
house ground  described  above  in  Section  1  shall  be  entrusted 
to  said  Board  of  Trustees  as  a  site  for  the  museum  buildings  to 
accommodate  said  collections :  Provided,  That  the  said  grounds 
and  said  museum  buildings  thereon  to  be  erected  shall  be  for- 
ever open  to  the  free  access  of  the  public  at  all  times  forever

Gentlemen  : — Your  Sub-Committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
a  petition  of  property  owners  and  the  ordinance  asking  for  an 
appropriation  to  purchase  a  tract  of  land  in  the  Twenty-third 
Ward,  respectfully  report  that  they  do  not  think  it  wise  at  this 
time  to  recommend  an  appropriation,  but  think  it  would  be 
judicious  to  place  the  property  on  the  City  plan  at  the  present 
time,  so  as  to  secure  it  for  a  small  park  for  the  future.  The 
territory  is  being  rapidly  built  up,  and  it  would  be  difBcult  in 
the  future  to  provide  a  place  as  desirable  as  the  one  here 
proposed.  There  are  already  buildings  on  the  property  which 
would  have  to  be  removed,  but  one  of  the  largest  owners  of  the 
property  is  willing  to  obligate  himself  to  remove  these  build- 
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ings  before  the  City  shall  have  taken  final  possession,  and 
allowing  an  estimate  of  $5,000  for  the  same.  The  property 
at  the  present  time,  in  its  comparatively  unimproved  state,  is- 
assessed  at  $39,500,  while  an  improvement  is  noAV  being- 
made,  which  would  probably  make  an  additional  assessment 
of  between  $3,000  and  $4,000.  As  the  property  is  ripe  for 
improvements,  a  limit  of  $75,000  seems  to  your  Committee 
very  reasonable,  and  it  is  chiefly  on  account  of  the  evident 
improbability  of  the  City  ever  securing  a  tract  of  four  acres- 
in  this  vicinity  on  these  terms  that  your  Sub- Committee  has 
been  led  to  recommend  the  amended  ordinance  as  submitted 
herewith.

The  facts  in  the  case  are  as  follows  :  The  appro- 
priation made  to  the  Commissioners  by  Councils  for  the  pres- 
ent year  for  the  fitting  up  of  these  rooms,  together  with  those 
to  be  occupied  by  the  Prothonotary  of  Common  Pleas,  has 
practically  been  exhausted  in  the  work  of  fitting  up  ready  to 
receive  the  furniture,  and  the  Commissioners  are  without 
funds  to  provide  for  the  proper  furnishing  of  the  Court  rooms 
and  their  appurtenant  offices,  as  also  the  rooms  of  the  Pro- 
thonotary of  Common  Pleas,  etc.

proved by  the  Mayor,  May  21,  1895. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Ouuncils  of  the  Qity 
of  Philaddphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
borrow  from  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders  at  not  less  than 
par,  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a 
sum  or  sums  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the 
sum  of  one  million  two  hundred  thousand  (1,200,000)  dollars, 
for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  second  section  of  this  ordin- 
ance. 

Sect.  2.  The  proceeds  or  moneys  raised  and  arising  from 
the  loan  authorized  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  the  redemption  and  payment  of  the  temporary 
loan  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
May  21,  1895,  and  for  no  other  purposes  whatever. 
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Sect.  3.  Interest  on  the  loan  hereby  authorized,  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  3  per  centum  per  annum,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
City  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of  the  months  of  January 
and  July,  at  the  office  of  the  fiscal  agent  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delpliia.  The  principal  of  the  said  loan  shall  be  divided  in 
twenty  series  of  sixty  thousand  (60,000)  dollars  each,  alpha- 
betically arranged,  and  each  series  shall  be  paid  annually  on 
the  31st  day  of  December  at  the  said  office  until  the  whole 
loan  shall  be  paid,  commencing  with  series  ''A,"  which  shall 
be  paid  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1905.  Certificates  of  • 
said  loan  shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  in  sums  of  one  hundred 
(100)  dollars  each,  as  the  lenders  may  require,  and  it  shall  be 
expressed  in  said  certificates  that  the  principal  therein  men- 
tioned and  the  interest  thereof  are  payable  in  lawful  money 
of  the  United  States  of  America  and  free  of  all  taxes. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  the  loan  authorized  by  this  ordinance 
shall  be  creatad  there  shall  be  thereafter  annually  appropri- 
ated out  of  the  moneys  raised  by  taxation  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  loan,

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  running  and  stopping  of  electric  cars  in  front 
of  public  school-houses  while  in  session,  and  the  near  side 
of  all  main  streets  within  the  built-up  portion  of  the  City. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
passenger  railway  company  operating  in  the  said  City  to  run 
any  car  propelled  by  electricity  between  the  hours  of  8  A.  M. 
and  5  P.  M.,  at  a  greater  rate  speed  than  six  miles  an  hour 
over  a  distance  of  gne  hundred  and  fifty  feet  on  either  side, 
and  in  front  of  any  public  school  while  in  session. 
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Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  (Bureau  of  Police),  to  instruct  the  police  on  duty 
where  public  schools  are  situated  to  time  the  speed  of  the 
cars  as  set  forth  in  Section  1,  at  least  once  a  day,  so  as  to 
become  familiarized  with  the  rate  of  speed,  and  to  report  the 
same  to  his  superior  officer,  and  in  addition  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  officer  on  the  beat  to  note  down  the  number  of 
the  car,  the  time  and  the  rate  of  speed  as  set  forth  in  Section 
1,  when  any  violation  of  this  ordinance  occurs,  and  to  make 
report  of  the  same.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  motorman 
to  fail  to  stop  the  car  under  his  charge  on  the  near  side  of  all 
main  streets  within  the  built-up  portion  of  the  City.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  to  prosecute 
all  violations  of  this  ordinance  on  the  evidence  thus  obtained. 

Sect.  3.  The  penalty  for  a  violation  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  twenty  (20)  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be 
collected  as  now  provided  by  law  for  violation  of  City  Ordi- 
nances.

Gentlemen: — In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  Assembly,  approved  June  11, 1879,  I  herewith  furnish 
a  statement  in  detail  of  the  estimated  receipts,  expenditures, 
assets  and  liabilities  of  every  description  for  the  five  months 
of  the  current  year  from  August  1  to  December  31,  1895, 
and  for  the  next  fiscal  year  commencing  January  1,  1896,  to 
which  have  been  added  the  usual  computation  for  the  tax  rate 
in  accordance  with  the  first  section  of  said  Act. 

Expenses  and  Lawful  Obligations. 

The  total  estimated  expenses  of  the  City  for  the  year  1896 
amounts  to  $36,686,372.98,  in  which  are  embraced  the  lawful 
obligations  aggregating  |4,978,118.00.  The  latter  consists 
of  interest  due  on  the  funded  debt,  State  tax  on  City  loans, 
seventeenth  series  of  the  4  per  cent,  loan,  sinking  fund  and 
the  estimated  amount  required  to  meet  the  payment  of  man- 
damuses, executions  ;  all  of  which  must  be  provided  for  before 
the  appropriations  are  made  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
various  departments. 

The  estimated  requirements  for  1896  of  the  several  depart- 
ments and  bureaus  of  the  City,  forwarded  this  department 
and  set  forth  in  this  statement,  are  in  excess  of  the  amount 
provided  for  by  appropriation  for  1895,  owing  principally  to 
the  imperative  demands  for  improvements  by  the  Bureaus  of 
Highways,  Surveys,  Water  and  Gas,  and  additional  school 
facilities  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education.    . 

Allusion  should  here  be  made  to  the  items  of  school  moneys 
still  outstanding  against  the  Commonwealth,  which  in  settle- 
ment by  the  State  authorities  with  the  City  Treasurer,  on 
December  7,  1893,  of  the  amounts  in  dispute  with  the  former 
City  Treasurer,  were  omitted.  This  appropriation  to  the 
schools  in  the  years  1890  and  1891  of  |445,428.23,  is  due 
the  City,  and  I  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your 
Honorable  Bodies  to  the  fact  that  with  proper  action  a  settle- 
ment of  this  might  be  looked  for.

The  extraordinary  increase  in  the  payments  of  writs  by 
mandamus  during  1894  over  preceding  years  compelled  the 
setting  aside  by  this  Department  of  an  amount  for  1895, 
which  was  considered  ample  to  meet  all  demands  during  the 
year  from  that  source.  This  amount,  |1, 250,000  has  been 
exceeded  during  the  seven  months  just  closed,  by  $325,402.40. 
The  payments  during  the  latter  portion  of  this  time  however 
have  shown  a  most  decided  falling  oif  to  July  31,  constraining 
me  to  indulge  the  hope  that  in  the  additional  $700,000  herein 
set  aside  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  there  may  be  found 
more  than  a  sufficient  amount  to  meet  the  requirements  during 
that  period.

I  have  also  set  aside  with  the  lawful  obligations  for  1896 
the  sum  of  $1,500,000  towards  the  payment  of  mandamus 
executions  for  that  year,  and  beg  to  recommend  to  your 
Honorable  Bodies  the  advisability  of  enacting  adequate  legis- 
lation wherewith  to  check  this  growing  exhaust  of  the  city 
resources. 

Merging  Balances. 

The  amount  of  $300,000  has  been  deducted  from  the  esti- 
mated liabilities  on  the  fifth  page  of  this  statement,  as  the 
sum  of  the  appropriations  that  will  probably  merge  into  the 
general  '•^sh  balance  on  December  31,  1895. 

This  amount  should  be  much  greater  in  view  of  the  large 
balances  found  at  the  close  of  each  year  not  used,  but  which. 
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are  prevented  from  merging  and  thus  made  available  for  more 
urgent  demands  by  the  insertion  of  a  proviso  to  that  effect  in 
the  appropriation  ordinance. 

The  adoption  of  this  method  of  tying  up  unused  appropria- 
tions has  been  deprecated  in  the  past  through  the  annual 
statements  emanating  from  this  Department,  and  I  desire  to 
reiterate  the  opinion  thus  expressed  of  the  prejudicial  effects 
produced  by  a  continuance  of  the  system. 

Funded  Debt. 

The  amount  of  the  funded  debt  redeemable  in  1895  was 
$7,109,200.  Of  this,  $6,103,300  was  redeemed  in  advance 
on  December  31,  last,  and  $605,900  to  August  1,  leaving  the 
balance  $400,000  of  the  4  per  cent,  loan  already  provided 
for,  to  be  redeemed  December  31,  next.

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  City  securities  held  by 
the  sinking  fund,  amounting  to  $20,670,650,  are  by  a  de- 
cision of  the  Supreme  Court,  no  longer  to  be  considered  as  a 
part  of  the  debt  of  the  City. 
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Deficit. 

The  result  of  the  comparative  estimates  of  assets  and  liabil- 
ities of  the  year  to  December  31,  1895,  discloses  a  deficit  of 
$749,367.79. 

This  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  is  based  mainly  upon  esti- 
mated figures  of  receipts  and  expenditures  which  the  actual 
results  at  the  close  of  the  year  may  materially  alter. 

In  order  to  meet  what  may  be  found  to  be  an  actual  deficit 
by  reason  of  a  falling  off  in  the  estimated  receipts  and  to 
obviate  the  necessity  of  scaling  down  the  appropriations  to 
the  Departments  which  would  be  made  prior  to  the  closing  of 
the  books  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  December  31,  I  have 
considered  it  proper  to  deduct  this  deficit  from  the  amount 
subject  to  appropriation  for  1896. 

In  the  following  will  be  seen  a  concise  arrangement  of  the 
receipts  and  lawful  obligations  due,  with  the  amount  reported 
subject  to  appropriation  for  the  coming  year,  which  amount 
exceeds  that  reported  one  year  ago  under  a  tax  rate  of  $1.85,

Tax  Rate. 

By  a  reference  to  the  exhibit  of  the  various  rates,  to  be 
found  on  page  6,  under  the  heading  of  "  Limit  of  City 
Expenses  for  1896,"  it  will  be  observed  that  to  furnish  the 
departments  with  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  their  estimates 
of  expenditures,  would  require  the  establishment  of  a  tax  rate 
of  $3.32  per  $100.00  upon  the  assessed  valuation  tor  1896. 

It  is  perhaps  unfair  to  expect  that  one  rate  of  taxation  can 
be  established  and  remain  a  fixture,  notwithstanding  frequent 
changes  or  conditions,  for  all  time ;  and  yet,  the  uniformity  of 
a  rate  of  taxation,  long  continued  and  generally  accepted  as 
ours  has  been  for  the  past  twelve  years,  presents  many  advan- 
tages in  favor  of  its  retention. 

A  rate  so  familiar  that  it  enables  those  interested  in  the 
transactions  of  real  estate,  the  house-owner  as  well  as  the 
moneyed  institutions,  among  whose  assets  the  mortgage  is  the 
favorite  investment,  to  more  readily  arrive  at  the  costs  and 
values  of  taxable  properties. 

Any  attempt  to  adopt  the  rate  of  $3.32  per  $100.00  above 
referred  to,  in  order  to  meet  the  full  amount  of  the  estimates, 
would  be  insuperably  difficult  in  the  nature  of  things.  Its 
impracticability  is  beyond  question. 
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Under  the  circumstances,  therefore,  I  feel  justified  in  assum- 
ing that  in  the  wisdom  of  your  Honorable  Bodies  the  rate  of 
$1.85  per  $100.00  will  be  permitted  to  remain  in  accordance 
with  the  tax  rate  of  the  past  decade. 

The  increase  in  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property 
has  been  of  steady  growth  since  the  first  year  of  the  adoption 
of  the  $1.85  rate,  1883,  to  the  present  time.  The  amount 
yielded  in  that  year  upon  an  assessed  valuation  of  $571, 483,- 
255,  was  $10,177,619.66.  The  amount  yielded  for  1896 
upon  an  assessed  valuation  of  $801,028,552  is  $13,633,227.86. 
An  increase  in  valuation  during  that  time  of  $229,545,297.00 
and  in  the  amount  yielded,  at  that  rate,  of  $3,455,608.20.

Office  of  the  Mayor, 

Philadelphia,  September  S,  1895. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  return  without  my  approval 
attached  thereto  an  ordinance  entitled  -'An  Ordinance  to 
authorize  the  repaying  of  certain  streets,  the  construction  of 
sewers  and  the  laying  or  relaying  of  gas  or  water  pipe  therein, 
and  for  work  contingent  therewith." 

I  regret  that  thus  early  in  my  administration  I  am  com- 
pelled to  veto  an  ordinance  sent  to  me  by  your  Honorable 
Bodies. 

I  am  constrained  to  do  so  however  by  reasons  which  I 
trust  will  commend  themselves  to  you  upon  reflection. 

With  the  ordinance  which  I  thus  return  without  my  ap- 
proval came  an  ordinance  which  I  subsequently  approved, 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  out  of  loan 
authorized  by  ordinance  approved  by  the  Mayor,  June  18, 
1895,  to  certain  Items  in  the  annual  appropriations  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  (Bureau  of  City  Property), 
Department  of  Public  Works,  (Bureaus  of  Gas,  Highways, 
Surveys  and  Water.)  and  Board  of  Education  for  the  year 
1895."  This  ordinance  contains  an  Item  as  follows :  "Item 
28  (new)  for  improved  pavement  on  streets  not  occupied  by 
Passenger  Railways  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars.' 

In  the  main  this  ordinance  provides  for  work  much  needed 
by  the  City,  and  I  signed  it,  though  this  particular  item  did 
not  specially  commend  itself  to  my  judgment,  as  will  here- 
after appear. 

The  ordinance  which  I  have  vetoed  in  so  far  as  it  desig- 
nates the  streets  that  shall  be  paved,  is  open  to  the  objection 
that  your  Honorable  Bodies  have  exercised  functions  which, 
in  my  judgment,  are  vested  alone  in  the  Executive  Depart- 
ments of  the  City. 

The  objections  to  the  ordinance  returned  herewith  without 
my  approval  are  many  and  vital.  In  the  first  place  I  firmly 
believe  that  the  distribution  and  allotment  of  moneys   appro- 
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priated  by  Councils  for  laying  improved  pavement  in  this  City 
is  in  every  sense  Executive  work  and  not  Legislative,  and 
should  be  left  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  I  need 
not  add  of  course  that  it  will  be  my  pleasure  and  the  Director's 
at  all  times  to  listen  to  suggestions  from  the  members  of 
Councils  as  to  the  needs  of  their  localities. 

The  allotment,  of  moneys  by  Councils  as  provided  for  in 
the  ordinance  returned  herewith  does  not  work  to  the  advan- 
tage of  the  public,  and  the  study  of  the  ordinance  I  think 
will  prove  the  truth  of  my  assertion.  The  five  hundred 
thousand  (500,000)  dollars  are  divided  among  thirty-four  of 
the  thirty-seven  Wards  of  the  City.  In  some  cases  streets 
are  directed  to  be  repaved  for  a  distance  of  180  feet. 

Very  many  of  the  streets  upon  which  repaving  is  directed 
to  be  done  have  no  connection  with  any  work  heretofore  done, 
and  would  be  of  no  possible  benefit  to  any  one  except  the 
residents  in  the  houses  immediately  abutting  on  the  said 
streets.  No  general  scheme  of  repaving  with  the  end  in 
view  of  providing  continuous  improved  pavement  is  possible 
when  moneys  are  divided  on  this  plan. 

Five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars  is  a  considerable 
sum  for  improved  pavements ;  and  expended  in  paving  main 
highways,  or  in  connecting  pieces  of  paving  already  done, 
would  accomplish  a  vast  amount  of  good,  and  would  be  of 
great  advantage  to  the  entire  City  in  the  matter  of  travel. 
Divided  as  it  is  in  this  ordinance  you  will  agree  with  me  I 
am  sure  that  the  public,  as  a  whole,  is  not  benefited  as  it 
would  be  under  the  plan  above  suggested. 

There  are,  however,  other  objections.  One  Item  in  the 
ordinance  I  have  approved  provides  for  repaving  on  streets 
not  occupied  by  Passenger  Railways.  In  the  bill  which  I 
have  disapproved  I  find  that  Second  street  (west  side)  from 
Pine  street  to  South  street  is  directed  to  be  repaved.  This  is  a 
street  occupied  by  a  Passenger  Railway  Company,  and  under 
the  law  that  Company  is  bound  to  pave,  repave  and  maintain 
the  streets  occupied  by  its  tracks.  To  appropriate  the  City's 
money  tor  that  purpose  is  simply  to  do  that  which  the  Com- 
pany is  obliged  to  do  under  its  charter,  and  under  the  law, 
and  in  that  respect  the  ordinance,  in  my  judgment,  is  clearly 
illegal. 

Item  28,  in  the  ordinance  I  have  approved,  contains  this 
proviso :     ''  The  Director  of  Public  Works  may,  at  his  dis- 
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cretion,  require  the  Contractor  or  Contractors  to  enter  into  an 
agreement  to  keep  the  improved  pavements  in  good  order  and 
repair  for  ten  years."  In  the  bill  I  have  disapproved  it  is 
provided  that  "  The  condition  of  the  contracts  for  the  fore- 
going work  shall  be  that  the  Contractors  shall  enter  into  an 
obligation  Avith  the  City  to  keep  said  streets  in  good  repair 
for  five  years  after  the  work  is  finished." 

It  will  be  at  once  seen  that  there  is  a  grave  inconsistency 
in  this  particular,  and  that  one  ordinance  materially  modifies 
the  other. 

Another  most  important  objection  is  that  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  is  in  urgent  need  of  money  for  other  purposes, 
among  which  may  be  named  the  construction  of  a  receiver  at 
the  Point  Breeze  Gas  Works.  In  my  judgment,  and  in  that 
of  the  Director  and  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  this  is  absolutely 
necessary  both  for  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  Gas  Works 
as  a  whole  and  for  stability  of  supply  to  a  large  part  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

I  earnestly  hope  you  will  agree,  with  me  in  these  matters, 
and  that  you  will  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  transfer  from 
the  appropriation  of  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dol- 
lars in  the  ordinance  which  I  have  approved  the  sum  needed 
by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  this 
holder. 

Much  paving  has  been  done  in  Philadelphia,  and  much  is 
yet  to  be  done  by  the  Passenger  Railway  Companies.  Im- 
proved pavements  of  course  are  needed.  They  are  a  benefit 
to  the  public,  and  add  much  to  the  beauty  and  health  of  the 
City,  but  such  progress  in  this  direction  has  been  made  for 
two  or  three  years  past,  that  I  believe  it  will  be  to  the  interest 
of  the  City,  in  view  of  other  pressing  needs,  that  a  portion  of 
the  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars  be  devoted  to 
equally  important  and  necessary  improvements.

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  return  without  my  approval  an 
ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  to  pay  for  grading,  paving,  and  curb- 
ing in  front  of  non-assessable  property  during  the  year  1892." 

The  ordinance  provides  that  the  money  to  pay  for  the  work 
referred  to  shall  be  charged  against  Item  21  in  the  annual 
appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  year 
1895. 

I  find  that  there  is  no  Item  21  in  the  appropriation  to  that 
Department  as  such,  but  that  the  annual  appropriation  ordi- 
nance is  divided  into  sections  and  various  sums  appropriated 
to  the  several  Bureaus,  and  set  forth  in  certain  items  applying 
specifically  to  the  said  Bureaus. 

The  ordinance  is  therefore  indefinite  and  uncertain  in  its 
terms,  and  with  no  specific  direction  as  to  payment. 

I  regret  that  the  mistake  has  occurred,  but,  for  the  reasons 
above  named,  return  it  without  my  approval.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  transmit  for 
your  consideration  a  communication  from  Abraham  M.  Beitler, 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Satety,  in  relation  to 
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the  removal  of  overhead  wires  and  placing  them  underground, 
t(>gether  with  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Director  to  the  Citv 
Solicitor  asking  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Bell 
Telephone  Company  has  the  right  to  occupy  the  ducts  of  the 
American  Telegraph  and  Telephone  Company  or  to  put  down 
ducts  so  as  to  comply  with  the  ordinance  of  1882,  and  a  copy 
of  the  City  Solicitor's  opinion  thereon. 

The  matters  referred  to  in  the  Director's  communication 
raise  again  the  question,  for  your  consideration,  of  overhead 
or  underground  wires  through  this  City. 

The  action  of  Councils  evidenced  by  the  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  1882  and  by  subsequent  annual  appropriations  of 
considerable  sums  to  put  underground  the  City's  wires,  has 
committed  Philadelphia  irrevocably  to  the  "  underground  " 
system  as  against  the  "overhead." 

Where  a  few  years  ago  the  efforts  of  the  City  met  with 
almost  universal  opposition,  to-day  the  City's  determined 
attitude  has  wrought  a  change  of  sentiment,  so  that  of  late 
numerous  applications  have  been  made  to  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  for  permission  to  remove  the 
overhead  wires  and  place  them  underground. 

I  heartily  join  with  the  Director  in  his  request  that  you 
will  enact  some  legislation  which  will  make  it  easier  for  parties 
desiring  to  co-operate  with  the  City  in  this  direction  without 
being  compelled  to  go  to  Councils  for  the  necessary  permission 
to  bury  wires. 

While  I  have  no  desire  to  interfere  with  the  proper  exercise 
of  the  power  vested  in  Councils,  it  seems  to  me  it  would  be 
better  to  leave  this  responsible  work  to  the  sole  supervision  of 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  and  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors. 

With  regard  to  the  Bell  Company's  application  I  know 
that  it  has  been  before  Councils  in  one  shape  or  another  for 
some  time  past. 

I  simply  refer  the  matter  to  your  Honorable  Bodies  that 
you  may  be  advised  that  the  Company  has  expressed  its  will- 
ingness to  comply  with  the  ordinance  of  1882,  and  to  co-ope- 
rate with  the  City  in  the  burying  of  its  overhead  wires,  but 
unfortunately  is  without  legal  power  to  act  in  that  direction,

Dear  Sir  : — The  determined  policy  of  the  city  for  year& 
past  has  been  to  have  the  overhead  wires  removed  and  placed 
underground.  To  that  end  thousands  of  dollars  for  under- 
ground conduits  have  been  appropriated.  Councils,  thirteen 
years  ago  (by  the  ordinance  of  June  13th,  1882),  provided 
that  "  Prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  1885,  ail  poles  and 
wires  erected  for  telephone,  telegraph  and  electric  light  pur- 
poses by  firms,  corporations  and  persons  other  than  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  removed  from  the  streets  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia." 

This  ordinance  has  never  been  repealed.  The  ordinance  of 
1882,  however,  was  but  a  piece  of  paper  legislation.  It  vested 
no  power  in  anybody  to  see  to  its  enforcement,  nor  did  it  give 
authority  to  the  "firms,  corporations  or  persons"  having 
wires  overhead  to  place  them  underground.  Strictly  enforced 
it  would  deprive  Philadelphia  of  all  intercourse  with  the  out- 
side world  except  by  long  distance  telephone,  and  would  seri- 
ously interfere  with  communications  within  the  city  by  tele- 
phone. It  would,  except  in  a  very  limited  territory,  deprive 
the  city  entirely  of  electric  lights. 

Recently  I  have  had  several  applications  from  firms  and 
individuals  to  put  wires  underground.  I  have  been  compelled 
to  decline  most  of  these  applications  because  I  could  find  no' 
legislation  giving  me  the  authority  to  authorize  the  construc- 
tion of  underground  conduits,  permit  for  which  was  asked  for^ 
and  no  authority  in  the  party  asking  for  the  permit  to  gc 
underground.  In  all  cases  where  I  could  fairly  grant  the" 
permit  I  have  done  so,  resolving  any  doubt  that  existed  io 
favor  of  the  underground  structure. 

Recently  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  has  made  application 
for  a  permit  to  bury  all  its  wires.  I  listened  to  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  Company,  who  strenuously  contended  that  they 
had  the  right,  looked  into  the  matter  carefully,  and  not  being 
satisfied  wrote  to  the  City  Solicitor.  I  send  you  herewith  » 
copy  of  my  letter  to  the  City  Solicitor  and  of  his  reply.     You 
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will  see  that  he  decides  that  the  Bell  Telephone  Company, 
while  under  the  ordinance  of  1 S82  it  should  have  removed  all 
its  wires  in  1885,  still  has  no  right  to  go  underground  because 
Councils  have  given  that  Company  no  express  permit  to  go 
underground.  The  City  Solicitor  also  decides  that  the  Bell 
Company  has  no  right  to  occupy  ducts  of  the  Long  Distance 
Company.  This  right  Avas  expressly  given  to  the  Mutual 
Automatic  Company  by  its  ordinance  (2d  July,  1894,  page 
328).  I  have  been  compelled,  therefore,  to  refuse  to  grant 
the  Bell  Company's  application  to  bury  its  wires.  I  would 
request  that  you  forward  this  communication  to  Councils  with 
the  recommendation  that  some  legislation  be  enacted  by  them 
which  will  govern  the  matter  and  aid  this  Department  in 
securing  the  burying  of  wires.  In  my  judgment  no  citizen  or 
corporation  desiring  to  put  wires  underground  should  be 
refused  that  right,  and  they  should  not  be  compelled  to  go  to 
Councils  for  the  license.  The  sentiment  in  favor  of  under- 
ground wires  is  rapidly  growing,  and  if  this  Department  Avas 
in  position  to  grant  permits  to  those  who  desire  to  remove 
overhead  wires  and  bury  them  as  soon  as  the  request  was 
made,  much  could  be  done  in  many  directions  towards  reliev- 
ing our  streets  of  the  overhead  wires.

Dear  Sir: — The  American  Telegraph  and  Telephone 
Company  by  ordinance  of  22d  October,  188(3  (p.  270),  was 
granted  the  right  to  put  down  underground  conduits  in  cer- 
tain streets  with  the  proviso  that  the  company  should  comply 
with  the  ordinance  of  5th  August,  1886. 

By  a  supplement  approved  olst  March,  1887  (p.  101),  the 
43orapany  was  allowed  to  lay  conduits  on  a  large  number  of 
additional  streets. 
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Section  12  of  the  ordinance  of  August  5,  1886  (p.  146), 
provides  : 

"  Should  any  company  ...  to  which  privileges  have 
heretofore  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  granted  for  the  laying  of 
underground  wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables  or 
tubes,  dispose  of  any  franchise  granted  by  ordinance  or  lease 
to,  consolidate,  or  merge  with  any  other  company,  corpora- 
tion, firm  or  individual,  they  shall  forfeit  the  rights  and  priv- 
ileges granted  to  them  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  upon 
satisfactory  proof  being  furnished  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Department  and  City  Solicitor  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  take  similar  action  against  any  such  company, 
firm,  or  individual  as  is  provided  for  in  Section  9  of  this 
ordinance." 

The  Bell  Telephone  Company  by  ordinance  of  December 
24,  1879  (p.  267),  was  granted  permission  to  run  and  main- 
tain its  wires  "  over  and  through  the  streets  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia." 

By  ordinance  of  July  6,  1883,  the  said  company  was 
granted  permission  to  place  its  wires  upon  pules  "now  owned 
or  controlled  by  the  City." 

By  ordinance  of  June  10,  1886  (p.  185),  the  Bell  Com- 
pany was  authorized  to  extend  its  poles  and  lines  throughout 
Germantown. 

By  ordinance  of  July  3,  1890  (p.  273),  the  said  company 
was  authorized  to  extend  its  lines  through  Germantown.  This 
ordinance  was  amended  by  the  ordinance  of  November  21, 
1894  (p.  429),  which  extended  the  time  to  July  1,  1895. 

Under  the  provisions  of  these  several  ordinances  the  Amer- 
ican Telegraph  and  Telephone  Company,  more  commonly 
known  as  the  Long  Distance  Company,  put  down  conduits 
and  is  now  carrying  on  business  through  the  wires  laid 
therein.  The  Bell  Company  has  also  put  down  conduits  in  a 
portion  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  Avhich  by  ordinance  it 
was  authorized  so  to  do,  and  outside  its  underground  territory 
has  occupied  its  own  poles  and  poles  belonging  to  the  City. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of 
it  has  leased  from  the  City  such  spare  ducts  in  our  conduits 
as  it  could  utilize. 

The  Bell  Qompany  now  applies  for  permission  to  draw 
cables  into  the  ducts  belonging  to  the  ximerican  Telegraph 
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and  Telephone  Company,  agreeing  that  as  soon  as  it  occupies 
these  ducts  it  will  remove  the  poles  ca»-rying  the  wires  sup- 
plying the  patrons  who  can  be  supplied  from  this  underground 
service.  If  this  Department  has  the  legal  right  to  grant  this 
permit,  it  will  be  a  tremendous  step  in  the  direction  of  ridding 
the  highways  of  poles  and  wires  and  will  besides  result  in 
safer  and  better  service  to  the  patrons  of  the  company. 

The  ordinance  of  August  5,  1886,  denies  the  right  to  any 
company  to  "  dispose  of  any  franchise  granted  by  ordinance 
or  leased  to  consolidate  or  merge  with  any  other  company." 
It  provides  that  if  any  company  shall  so  offend  "  it  shall 
forieit  all  rights  and  privileges  granted  by  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia." There  is  a  plain  distinction  drawn  by  this  ordinance 
between  rights  and  privileges  and  franchises. 

The  Long  Distance  Company  and  the  Bell  Company,  while 
they  are  both  telegraph  companies  are,  in  point  of  fact,  not 
competitors.  The  Local  Bell  Company  confines  its  opera- 
tions to  territory  which  can  be  reached  from  the  local  ex- 
changes, and  the  Long  Distance  Company  supplies  to  its 
patrons  communication  between  distant  cities. 

A  franchise  is  defined  to  be  "  A  privilege  conferred  by  a 
grant  from  government  and  vested  in  private  individuals." 
"  A  privilege  of  a  public  nature  which  cannot  be  exercised 
without  a  legislative  grant."  See  Thompson  vs.  People,  23 
Wendell,  579;  State  vs.  Wetherly,  45  Mo.  20  ;  also  47  Pa. 
468. 

If  the  leasing  of  a  duct  to  the  Bell  Company  is  the  disposal 
of  a  franchise  granted  by  ordinance  to  the  Long  Distance 
Company,  the  Long  Distance  Company  should  forfeit  its  right 
and  privileges  under  the  ordinance,  and  its  right  and  privilege 
is  the  right  of  occupying  the  public  highway.  If  the  leasing 
of  a  duct  to  the  Bell  Company  is  the  leasing  referred  to  in  the 
ordinance  of  August  5,  1886,  then  such  a  lease  involves  for- 
feiture of  the  Long  Distance  Company's  rights  and  privileges. 

If  the  Long  Distance  Company  cannot,  without  risk,  rent  a 
duct  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company,  does  the  Bell  Com- 
pany's ordinance  of  1879.  which  gives  it  the  right  '"To  run 
and  maintain  its  wires  over  and  through  the  streets  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,"  authorize  it  to  put  wires  underground?  The 
ordinance  has  practically  been  construed  to  grant  only  "house- 
top privileges,"  that  is,  the  right  to  run  across  streets  or  along 
streets  from  house-top  to  house-top. 
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As  evidence  of  the  desire  of  Councils  to  rid  the  streets  of 
overhead  wires.  Section  1  of  the  ordinance  of  June  13th,  1882, 
provides  "  Ttiat  prior  to  the  1st  day  of  January,  1885,  all 
poles  and  wires  erected  for  telephone,  telegraph  and  electric 
light  purposes  by  firms,  corporations  or  persons  other  than  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  removed  Irom  the  streets  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia." 

By  resolution  of  Councils  of  June  11,  1885,  the  Chief  of 
the  Electrical  Bureau  was  instructed  to  notify  the  various 
telegraph,  telephone  companies  that  all  overhead  wires  between 
Vine  and  South  streets  and  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill 
rivers  must  be  removed  before  January  1st,  1886,  and  the 
Chief  was  directed  to  remove  all  wires  not  removed  by  the 
Companies  by  that  time. 

On  January  21,  1886,  however.  Councils  passed  a  resolu- 
tion directing  the  Chief  not  to  enforce  the  removal  of  over- 
head wires  as  required  by  the  ordinance  of  June  13,  1882, 
and  the  resolution  of  June  11,  1885. 

There  has  been  no  legislation  since  that  date  directing  the 
removal  of  overhead  wires. 

The  ordinance  of  June  IS,  1882,  practically  is  unrepealed. 
It  directs  that  all  poles  and  wires  shall  be  removed  by  January 
1,  1885.  Strictly  complied  with  it  would  drive  all  telegraph, 
telephone  and  electric  light  companies  out  of  business  in 
Philadelphia,  except  within  the  very  limited  territory  wherein 
the  wires  are  buried.  Does  this  ordinance  carry  with  it  or 
<?onfer  the  right  on  any  company,  which  prior  to  January  1, 
1885,  had  poles  in  the  streets  of  the  City,  to  bury  its  wires ; 
that  is,  to  lay  conduits  in  the  streets  wherein  to  put  wires 
which  prior  to  January  1,  1885,  were  carried  on  poles?  If 
so,  does  it  empower  this  Department  to  grant  the  Bell  Com- 
pany a  permit  to  lay  down  underground  conduits  ?  If  the 
permit  can  be  granted  can  the  company  be  given  the  right  to 
occupy  all  streets  upon  which  the  City  had  poles  prior  to 
January  1,  1885? 

You  will  note  that  the  Bell  Co.,  by  ordinance  of  July  6, 
1883,  was  given  authority  to  place  its  wires  upon  poles  "  now 
owned  or  controlled  by  the  City." 

It  is  but  right  for  you  to  know  that  the  Bell  Company  has 
been  seeking  for  a  couple  of  years  past  to  have  an  ordinance 
passed  by  Councils  to  give  them  the  right  to  put  down  con- 
duits, which  Councils  have  refused  because  the  company  will 
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not  agree  to  reduce  rates.  There  has  been,  recently,  a  change 
in  the  management,  and  the  present  directors  urge  upon  me 
that  they  have  the  right  either  to  occupy  the  ducts  of  the 
American  Co.,  or  to  put  down  ducts  so  as  to  comply  with  the 
ordinance  of  1882.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  31st  ult. 
(724)  and  carefully  considered  its  contents. 

I  cannot  advise  you  that  the  American  Telegraph  and  Tele- 
phone Company  can  give  the  Bell  Company  the  right  to  lay 
wires  in  the  conduits  which  the  former  company  was  licensed 
by  the  City  to  construct,  without  express  authority  from  the 
City  by  ordinance. 

The  ordinance  of  December  24,  1869,  granting  permission 
to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  to  run  and  maintain  its  wires 
"  over  and  through  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  " 
does  not  empower  that  company  to  construct  conduits  under- 
ground or  to  acquire  a  right  in  conduits  constructed  under  the 
special  license  or  privilege  to  another  company.  Even  the 
ordinance  of  June  13,  1882,  requiring  that  all  peles  and  wires 
should  be  removed  before  January  1,  1885,  does  not  authorize 
the  laying  of  wires  in  streets,  without  application  to  Councils 
for  authority  so  to  do.

Dear  Sir  : — On  the  10th  day  of  January,  1895,  an  Ordi- 
nance was  approved  as  follows  : 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  prohibit  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  manure  pits  in 
certain  built-up  portions  of  the  City. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  on  and  after  May  1,  1895,  it 
shall  be  unlawful  to  maintain  pits  used  for  the  storage  of 
manure  (whether  temporarily  or  otherwise)  under  any  portion 
of  the  sidewalks  in  front  of  any  building  in  any  square  or 
part  of  a  square,  whether  for  livery  or  other  purposes,  of  any 
street  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia  which  is  in  whole  or 
part  occupied  by  dwelling  houses,  and  all  pits  now  in  exist- 
ence shall  either  be  filled  up  or  covered  in  such  a  manner  that 
they  cannot  be  any  longer  used  for  the  purpose  hereinbefore 
mentioned.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  subject  the  offender  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars,  to  be  collected  as  like  penalties  are  now  by  law  col- 
lected. 

Having  called  the  attention  of  the  Bureau  of  Police  to  this 
ordinance,  I  wrote  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Prop- 
erty asking  what  properties  in  that  Bureau  had  manure  pits 
maintained,  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance. 

I  have  received  Chief  Eisenhower's  report  in  which  he  says 
that  there  are  five  houses  under  the  care  of  his  Bureau  the 
manure  pits  connected  with  which  will  have  to  be  removed  in 
compliance  with  the  ordinance :  Sub-station,  Ninth  District : 
Main  Station,  Thirteenth  District ;  Sub-station,  Twenty-fifth 
District,  and  patrol  houses  of  the  Sixteenth  and  Eighteenth 
Districts. 

The  Chief  advises  me  that  it  will  cost  $1,000  to  remove 
these  manure  pits. 
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I  beg  to  request  that  you  will  forward  this  matter  to  Coun- 
cils with  a  recommendation  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to 
enable  the  City  to  comply  with  this  ordinance.

Gentlemen  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  this  date 
containing  proposition  for  settlement  of  the  City's  claim  against 
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you  as  sureties  on  the  official  bond  of  John  Bardsley,  late  City 
Treasurer. 

I  note  your  offer  to  pay  the  face  value  of  the  bond  and  two 
per  cent,  per  annum  interest  from  the  time  the  bond  Avas  de- 
clared due  by  the  City  Controller,  and  also  the  concluding 
clause  of  your  letter  in  which  you  say  :  "  We  do  this  to  save 
all  further  litigation,  and  to  have  it  closed.  We  think  this  is 
just  to  all  parties,  and  we  feel  should  be  met  by  you  in  the 
same  spirit  in  which  we  tender  the  same." 

In  reply  would  say,  that  I  deem  the  matter  of  sufficient 
importance  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance for  Thursday  next,  at  2  o'clock,  at  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  Common  Council,  City  Hall,  and  would  ask  that  you 
kindly  attend  the  meeting,  when  your  proposition  will  be  con- 
sidered. 

Personally,  I  would  say,  that  my  impression  is  that  if  the 
City  presses  her  claim,  she  will  not  only  receive  the  face  value 
of  the  bond,  but  six  per  cent,  interest  would  be  allowed  for  the 
time  the  claim  is  allowed  to  run  before  final  settlement.  In 
view  of  this  being  the  legal  rate  of  interest,  I  would  suggest 
that  any  proposition  looking  to  a  speedy  settlement  without 
further  litigation,  if  coupled  with  an  offer  to  allow  the  City 
three  per  cent,  per  annum  interest,  would  be  very  much  more 
likely  to  merit  favorable  consideration.  I  offer  this  suggestion 
for  your  consideration,  so  that  when  the  Committee  meets  on 
Thursday  you  will  have  had  the  opportunity  of  giving  it  due 
consideration.

in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  All  persons  maintaining  such  trough,  fountain,  or 
receptacle  are  hereby  required  to  connect  the  same  with  the 
sewers  in  the  respective  streets  before  the  first  day  of  January, 
1896.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is 
further  authorized  and  directed  to  cut  off  the  connection  of 
any  property  with  the  water  pipe  in  the  street  whei'e  the  owner 
maintains  such  trough,  fountain,  or  receptacle,  and  neglects  to 
make  the  underground  connection  prescribed  by  this  ordi- 
ance  within  the  period  hereinbefore  stated,  and  further  neg- 
lects to  make  such  underground  connection  within  ten  (10) 
days  after  receiving  notice  to  do  so  from  the  Department  of 
Public  Works.

Item  1,  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2,  for  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two  (22) 
cents. 

Item  3,  for  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4,  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt  and 
for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 

Item  5,  for  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6,  for  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7,  for  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8,  for  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the  sum 
of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9,  for  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10,  for  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  (2)  cents. 

Item  11,  for  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12,  for  health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13,  for  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents  ;  and  said  amounts  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects  subject  to  further 
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direction  by  ordinance;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rate 
voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
••  aii;ricultural  and  farm  lands  "  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"rural  or  suburban"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  re- 
lief and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  as- 
sessed property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the 
Eighteenth  Section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum 
shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  August  and 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  an  addition  or  penalty 
of  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be  added  and  made  payable 
to  the  same.  And  if  paid  after  the  first  day  of  September, 
and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber, and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November,  there  shall 
be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per  cent.

Gentlemen  : — We,  your  Commiteee  on  Surveys,  to  Avhora 
was  referred  the  ordinance  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  that 
portion  of  the  First,  Twenty-sixth  and  Thirty-sixth  Wards,  ly- 
ing south  of  Snyder  avenue,  and  that  portion  of  the  Twenty-sev- 
enth Ward  southeast  of  Gibson  avenue,  between  the  Schuylkill 
river  and  Bow  creek,  and  also  that  portion  of  the  Twenty- 
seventh  Ward  northwest  of  Gibson  avenue  and  southwest  of 
Eighty-fourth  street,  report  that  there  is  an  extensive  terri- 
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tory  in  the  First,  Twenty-sixth,  Thirty-sixth  and  Twenty- 
seventh  Wards,  which  is  from  2  to  6  feet  below  high  tide, 
in  some  places  two  miles  from  the  river.  This  can  be  kept 
dry  enough  for  farming  by  ditches  and  meadow  banks.  Some 
of  this  meadow  land  has  been  laid  out  in  streets  and  lots  sold 
fronting  thereon.  There  is  a  demand  from  the  City  for  im- 
mediate improvements.  As  farm  lands  it  may  remain  below 
high  tide  and  no  perceptible  pollution  of  the  water  occur,  but 
when  turned  into  town,  the  pollution  of  streams  will  imme- 
diately ensue.  This  cannot  be  got  rid  of  without  an  exten- 
sive system  of  pumping  the  drainage  over  the  meadow  banks 
into  the  river,  which  must  include  the  storm  water  which  ac- 
cumulates in  immense  quantities  and  the  pumping  of  which 
becomes  very  expensive,  or  the  whole  territory  must  be  raised. 

If  the  City  raises  the  ground  to  give  sufficient  height  to 
afford  natural  drainage  for  the  territory  and  a  free  flow  for 
water  two  miles  back  of  the  river,  the  filling  will  be  very 
costly,  but  as  the  development  of  this  territory  will  be  gradual, 
if  the  grades  are  established  at  this  time  long  in  advance  of 
any  improvements,  the  building  operations  will  adapt  them- 
selves to  the  new  conditions.  Houses  erected  may  be  ele- 
vated so  as  to  be  at  proper  heighth  when  the  streets  come  to 
be  graded. 

It  is  believed  to  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  City  to  estab- 
lish grades  over  this  territory  at  once  and  that  it  will  be  less 
costly  at  this  time  than  at  any  time  in  the  future.  We,  there- 
fore, recommend  the  passage  of  the  annexed  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  Resolution  of  the  Select 
and  Common  Councils  of  September  5th,  1895,  entitled 
"  Resolution  relating  to  the  occupancy  of  Northwood  Park  by 
a  railway  company,"  as  follows  : 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Philadelphia  acting  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  law  enabling  it  to  take  land  for  park  purposes, 
did  acquire  a  certain  tract  of  land  known  as  '  Northwood  Park,', 
in  the  Twenty-third  Ward,  paying  as  damages  under  a  man- 
damus on  June  2,  1893,  twenty-four  thousand  (24,000)  dol- 
lars, therefor: 

And  Whereas,  Councils  did  by  an  ordinance  of  June  2, 
1892,  and  in  ignorance  of  the  fact  that  the  line  ran  through 
the  Park,  authorize  the  Philadelphia  and  Frankford  Railway 
Company  to  lay  its  tracks  thereon,  rendering  the  plot  nearly 
useless  for  Park  purposes  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  by  the  Select  and  Oommon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to  re- 
port to  these  bodies  whether  in  his  opinion  City  Councils  can 
legally  give  a  right  of  way  to  a  railway  over  land  taken  by 
law  for  park  purposes  only,  and  what  steps,  if  any,  can  be 
taken  to  remedy  the  wrong." 

As  is  stated  above,  the  City  on  June,  2,  1893,  paid  $24,- 
000  for  the  tract  of  land  known  as  "  Northwood  Park,"  in  the 
Twenty-third  Ward.  The  jury  filed  a  renort  awarding  $25,- 
800.  This  report  was  filed  May  24,  1890,  and  the  City  ap- 
pealed therefrom  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas.  A  settle- 
ment was  subsequently  made  upon  the  owners  remitting 
$1,800  of  that  award,  together  with  three  years  interest.  The 
jury  in  this  case  was  appointed  to  assess  the  value  of  this 
property,  for  the  reason  that  on  March  12,  1889,  this  tract  of 
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land  was  appropriated  by  ordinance  for  the  purposes  of  a  Park, 
having  been  previously  by  Ordinance  of  July  2,  1888,  placed 
upon  the  City  plan  as  a  park. 

By  Ordinance  of  June  2,  1891,  permission  was  given  to  the 
Philadelphia  and  Frankford  Railway  Company  to  construct  a 
railroad  between  Frankford  and  the  Crescentville  Station  on 
the  Philadelphia,  Newtown  and  New  York  Railroad.  The 
second  section  of  that  ordinance  recites  that  the  route  of  the 
said  railroad  shall  be  substantially  the  same  as  that  shown  on 
the  map  and  plan  then  presented,  and  which  plan  was  required 
to  be  filed  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  Charter 
of  the  said  Railroad  Company  authorized  the  construction  of 
a  railroad  between  the  points  named,  and  in  order  to  permit 
the  said  Company  to  exercise  such  authority,  the  consent  of 
Councils  was  given  by  the  said  Ordinance  of  June  2,  1892. 

Your  resolution  requests  my  opinion  as  to  whether  "  City 
Councils  can  legally  give  a  right  of  way  to  a  railway  company 
over  land  taken  by  law  for  Park  purposes  only,  and  what  steps, 
if  any,  can  be  taken  to  remedy  the  wrong." 

It  is  a  settled  principle  of  law,  that  property  taken  by  right 
of  eminent  domain  for  one  public  use,  cannot  be  taken  by  like' 
right  for  another  public  use,  unless  the  authority  to  do  so  is  ex- 
pressly given  by  Act  of  Legislature,  or  unless  the  taking  there- 
of is  absolutely  necessary  to  carry  out  the  franchises  given, 
or  unless  the  second  taking  does  not  interfere  with  the  first. 
Whether  this  Railway  Company  could  construct  its  railroad 
through  a  portion  of  Northwood  Park,  is  a  question  that 
should  properly  have  been  raised  prior  to  its  construction. 
The  Railroad  Company  did  not  get  authority  to  construct  this 
railroad  by  the  Ordinance  of  the  City  Councils.  Such 
authority,  if  it  possessed  it  at  all,  was  given  to  it  by  the  Act 
of  Assembly  and  its  charter  of  incorporation.  Only  permis- 
sion for  the  exercise  of  an  authority  already  vested  in  the 
corporation  by  its  charter,  was  granted  by  the  ordinance.  If, 
therefore,  under  the  law  creating  it,  the  Railroad  Company 
could  not  condemn  a  portion  of  Northwood  Park  for  the  con- 
struction of  its  road,  such  authority  could  not  be  given  by 
ordinance.  Moreover,  the  ordinance  when  passed  by  Coun- 
cils, having  had  attached  to  it  a  map  showing  the  proposed 
line  of  the  road,  thereby  gave  notice  of  the  property  through 
which  it  would  pass,  and  that  fact  would  estop  the  City  from 
thereafter  interferinor  with   the  construction  of  the  railroad. 
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Now,  it  is  too  late,  however,  to  raise  any  question  as  to  the 
right  of  the  Railroad  Company  to  construct  the  road  through 
the  said  Park.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted,  after  the  Councils 
under  legal  proceedings  had  selected  this  land  for  an  open 
public  place  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  citizens,  that  a 
railroad  should  be  constructed  through  it  in  such  a  way  as 
thereby,  in  the  language  of  your  Resolution,  to  render  "  the 
plot  nearly  useless  for  Park  purposes." 

The  only  remedy  the  City  now  has,  is  to  require  the  Rail- 
road  Company  to  make  just  compensation   for   any  damage 
done  to  the  property  of  the  City  by  reason  of  the  taking  of 
the  land  and  the  construction  of  the  railroad.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  10th  inst.,  asking  for  informa- 
tion concerning  an  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  relative 
to  grading  of  Mt.  Airy  avenue  was  duly  received. 

I  would  respectfully  reply  that  under  ordinance  of  March 
30,  1894,  which  provided  for  the  grading  of  the  street  in 
question,  the  expense  to  the  city  was  limited  to  ^350,  which 
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is  based  upon  estimate  of  Surveyor  Jones,  of  9th  District ; 
this  includes  1,247  cubic  yards  of  cartway  at  estimated  cost  of 
25  cents  a  cubic  yard,  but  does  not  include  any  estimate  for 
grading  the  sidewalks,  as  it  was  then  supposed  that  the  side- 
walks would  be  graded  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  of  pro- 
perty. Under  the  present  circumstances,  however,  the  city  is 
required  to  grade  the  street  from  house  line  to  house  line, 
which  increases  the  quantity  of  grading  about  900  yards. 

Under  the  original  ordinance  bids  were  opened  June  4, 
1895,  at  which  time  proposals  were  received  for  grading  at 
various  sums  running  as  follows  :  $2,  $1.15,  90  cents  and  47 
cents  per  cubic  yard,  which  were  based  upon  grading  the  cart- 
way only. 

Under  the  present  arrangement,  having  to  grade  the  side- 
walk, which  includes  cutting  down  and  removal  of  quite  a 
number  of  large  trees,  and  being  the  most  expensive  portion 
of  the  grading,  the  estimate  of  the  Bureau  is  that  it  will  cost 
about  |1  a  yard  to  do  this  work,  including  the  removal  of  the 
trees.  This  makes  the  estimated  cost  $2,150,  and  requires 
an  increase  of  some  $1,800  over  the  amount  provided  in  the 
original  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — Enclosed  find  draft  of  ordinance  amending  a 
portion  of  the  ordinance  approved  the  30th  day  of  March, 
1894,  authorizing  the  grading  of  Mt.  Airy  avenue  and  other 
streets. 

The  amendatory  ordinance  requests  that  the  cost  of  grading 
Mt.  Airy  avenue  be  increased  to  $2,150.  The  ordinance  of 
March  30,  1894,  hereinbefore  alluded  to,  limits  the  cost   of 
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grading  this  avenue  to  |350.  The  Surveyor's  estimate  of  the 
number  of  yards  required  for  grading  is  2,100  yards. 

The  grading  of  this  street  will  require  the  removal  of  a 
number  of  large  trees,  and  the  Department  estimates  that  the 
work  can  probably  be  done  at  a  cost  of  $1  per  yard. 

The  ordinance  to  pave  this  street  has  passed  Councils,  the 
work  has  been  advertised  for  and  proposals  received ;  and  the 
residents  of  the  neighborhood  are  continually  petitioning  the 
Department  to  have  the  street  graded  and  paved,  but  nothing 
can  be  done  until  legislation  can  be  had  upon  the  subject  of 
grading.
